The  Pure  Food  Bills  of  N.S.W.  and  South  Australia  are 
abstracted  on  p.  538,  where  also  are  several  allied  matters  of 
interest  to  manufacturers  of  proprietaries. 

Mr.  David  Gilmour,  Dunfermline,  has  been  co-opted  on 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  place  of  Mr. 
David  Storrar,  who  has  resigned.  Mr.  Gilmour's  portrait  is 
given  on  p.  553. 

The  Session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  opened  on  Wednes- 
day with  an  inaugural  address  by  Mr.  Harwood  Lescher, 
which  is  printed  on  p.  545.  The  proceedings  otherwise  are 
fully  reported  on  p.  555. 

A  Number  of  New  Remedies  are  described  on  p.  534,  and 
further  particulars  in  regard  to  some  of  them  are  given  by 
Dr.  Weiss  in  notes  on  a  medico-pharmaceutical  exhibition  held 
at  Cologne  last  week  (p.  550). 

A  Japanese  View  of  the  camphor  situation  is  printed  on 
p.  560.  This  contains  statistics  of  the  production  of  camphor 
in  Japan  and  Formosa,  as  well  as  in  South  China,  showing 
that  Japan  cannot  hope  to  monopolise  the  trade  in  future. 

The  Chief  Feature  of  the  drug-markets  this  week  is  activity 
in  quinine  on  American  account.  Cascara  sagrada  is  also 
interesting,  and  we  give  advices  regarding  the  season's  strip- 
ping. Clove  oil  and  vanilla  are  dearer,  and  camphor, 
hydrastis,  and  opium  are  cheaper  (p.  561). 

"  Xrayser  "  criticises  the  Federation  resolution  in  regard' 
to  pharmacy  legislation,  suggesting  that  it  offers  little  guid- 
ance. He  supplements  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour's  remark  regarding 
the  discovery  of  cinchonine  by  evidence  that  Dr.  A.  Duncan 
was  the  first  to  isolate  that  alkaloid  as  a  mixture  of  quinine 
and  cinchonine  (p.  549). 

Poisoning  in  Scotland,  as  revealed  by  the  Registrar- 
General's  report,  shows  differences  from  poisoning  in  England 
and  Wales.  There  are  few  deaths  from  mineral  acids  in  the 
North,  due  to  there  being  no  oil-shops  there.  We  also  note 
that  the  death-rate  from  chloroform  anaesthesia  is  higher  in 
Scotland  than  in  England.  These  and  other  matters  arising 
from  the  report  are  dealt  with  in  an  article  on  p.  551.

Qualitative  Analysis  toe  Junior  Students. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
October  6,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
«day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Thursday, 
October  15.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
-of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  the  list  any  substance  regarded  as 
an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the 
■essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. — The  prizes  for  the  above  analysis  will 
■foe  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  pre- 
paring for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be 
attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain  specimens  of 
the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will  be  separately 
adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as  hors  concours. 
•Correspondents  who  do  not  state  that  they  are  preparing  for 
-a  qualifying  examination  will  be  included  in  the  latter  list. 
Analytical  Tournament. 

On  the  eve  of  another  winter  session  we  offer  special  prizes 
■of  books  and  certificates  of  honour,  as  detailed  below,  for 
the  best  series  of  reports  submitted  on  the  exercises  set  for 
the  six  months,  November  1908  to  April  1909,  inclusive. 
Some  of  the  exercises  will,  as  hitherto,  be  the  familiar 
■qualitative  analyses  of  mixtures  consisting  of  not  more  than 
three  salts,  but  on  one  01?  two  occasions  we  shall  vary  these 
by  setting  other  exercises  of  a  kind  similar  to  those  sub- 
mitted on  two  occasions  during  last  winter  session.  These 
latter  exercises  will  be  specially  designed  to  test  the 
powers  of  students  in  carrying  out  simple  experiments  with 
rigid  attention  to  instructions,  and  in  closely  observing  and 
■correctly  interpreting  the  results  of  these  experiments ; 
while  some  statement  of  the  bearings  of  the  observed  pheno- 
mena on  the  practice  of  qualitative  analysis  may  also  be 
■asked  for. 

The  tournament  prizes  will  be  awarded  to  the  students 
who  obtain  the  highest  aggregates  of  marks  for  their  repcrts 
■upon  the  whole  six  exercises.  They  are  open  for  competi- 
tion to  all  pharmaceutical  students  who  have  not  passed  the

New  Remedies. 


Sabromin.— This  is  Bayer's  name  for  calcium  dibrombe- 
henate,  which  is  stated  to  be  a  substitute  for  alkaline  bromides 
and  to  have  a  similar  action  on  the  organism. 

Mejapyrin  is  the  name  given  to  a  new  headache-remedy, 
which  is  a  condensation-product  of  benzamide  and  phenyldi- 
methylpyrazolon.  It  is  crystalline,  and  is  given  in  doses  of 
1  gram. 

Zodival  is  mono-iodo-iso-valerianyl-urea,  a  crystalline  com- 
pound containing  47  per  cent,  of  iodine,  recommended  as  a 
substitute  for  alkaline  iodides.  Dose,  5  grains  three  times  a 
day. 

Diglpuratum  is  the  name  of  a  preparation  containing  all 
the  active  principles  of  digitalis,  soluble  in  water.  _  It  is 
supplied  in  powder  and  tablet  form  and  administered  m  the 
same  doses  as  digitalis. 

Aperltol  The  valeryl  acetyl  derivative  of  phenolphthalein 

is  so  called  by  Hammer  and  Vieth  ("  Med.  Klinik.,"  1908, 
1410),  who  describe  it  as  a  painless  laxative  which  acts  in 
3-grain  doses  in  four  to  twelve  hours.  It  is  given  in  bon- 
bons or  tablets. 

IVXedlnal  Soluble.— This  is  the  mono-sodium  salt  of 
diethylbarbituric  acid,  and  is  a  white  crystalline  powder 
soluble  1  in  5  of  cold  water,  and  in  this  respect  presents  an 
advantage  over  the  acid  itself  (veronal).  It  is  used  in  the 
same  doses  as  that  hypnotic,  and  also  subcutaneously  m  halt- 
gram  (7i-grains)  doses.    It  is  manufactured  by  Schering. 

Sulaxans.  described  as  a  new  laxative,  is  stated  to  be  a 
combination  of  one  molecule  of  phenolphthalein  and  two 
molecules  of  sodium  hydroxide,  and  appears  to  be  more 
active  than  phenolphthalein  itself.  It  is  given  in  doses  of 
f  to  3  grains,  preferably  in  sugar-coated  tablets  or  in  pill, 
in  which  form  it  is  put  on  the  market  by  Hell,  of  Vienna. 

Slplosal  is  the  name  given  by  C.  F.  Boehrintjer  &  Soehne  to 
a  salicylic-acid  ester  preparation,  the  formula  for  which  is 
OH  C8H,.C00.C6H,.C00H.  It  occurs  in  white,  odourless 
needles  which  melt  at  147°  C.  It  is  insoluble  in  water  and 
dilute  acids,  slightly  soluble  in  cold  benzol,  and  more  soluble 
in  ether  and  alcohol.  It  has  a  slightly  bitter  taste.  Diplosal 
gives  the  salicylic-acid  reaction  when  treated  with  sulphuric 
acid,  but  not  when  treated  with  an  alkali.  It  is  recommended 
for  rheumatism,  neuralgia,  pleurisy,  cystitis,  and  allied 
ailments,  in  doses  of  1  gram,  as  powders  or  tablets.

Among  the  exports  from  Almeria  last  year  were  1£  metric 
tons  of  colocynth,  2j  m.  tons  of  beeswax,  and  4  m.  tons  of 
essential  oils.  The  foregoing  were  sent  to  the  United 
Kingdom.

1907  were  the  following  :  Orange-peel,  159  tons  (1905,  265  tons) ;

Mr.  A.  G.  Chamberlain,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  making 
extensive  alterations  and  additions  to  his  pharmacy  at 
3  Market  Place,  Eugby. 

On  September  22  a  cow  walked  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  T. 
Little,  chemist  and  druggist,  8  Vicar  Street,  Kidder- 
minster, and  broke  a  showcase. 

Mr.  James  Cocks,  chemist  and  druggist,  Edgcumbe 
Street,  Stonehouse,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Stonehouse  Old-age  Pensions  Committee. 

A  man  entered  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Kirby, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  128  Ashley  Road,  Bristol,  on 
September  26.  He  complained  of  feeling  unwell,  and  ex- 
pired almost  immediately  afterwards. 

The  wife  of  Mr.  R.  Brown,  chemist  and  druggist,  11  Castle 
Street,  Clitheroe,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  down  the  cellar 
steps  on  September  24.

A  cyclist  lost  control  of  his  machine  at  Derby  on  Sep- 
tember 27.  and  crashed  through  the  shop-window  of  Mr. 
J.  H.  Dicker-son,  homoeopathic  chemist,  14  Market  Place. 
A  blind  stretched  across  the  window  saved  the  adventurer 
from  serious  injury. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  report  to  the  Walsall  Borough  Council  states  that  of 
four  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  submitted,  one  was 
34  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.  Two  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

According  to  a  report  presented  to  the  Fulham  Borough 
Council,  one  out  of  six  samples  of  fluid  magnesia  analysed 
was  deficient  in  magnesia  to  the  extent  of  19  per  cent.  Seven 
samples  of  mercurial  ointment  were  tested  and  found  to  be 
genuine. 

EarlierlClosing. 

Barnstaple  chemists  are  to  close  their  shops  at  7.30  p.m. 
instead  of  at  8  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday 
from  October  5  to  March  27. 

St.  Anne's-on-Sea  chemists  will  close  at  7.30  p.m.  on  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  and  Thursday,  at  1  p.m.  on  Wednesday; 
and  at  8  p.m.  on  Friday,  until  the  end  of  May,  1909. 

Fires. 

The  premises  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Spurr.  chemist  and  druggist, 
12  Folly  Hall,  Huddersfield,  were  considerably  damaged  by 
fire  early  on  the  morning  of  September  25.  The  Toss  is 
covered  by  insurance. 

A  fire  broke  out  at  83  Queen  Victoria  Street,  London 
E.C.,  in  the  early  morning  of  September  28.  The  third  and 
fourth  floors,  where  the  fire  broke  out,  occupied  by  Messrs. 
J.  J.  Roche,  were  gutted,  while  the  offices  of  Messrs.' 
Jameson  &  Co.,  analytical  and  consulting  chemists,  were 
damaged  considerably  by  the  fire,  smoke,  and  water. 

Notification  of  Phthisis. 
The  International  Congress  on  Tuberculosis  opened  at 
Washington,  U.S.A.,  on  Monday,  September  28.  and  Dr. 
Arthur  Newsholme,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Locai 
Government  Board,  stated  on  behalf  of  the  President  that 
the  Board  had  decided  to  issue  an  order  compelling  all 
Poor-law  medical  officers  to  notify  any  sanitary  authorities 
making  application  for  such  a  notification  of"  all  cases  of 
phthisis  occurring  among  parochial  patients.  This  order, 
he  said,  would  also  render  it  obligatory  on  other  Poor-law 
officials  to  notify  changes  of  address  of  parochial  patients 
suffering  from  phthisis.  Dr.  Newsholme  also  addressed  the 
meeting  held  on  Tuesday,  dealing  with  the  causes  of  the 
fast  decline  in  tuberculosis  and  the  light  thrown  by  history 
on  preventive  measures.  He  considered  that  infectious  con- 
sumptives are  a  small  minority  of  the  population,  and  he 


drew  an  instructive  comparison  between  the  prevalence  or 
typhus  and  phthisis  in  Ireland  and  England  respectively. 
In  both  countries  the  social  conditions  have  improved  and 
typhus  has  decreased,  but  phthisis,  while  decreasing  in 
England,  has  increased  in  Ireland.  This,  Dr.  Newsholme 
thinks,  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  while  typhus  is  treated  in 
institutions  in  both  countries,  the  segregation  of  consump- 
tives is  much  less  common  in  Ireland. 

Harlenists  at  Southend. 
The  annual  excursion  of  the  employes  of  the  Edwards- 
Harlene  Co.  was  held  at  Southend-on-Sea  on  Saturday, 
September  26,  in  ideal  summer  weather.  The  proprietor, 
Mr.  R.  G.  Edwards,  provided  dinner  and  tea  at  the  Marl- 
borough Hotel.  A  number  of  particularly  smart  young 
women,  all  with  abundant  heads  of  hair,  sat  dowji  to 
dinner,  and  the  effect  was  most  striking.  Mr.  L.  G.  Day 
(manager)  was  in  the  chair,  and  he  congratulated  the  staff 
on  their  discipline,  and  thanked  them  for  their  cordial 
co-operation  in  the  past.  He  read  a  telegram  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Edwards  wishing  them  all  a  very  happy  day,  and 
regretting  their  absence,  to  which  a  fitting  telegram  was 
sent  in  reply.  Several  toasts  were  honoured,  and  the  day 
was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

Institute  of  Certificated  Grocers. 
The  creation  of  the  above  institution  at  a  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Grocers'  Assistants,  at  the  Troca- 
dero  Restaurant,  on  September  24,  marks  the  advance  in  the 
technical  education  of  the  grocery  trade.  The  roll  will, 
begin  with  174  associates  who  have  already  gained  cer- 
tificates, while  the  successful  candidates  at  the  Grocers' 
Exhibition  in  London  last  week  will  become  members.  A 
third  grade  is  proposed  of  Fellows  from  among  those 
actively  associated  with  the  movement.  Sir  William  Anson, 
Bart.,  M.P.,  is  the  first  President,  and  the  first  public  meet- 
ing will  be  held  in  January  1909  for  the  distribution  of 
prizes  to  the  successful  students  in  last  week's  examination. 

Fetish  Objects  and  Charms. 
An  interesting  collection  of  fetishes,  for  the  most  part 
relating  to  the  medicine-men  in  various  districts  of  Africa, 
was  sold  by  auction  this  week  in  the  West-end.  Among 
the  lots  were  a  very  rare  witch-doctor's  medicine-belt, 
containing  five  wooden  bottles  for  various  drugs,  a  unique 
medicine-man's  basket,  elaborately  ornamented  with  shells, 
seeds,  etc.,  from  the  Kassai,  a  Zulu  medicine-man's  belt  of 
snake  vertebras,  and  a  finely  finished  girdle  from  Nigeria, 
which  was  worn  as  an  antidote  to  the  bite  of  a  snake. 
The  collection  also  comprised  a  very  uncommon  horn  double 
medicine-box  from  Ceylon,  a  rare  Apache  medicine-man's 
necklace  of  human  teeth,  portion  of  jaw,  etc.,  strung  on 
sinew  from  New  Mexico,  a  medicine-man's  box  (in  the  shape 
of  the  sacred  white  fowl  supported  by  a  fetish  figure)  from. 
Dahomey,  a  small  drum  which  was  only  beaten  with  the 
fingers  by  the  Araucanian  wizard-doctor  during  the  incanta- 
tions for  the  cure  of  the  sick,  a  fetish  leather  pouch  from 
the  Soudan  containing  powerful  medicine  surrounded  with 
coarse  hair,  and  with  a  handle  of  human  bone,  and  a  Congo, 
medicine-man's  cap,  with  knots  of  string  all  over  to  repre- 
sent tufts  of  hair. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  Council  of  Bilston  are  in  open  conflict  with  the 
M.O.H.,  and  have  given  him  notice.  They  advertised  for  a 
successor.    None  applied,  and  they  have  had  to  surrender. 

King's  Heath  grocers'  assistants  have  taken  all  before 
them  in  the  great  grocery  competition  in  London.  One 
wonders  if  chemists'  assistants  take  as  much  pride  in  their 
work. 

The  local  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  gathering  its. 
forces  together  for  a  busy  and  useful  session.  The  head 
of  affairs  is  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall,  who,  with  his  genial' 
coadjutors  Mr.  Radford  (Secretary)  and  Mr.  Poole- 
(Treasurer),  is  looking  about  for  helpers  to  make  the  session' 
a  record  one,  socially,  scientifically,  and  financially. 

The  Birmingham  Grocery  Exchange,  which  is  very  much 
frequented  by  pharmacists  for  trade  purposes,  and  which, 
was  held  under  the  roof  of  the  Corn  Exchange,  High  Street, 
has  decided  to  have  a  home  of  its  own.  Premises  have 
been  secured  in  Newhall  Street,  and  fitted  up  with  every- 
thing needful  for  the  expeditious  transaction  cf  business. 
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Shops  are  assuming  the  autumnal  tints  so  far  as  the 
window-displays  are  concerned.  Soaps  are  the  favourite, 
while  honey  and  honeycomb  make  a  nice  display.  A  King's 
Heath  shop  has,  in  addition,  a  strong  array  of  eau  de 
Cologne  tastefully  arranged,  and  a  unique  model  showing 
how  such  perfume  is  prepared,  or  was  hundreds  of  years 
ago,  reminding  one  of  the  old  alchemist's  shop,  with  its 
alligators,  bats,  and  skeletons. 

The  staff  of  Cadbury  Bros.,  Ltd.,  held  a  dinner  at 
Fletcher's  Restaurant,  Birmingham,  on  September  29,  for 
the  purpose  of  wishing  Mr.  W.  A.  Cadbury  bon  voyage  on 
his  departure  for  West  Africa  to  investigate  the  arrange- 
ments made  by  the  Portuguese  Government  for  the  preven- 
tion of  slavery  on  the  cocoa  estates.  Mr.  Cadbury  was  pre- 
sented with  a  beautifully  bound  diary  arranged  to  cover  the 
time  when  he  expects  to  be  away  from  England. 

A  Chemist's  Estate. 

In  the  matter  of  Thomas  Martin  Ninnis,  deceased, 
37  Crawford  Street,  Bryanston  Square,  W.,  chemist  and 
druggist,  an  administration  order  having  been  obtained  at 
the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  September  9  against  the 
estate,  the  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  held  before  Mr. 
G.  W.  Chapman,  Official  Receiver,  last  week.  The  order  was 
made  on  the  petition  of  Mrs.  Jessie  Ninnis,  the  executrix, 
creditor  for  124Z.  The  Chairman  reported  that  accounts  had 
been  prepared  showing  liabilities  I'ddl.  lis.  7>d.,  and  assets 
to  the  value  of  91i.  14s.  2d.  The  latter  consisted  of  stock, 
'fixtures,  and  book  debts,  and  they  were  claimed  by  the  exe- 
cutrix, at  whose  instance  the  business  had  been  carried  on. 
The  creditors  decided  to  leave  the  estate  in  the  hands  of  the 
Official  Receiver. 

Sick-room  Appliances. 
Mrs.  Bury,  a  prominent  member,  gave  an  interesting  con- 
tribution on  the  above  subject  at  a  meeting  of  the  Darwen 
Women's  Co-operative  Guild,  on  September  24.  She  argued 
that  an  outlay  of  about  501.  will  cover  the  cost  of  a  complete 
outfit  of  sick-room  appliances  to  let  out  to  the  Guild 
members  at  a  nominal  fee.  Inquiries  show  that  the  sick- 
aids  are  not  intended  to  affect  the  custom  of  the  chemist, 
but  to  be  furnished  to  poor  people  who  would  otherwise 
probably  manage  without  them.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  inaugurate  the  scheme.

Charging  the  Doctor. 
The  L.G.B.  having  complained  to  the  Swineford 
Guardians  that  the  expenditure  on  medicines  in  the 
Kiltamagh  Dispensary  is  excessive  by  reason  of  the  way  in 
which  the  drugs  are  ordered,  the  Guardians  have,  in  conse- 
quence, resolved  to  charge  the  doctor  with  any  recoupment 
•that  is  disallowed. 

Building  Extras. 

At  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  last  week,  an  action  was 
brought  by  Mr.  James  H.  Barton,  builder,  against  Mr. 
W.  H.  McBride,  registered  druggist,  Woodstock  Road, 
to  recover  4?.  14s.,  balance  of  account  due  for  work  done 
and  materials  provided  in  building  a  house  at  Castlereagh 
Road,  Belfast.     The  money  had  reference  to  extras  over 
and  above  the  contract  for  2251.    The  defence  was  that  Mr. 
McBride  was  merely  acting  as  agent  in  the  matter  for  his 
father,  who,  he  stated,  was  perfectly  willing  to  pay  if  the 
plaintiff  finished  his  contract.    Judge  Fitzgibbon  took  the 
defendant's  view,  and  dismissed  the  case  on  its  merits. 
Chemistry  Classes. 
The  chemistry  classes  in  the  Belfast  Municipal  Technical 
Institute  are  in  full  swing  for  the  winter,  and  are  proving 
very  successful,  the  students  including  a  number  of  candi- 
dates for  the  licence  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  There 
are  two  lecture-rooms  for  140  pupils,  while  in  the  main 
chemical  laboratory  there  are  eighty  working  branches, 
and  lock-up  cupboards  are  provided  for  190  students. 
'Professor  Hawthorne,  B.A.,  Ph.D.,  is  the  head  of  the 
department,  and  his  staff  consists  of  Messrs.  T.  Harper, 
chemist  and  druggist  (Great  Britain)  and  pharmaceutical 
chemist  (Ireland),  E.   Clayton,  F.C.S.,  Jas.  Andrews, 
F.I.C.,  Still,  and  E.  J.  Wilson,  M.A.,  A.I.C.

A  Petition  for  Cessio 

under  the  Cessio  Acts  has  been  presented  to  the  Sheriff 
of  Lanarkshire  at  Glasgow,  at  the  instance  of  Meggeson  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  14  and  15  Miles  Lane,  Upper  Thames  Street, 
London,  against  Mungo  Wallace,  chemist,  193  St.  George's 
Road,  Glasgow,  and  the  Sheriff-Substitute  has  ordained  the 
debtor  to  appear  within  Room  34,  County  Buildings, 
70  Hutcheson  Street,  Glasgow,  on  October  8,  at  ten  o'clock, 
for  examination.  Mr.  Alexander  MacDonald,  writer, 
176  Wellington  Street,  Glasgow,  is  agent. 

Traube's  "Vegetable  Cell  as  a  "Window-exhibit. 
Mr.  Thos.  Stephenson,  F.C.S.,  137  George  Street,  Edin- 
burgh, is  at  present  showing  in  his  window  an  experiment 
entitled  "Growth  without  Life."  A  pellet  of  a  hygro- 
scopic copper  salt  is  placed  at  the  bottom  of  a  jar  containing 
a  weak  solution  of  potassium  ferrocyanide,  and  the  pellicle 
of  brown  copper  ferrocyanide  which  is  formed  round  the- 
copper  salt  at  once  begins  to  swell  through  osmotic  action 
and  exhibits  all  the  phenomena  of  cell-growth.  This  experi- 
ment was  shown  by  Dr.  Dawson  Turner  at  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  British  Association  at  Dublin,  but  Mr.  Stephen- 
son demonstrated  the  phenomenon  to  the  jLutnburgh 
Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association  twenty- 
three  years  ago  (0.  &  D.,  1885,  p.  695),  and  has  shown  it  on 
numerous  occasions  since,  the  last  time  being  at  a  conversa- 
zione of  the  Scottish  Natural  History  Society,  Edinburgh, 
in  1907. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

There  is  some  talk  among  the  younger  blades  in  pharmacy 
of  forming  a  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

Mr.  G.  Robertson,  chemist  and  druggist,  190  Dumbarton 
Road,  Partick,  has  had  the  window  of  his  pharmacy  re- 
modelled and  modernised. 

Mr.  John  Alexander,  who  is  at  present  on  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.'s  staff  in  Scotland,  passed  the  Minor  examina- 
tion in  Edinburgh  this  week.  He  studied  while  "on  the 
road,"  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  Lothian. 

At  Glasgow  on  September  26,  a  horse  attached  to  a  hack- 
ney carriage  took  fright  as  the  driver  was  taking  his  seat  on 
the  box.  It  bolted  down  Kelvingrove  Street,  and  finished 
by  crashing  through  the  window  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Sutherland, 
chemist  and  druggist,  137  Argyle  Street,  where  it  stuck 
fast.  The  counter  inside  the  shop  had  to  be  removed  before 
the  animal  could  be  extricated.  Naturally  the  goods  in  the 
window  were  destroyed  or  considerably  damaged. 

Owing  to  changes  that  have  teen  made  in  the  medical 
examinations  at  Glasgow  University  there  will  be  three 
Finals  held  in  twelve  months,  namely,  in  December  1908 
and  in  April  and  October  1909.  The  alteration  was  made 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  Edinburgh  Final  examinations 
concluded  before  those  at  Glasgow,  with  the  result  that 
the  graduates  of  the  former  University  secured  the  pick  of 
the  appointments  that  were  vacant. 


Morphine  in  China. — The  "Times"  correspondent, 
cabling  on  September  30,  states  that  China  has  officially 
informed  the  Foreign  Legations  that  all  the  Powers  have 
given  their  assent  to  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of 
morphine,  except  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  that  the  pro- 
hibition will  be  enforced  from  January  1,  1909.  The  Inter- 
national Opium  Commission,  which  is  meeting  at  Shanghai 
in  January,  will  be  given  valuable  assistance  by  the  Mari- 
time Customs,  whose  various  Commissioners  and  inland 
postal  officers  have  been  instructed  to  collect  all  available 
data  about  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy  and  the  consumption 
of  opium  and  morphine,  and  to  transmit  their  reports  to  the 
Statistical  Secretary  who  will  be  attached  to  the  Commis- 
sion. 
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French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Mutual  Life  Insurance. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Confraternity  Life  Insurance  Association  of  French 
Pharmacists,  M.  Gamel  proposed  to  hold  the  1909  meeting 
■at  Nancy,  on  the  same  date  as  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  which  is  to  be 
held  there,  but  this  was  outvoted,  the  statutes  of  the  Conf  ra- 
ternal  Association  providing  that  the  annual  meeting  shall 
always  be  held  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Teserve  fund  has  increased  from  16,013f.  to  21,242f. 

"  Congres  du  Froid."— The  first  International  Congress 
on  the  use  of  low  temperatures  for  commercial  and  manu- 
facturing purposes  will  be  opened  at  the  Paris  Sorbonne  on 
Monday,  October  5,  under  the  presidency  of  M.  Andre 
Lebon,  ex-Minister,  MM.  Loubet  and  Freycinet  being  Pre- 
sidents of  Honour.  The  Congress  will  discuss  the  applica- 
tion of  low  temperature  to  chemical  industries,  hygiene, 
fermented  drinks,  and  metallurgy  ;  the  use  of  refrigerators, 
as  well  as  liquid  air,  oxygen,  etc.  The  Congress  will  last 
-a  week,  and  will  be  closed  by  a  series  of  excursions. 

Assistant-Professorships. — New  regulations  for  candi- 
dates for  assistant-professorships  in  the  Schools  of 
Medicine  and  Mixed  Faculties  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy 
are  contained  in  a  decree  recently  issued  by  the  Minister 
of  Public  Instruction.  For  assistant  pharmacy  professor- 
ships all  candidates  must  prove  (1)  the  title  of  M.D.  and 
the  qualification  for  agregation,  or  (2)  "  first-class  "  pharma- 
ceutical diploma  and  D.Sc.  (physical  and  natural  sciences) 
•  degree,  or  (3)  the  "superior"  pharmaceutical  diploma. 
An  admission  examination  has  also  to  be  passed.  The  new 
regulation  comes  into  force  on  January  1,  1909. 

The  New  Adulteration  Act. — Under  the  new  Adultera- 
tion Act,  Commissaries  of  Police,  as  well  as  certain  other 
■  officials,  have  the  right  to  seize  samples  of  foods  and 
beverages  suspected  of  impurity ;  but  this  right  does  not 
appear  to  extend  to  medicinal  preparations,  the  sworn 
inspectors  of  pharmacies  being  alone  qualified  to  take 
samples  in  officines.  In  several  departments  (Aude,  Tarn 
and  Garonne,  and  Alpes-Maritimes)  samples  have  been 
taken  in  pharmacies  by  commissaries,  and  the  Association 
Generale  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Justice 
to  what  appear  to  be  arbitrary  and  high-handed  acts  on 
the  part  of  his  subordinates. 

Doctors'  Traffic  in  Patents. — The  question  of  certain 
remedies  recommended  by  doctors,  not  necessarily  because 
of  their  therapeutic  merits,  but  often  in  any  case  partly 
■with  an  aim  to  direct  or  indirect  profit,  has  recently  at- 
tracted the  attention  of  French  pharmacists.  The 
Administrative  Council  of  the  General  Association  has 
accordingly  drawn  up  a  circular  on  the  subject  for  public 
distribution.  In  this  the  facts  are  recited,  these  including 
the  statement  that  the  doctors  receive  a  commission  on  the 
products  they  prescribe,  and  a  list  of  thirty-six  such 
remedies  is  given.  In  order  to  keep  on  good  terms  with  a 
profession  "of  which  the  great  majority  is  completely 
■opposed  to  this  exploitation  of  the  patient,"  pharmacists 
will,  before  distributing  the  circular,  address  a  letter  on 
the  subject  to  the  various  Medical  Associations,  and  this 
also  has  been  drafted  for  them. 

Opium  in  Paris. — Mme.  Houseal,  a  dealer  in  Japanese 
and  Chinese  goods,  Rue  des  Petits-Champs,  Paris,  was 
condemned  some  time  ago  to  a  40/.  fine  for  selling  opium  for 
smoking  purposes,  disguised  in  tea-caddies,  to  customers 
in  general,  and  army  and  navy  officers  in  particular.  The 
judgment  cited  Article  I.  of  the  law  of  July  19,  1845.  She 
appealed,  pointing  out  that  the  mixture  of  morphine  and 
meconic  acid  sold  was  not  officinal  opium  according  to  the 
Codex  formula.  The  Higher  Court,  however,  has  con- 
firmed the  sentence  and  increased  the  fine  to  120Z.,  Professor 
Pouchet,  the  analyst  (whose  name  is  familiar  as  a  former 
member  of  the  Codex  Revision  Committee)  stating  in  his 
Teport  that  one  of  the  samples  contained  sufficient  morphine 
and  meconic  acid  to  enable  him  to  formally  declare  it  a 
-poisonous  substance.  The  Court  in  consequence  based 
judgment  on  Title  I.  of  the  Ordinance  of  October  29,  1846.

The  Commonwealth. 

Mr.  Beale's  Report,  as  "a  Royal  Commission"  to  the 
Parliament  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  secret  drugs,  cures, 
and  foods,  has  again  been  issued,  after  revision  by  the 
medical  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives — viz., 
Drs.  Moloney,  Liddell,  Gratton  Wilson,  and  Carty  Salmon, 
the  last-named  being  Chairman.  The  members,  in  their 
report  dated  November  20,  1907,  refrained  from  criticising 
the  method  or  language  adopted  by  Mr.  Beale  (who  through- 
out is  described  as  "  the  Royal  Commission  "),  and  made  no 
other  comment  than  that  they  believe  the  possession  of 
medical  knowledge  or  assistance  would  have  been  an  advan- 
tage. To  this  suggestion  Mr.  Beale  replied,  in  a  letter 
dated  December  2,  1907,  that  he  had  "most  valuable 
assistance  from  surgeons,  physicians,  analytical  chemists, 
pathologists,  pharmacologists,  pharmacists,  and  other 
authorities  in  many  countries.  The  whole  work  is  pro- 
fessedly a  careful  compilation."  He  added  that  the  report 
had  also  been  submitted  to  other  physicians,  two  barristers, 
and  two  Government  statisticians,  as  well  as  heads  of 
leading  Churches.  He  further  pointed  out  that  the  medical 
profession  has  fruitlessly  for  fifty  years  made  ceaseless 
expostulations  on  the  subjects  dealt  with.  "The  one 
answer  has  invariably  sufficed  in  Anglo-Saxondom — they 
are  interested."  The  net  effect  of  the  Medical  Committee's 
recommendations  is  that  three  trifling  passages  in  the  report 
have  been  removed,  and  these  are  matters  of  taste.  Forty 
other  paragraphs  that  they  suggested  should  be  removed  or 
modified  remain.  The  report  extends  to  450  foolscap  pages, 
and  is  published  at  2s.  Mr.  Beale  was  commissioned  on 
December  11,  1906,  to  inquire  into  the  subject,  but  his 
report  is  on  what  he  did  in  America  and  Europe  before  that, 
and  it  is  divided  into  six  parts  :  I.,  Prevention  of  concep- 
tion and  foeticide;  II.,  infanticide  and  infant  mortality; 
III.,  injury  and  death  to  the  adolescent;  IV.,  injury  and 
death  to  adults;  V.,  advertisements;  and  VI.,  legislation 
(see  C.  <£•  D.,  September  21,  1907,  et  seq.).  Dr.  Gratton 
Wilson  suggests  in  his  recommendations  as  a  remedy  for 
the  evils  indicated  by  Mr.  Beale  : 

1.  Uniform  legislation  for  registration  of  medical  men, 
chemists,  and  dentists. 

2.  Prohibition  of  importation  of  drugs  and  appliances  as 
described. 

3.  Encom-agement  of  families  by  giving  appointments  to 
men  with  families. 

New  South  Wales. 

Beeswax  not  a  Drug. — A  number  of  prosecutions  for 
selling  beeswax  containing  50  per  cent,  of  paraffin  wax  have 
been  instituted  at  the  instance  of  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Sydney  City  Council.  The  cases  were  heard  on 
July  29  and  31.  The  prosecution  contended  that  beeswax 
is  a  drug  because  it  is  used  in  pharmacopoeia!  preparations — ■ 
pil.  phosphori,  ointment,  and  plasters.  The  defence  was 
that  the  beeswax  is  sold  for  making  up  a  polish,  and  is  not 
a  medicine  at  all.  The  Magistrate  held  that  beeswax  is  not 
a  drug. 

Reciprocity  with  Great  Britain. — At  the  meeting  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South  Wales  on  July  16  a 
letter  was  read  from  Earl  Carrington  in  reference  to  the 
Board's  request  for  reciprocity  of  pharmacy  examination 
certificates.  His  Lordship  states  that  a  clause  has  been 
inserted  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  now  before  Par- 
liament, but  if  that  Bill  does  not  pass  into  law_  "  the  ques- 
tion of  preparing  legislation  to  meet  the  particular  point 
will  be  considered  by  the  Government."  The  Board  also 
had  before  them  the  matter  of  registering  British  or  Irish 
chemists  where  the  certificates  have  been  lost.  The  Crown 
Law  Office  has  informed  the  Board  that  a  letter  from  the 
Registrars  of  the  Home  Societies  is  not  sufficient— the  certi- 
ficate must  be  produced.  As  a  consequence  of  this  decision 
the  Board  had  to  decline  to  register  three  chemists  with  the 
British  qualification. 
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Pure  Food  Bill. — Though  the  Minister  on  its  introduce 
tion  said  that  this  was  practically  identical  with  the  Bill 
of  last  year,  it  contains  important  modifications.  The  pro- 
visions relating  to  packed  goods  are  much  extended,  and  read 
as  follows  : 
An  article  is  adulterated  or  falsely  described 

when  it  is  in  any  package  and  the  contents  of  the  package 
as  originally  put  up  have  been  removed  in  whole  or  in 
part  and  other  contents-have  been  placed  in  such  package, 
or  if  it  fails  to  bear  on  the  package,  or  on  a  label  attached 
thereto,  a  statement  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  any 
morphine,  opium,  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
chloroform,  cannabis  indica,  chloral  hydrate,  or  acetanilide, 
or  any  derivative  or  preparation  of  any  such  substances 
contained  therein  ;  or 

when  it  is  in  package  form,  and  the  contents  are  stated  in 
terms  of  weight  or  measure,  and  they  are  not  correctly 
stated  on  the  outside  of  such  package  ;  or 

when  it  is  in  package  form  and  the  package,  or  any  label 
attached  thereto,  bears  a  statement,  design,  or  device 
regarding  such  article  of  food  or  drug,  or  the  ingredients 
or  substance  contained  therein,  which  is  false  or  misleading 
in  any  particular. 

"Proprietary  foods"  are  the  subject  of  a  special  provi- 
sion as  follows  : 

Provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  con- 
strued as  requiring  proprietors  or  manufacturers  of  pro- 
prietary foods  which  contain  no  unwholesome  added  in- 
gredient to  disclose  their  trade  formulae,  except  in  so  far  as 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  may  require  to  secure  freedom 
from  adulteration  or  false  description. 

"Mixtures"  of  food  or  drug  are  to  be  labelled  legibly 
and  "  uniformly,"  stating  that  the  food  or  drug  is  a  mixture 
and  the  names  of  the  ingredients.  It  will  not  be  necessary 
to  attach  a  statement  or  label  in  the  case  of 

(a)  an  article  of  food  or  a  drug  generally  known  to  users 
as  a  compounded  article^  or  a  drug  not  recognised  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  mixed  with  any  matter  or  ingredient 
not  injurious  to  health,  and  not  intended  fraudulently  to 
increase  its  bulk,  weight,  or  measure,  or  to  conceal  its  in- 
ferior quality ;  or 

(&)  a  drug  supplied  by  prescription  or  order  signed  by  a 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  for  any  person  then 
under  his  care  and  treatment. 

Clauses  15  and  16 — "advertised  articles" — attempt  to 
deal  with  the  question  of  fraudulent  claims  in  relation  to 
drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances,  and  are  extended  to  foods. 
The  Board  is  given  power  to  examine  any  advertised  food 
or  drug  or  appliance  to  ascertain  the  composition  and  pro- 
perties in  comparison  with  the  statement  of  the  advertise- 
ment and  with  the  price  at  which  it  is  sold,  and  prepare  and 
forward  to  the  Minister  a  report  upon  the  whole  matter 
which  may  include  any  comment  which  the  Board  thinks 
desirable  in  the  public  interest.  With  the  approval  of  the 
Minister  the  Board  may  cause  the  report  to  be  published, 
and  no  one  who  re-publishes  the  report  will  be  liable  to 
any  action.  The  Governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board,  may  prohibit  the  advertising  or  sale  of  any  food  or 
drug  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  is  injurious  to  life 
or  health.  But  a  reasonable  opportunity  is  to  be  given  to 
the  manufacturer,  vendor,  owner,  or  agent  to  place  his 
objections  to  the  proposed  prohibition  before  the  Board, 
and  a  new  provision  is  that  the  matter  shall  then  be  referred 
to  the  Advisory  Committee  for  consideration  or  advice. 
Advertisements  by  or  on  behalf  of  manufacturers  "  to  the 
retail  trades  only  "  are  not  to  be  prohibited,  nor  the  "  sale 
of  drugs  supplied  by  prescription  or  order  signed  by  a  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner  and  by  him  given  to  any 
person  then  under  his  care  or  treatment  as  such  practitioner 
or  to  any  other  person  on  his  behalf."  This  apparently 
means  that  the  article  must  be  sold  to  the  practitioner  and 
by  him  handed  to  his  patient, 

New  Zealand. 

The  Quackery  Prevention  Bill  passed  its  second  read- 
ing on  July  30.  The  debate  lasted  about  four  hours.  The 
only  doubtful  note  was  uttered  by  Mr.  Flatman  (Geraldine), 
who  was  afraid  that  a  monopoly  was  being  given  to  the 
medical  profession.  The  speakers  who  followed  gave 
examples  of  injurious  proprietary  medicines,  but  it  is 
noticeable  that  none  of  these  were  of  British  manufacture. 
The  clauses  of  the  Bill  were  given  in  the  C.  <b  D.,  Sep- 
tember 5,  p.  387. 


South  Australia. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Bill  was  revived  by  the  Govern- 
ment at  the  stage  it  had  reached  in  the  previous  Session), 
and  was  taken  into  Committee  on  August  13.  Several 
changes  of  importance  were  made  in  it.  As  reported  last 
year,  "  drugs  "  is  defined  as — 

any  substance  used  for  or  in  the  composition  or  prepara- 
tion of  medicine,  whether  for  internal  or  external  use,  and! 
includes  any  preservative,  antiseptic,  disinfectant,  deodo- 
rant, narcotic,  and  cosmetic. 

Among  the  new  definitions  are  the  following  : 

"  Adulterated  drug  "  shall  mean  any  drug  which  differs  in> 
composition  by  reason  either  of  the  addition  of  foreign, 
matter  or  of  the  abstraction  of  any  matter  from  the  drug 
ordinarily  known  under  the  same  name  as  that  which  the 
said  drug  is  represented  to  be,  or  which  differs  from  the<- 
standard  (if  any)  of  such  drug  fixed  by  regulation  under 
this  Act. 

"  Patent  medicines"  were  defined  as  including  all  proprie- 
tary and  secret  medicines  and  all  infant  and  patent 
foods.  During  the  discussion  on  the  Bill  the  Treasurer 
explained  that  the  whole  intention  of  the  Bill  was  that 
people  should  be  supplied  with  the  article  for  which  they 
asked,  even  if  it  were  poison,  and  to  compel  manufacturers- 
to  state  on  the  label  the  contents  of  any  mixtures  they  sold. 

Victoria. 

The  Sale  of  Disinfectants. — The  Victorian  Disinfectant 
Manufacturers'  Association  has  registered  a  design  for  a. 
bottle  as  a  container  for  liquid  disinfectants.  This  has- 
been  approved  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  as  being  in  com- 
pliance with  the  regulations.  It  is  a  diamond-shaped  bottle,. 
1J  in.  in  diameter  in  one  direction  and  2§  in.  in  the  other  for 
the  6-oz.  bottle.  The  angles  are  rounded,  and  the  label  is- 
to  cover  two  of  the  sides  The  label  has  to  bear  the  words 
"  Not  to  be  taken  internally,"  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
gulations under  the  Poisons  Act.  Under  the  regulations- 
of  the  Pure  Food  Act  the  label  has  also  to  bear 
a  certificate  stating  the  actual  strength  of  the  dis- 
infectant by  a  bactericidal  standard;  also  directions 
for  use  and  a  notification  that  placing  the  dis- 
infectant in  copper  vessels  or  in  contact  with  alkaline- 
substances  renders  it  inoperative.  The  bottles  are  made 
locally,  and  are  supplied  to  members,  non-members,  and 
bottlers — approximately  6-oz.,  10-oz.,  and  20-oz.  sizes.  All. 
soluble  phenyls  will  now  be  sold  in  Victoria  in  bottles  of 
this  shape  and  bearing  labels  giving  these  particulars. 
Manufacturers  frequently  make  more  than  one  strength.,, 
but  in  each  case  the  label  must  give  details  as  to  the  strengthi 
of  the  disinfectant. 

Food  and  Drug  Standards. — The  standard  fixed  for 
infants'  foods  some  two  and  a  half  years  ago  was  re- 
considered by  the  Foods  Standards  Committee  under  the' 
Pure  Food  Act  of  Victoria  on  August  24.  Representations- 
had  been  made  by  British  manufacturers  that  infants 
would  not  in  any  way  be  injured  if  the  presence  of  starch: 
up  to  2  per  cent,  was  allowed  in  infants'  foods.  Evidence- 
was  brought  before  the  Committee  that  the  presence  of 
starch  might  be  really  injurious  to  infants  before  the 
salivary  glands  were  active,  and  on  the  commercial  side  it 
was  considered  that,  as  manufacturers  had  been  put  to- 
a  great  deal  of  trouble  in  the  alteration  of  labels  and  in 
other  ways,  it  would  be  unfair  to  them  to  make  another 
change  in  the  standard,  especially  as  no  real  reason  for  the- 
change  had  been  proved  to  exist.  It  was  therefore  decided 
to  maintain  the  present  standard.  The  standard  for 
cream  of  tartar  was  also  discussed.  The  Commonwealth 
standard  is  95  per  cent. ;  the  Foods  Standards  Committee 
standard  is  98  and  99  per  cent,  pure  cream  of  tartar.  The 
information  has  come  to  hand  that  other  materials 
have  been  added  to  the  pure  chemical  now  manufactured' 
to  reduce  it  to  the  95  per  cent.  This  is  considered' 
exceedingly  objectionable,  and  the  Committee  decided  not 
to  reduce  the  standard.  There  is  some  probability  that  the- 
Commonwealth  standard  will  be  brought  up  to  that  of  Vic- 
toria. The  eucalyptus-oil  standard  was  under  discussion. 
Under  the  Act  all  drugs  mentioned  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia must  comply  with  that  standard  unless  specially/ 
exempt.    No  decision  has  been  come  to.

Cape  Colony. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act. — At  the  Cape  Town  Police 
'  Court  on  September  8,  a  respectable-looking  European  named 
'George  Henry  Raymond,  medical  herbalist,  was  co  >  mitted 
for  trial  on  a  charge  of  contravening  the  Act  of  i  391  by 
iprescribing  medicines. 

Intoxicating  Medicines  Sales  Bill. — This  measure  (see 
>C.  <Sb  D.,  September  26,  p.  506)  reached  the  Committee  stage 
in  the  House  of  Assembly  on  August  28.  It  consists  of 
three  clauses  only,  the  third  being  the  short  title.  Clause  1 
provides  that  alcoholic  medicines  are  not  to  be  sold  by 
general  dealers  unless  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  it  was 
.subject  to  considerable  criticism,  but  was  finally  passed 
when  it  had  been  amended  in  several  particulars ;  but  the 
House  would  not  agree  to  an  amendment  which  provided 
"that  it  should  not  be  lawful  for  general  dealers  within  three 
miles  of  a  chemist's  shop  to  sell  such  medicines.  The  effect 
"of  the  amendments  which  were  accepted  was  to  define  more 
clearly  the  nature  of  medicines  covered  by  the  Bill  ;  Dutch 
"  droppels  "  especially.  On  the  second  clause,  which  re- 
quires registration  of  sales,  an  attempt  was  made  to  limit 
the  requirement  to  sales  of  eight  1-oz.  bottles  or  more,  but 
it  failed,  although  the  Attorney-General  promised  to  con- 
sider the  matter  with  a  view  to  modification  at  a  later  stage. 

Patent  and  Proprietary  Medicines. — The  series  of 
irritating  attacks  on  the  chemist's  business  in  Cape  Colony 
.appears  to  have  come  to  an  end  with  the  issue,  on  Septem- 
iber  7,  of  a  definition  of  "medicines"  for  stamping  pur- 
poses which  is  contained  in  Clause  8  of  the  Bill  to  amend 
'the  law  relating  to  licences  and  stamps,  viz.  : 

In  this  Act  the  expression  "  patent  or  proprietary  medi- 
cines "  shall  mean  any  medicine 

(a)  protected  in  the  Colony  under  current  Letters 
Patent ;  or 

(6)  prepared,  or  purporting  or  professed  to  have  been 
prepared,  from  some  secret  formula  ;  or 

(c)  prepared,  or  purporting  or  professed  to  have  been 
prepared,  by  some  secret  or  occult  art,  whether  or  not  the 
'formula  is,  or  is  professed  to  be,  secret ;  or 

(d)  sold  under  a  name  or  trade-mark  registered  specially 
in  regard  thereto ;  or 

(e)  sold  under  any  description  which,  by  reason  of  the  use 
of  the  possessive  case  or  otherwise,  implies  or  indicates 
proprietary  rights. 

:Sub-clauses  a,  d,  and  c  are  fairly  clear,  but  d  and  e  have 
■given  rise  to  some  rather  drastic  remarks  from  some  Cape 
manufacturers  and  owners  of  specialities.  No  one  seems 
able  to  understand  Sub-clauses  b  and  c.  The  committee 
recently  appointed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
representative  of  all  branches  of  the  trade,  appears  to  have 
been  somewhat  ignored  in  the  framing  of  these  definitions. 
If  the  authorities  have  obtained  any  expert  opinion,  it  has 
been  chiefly  from  individuals.  Owing  to  the  Bill  being  left 
until  the  very  end  of  the  Session  it  has  been  next  to  im- 
possible to  get  any  discussion  in  the  House,  but  several 
"members,  notably  Dr.  J.  Petersen,  tried  to  get  alterations 
and  amendments  introduced.  It  is  probable  that  to  arrive 
at  a  sound  knowledge  of  what  the  regulations  mean,  a  few 
"test-cases  will  have  to  be  taken  by  the  police,  which  is  a 
common  course  in  the  Colony.  Some  consolation  is,  in  the 
meantime,  derived  from  the  fact  that  no  reference  is  made 
in  the  Bill  to  ailment-names.  This  is  due  to  the  efforts 
of  a  few  prominent  members  of  the  trade.  The  Govern- 
ment scheme  is  fairly  comprehensive,  but  had  the 
ailment-name  clause  first  suggested  been  inserted,  the 
■chemist's  lot  would  have  been  far  from  happy.  A  con- 
cession in  the  schedule  of  values  for  stamping  purposes  has 


been  given  by  raising  the  limit  for  the  twopenny  stamp 
from  Is.  to  Is.  6d.,  though  this  was  done  very  reluctantly 
(see  C.  tt-  D.,  September  12,  p.  422).  No  information  is  at 
present  forthcoming  as  to  when  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  will 
be  put  in  force,  but,  as  revenue  is  wanted  badly,  its  opera- 
tion will  not  be  long  delayed. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Dr.  G.  Pratt- Yule,  medical  officer  of  health,  who  is  suf- 
fering from  enteric  fever,  is  making  very  satisfactory 
progress,  and  attributes  the  mildness  of  the  attack  to  the  fact 
of  his  having  been  inoculated  against  it  four  times. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Doel,  chemist  and  druggist,  Secretary  of  the 
National  Hospital,  Bloemfontein,  was  to  be  married  on 
September  8,  and  was  granted  a  month's  leave  of  absence, 
th'e  dispensing  being  done  in  the  meantime  by  the  railway 
dispenser,  Mr.  Smith. 

Patent  Medicines. — The  circular  letter  and  series  of 
questions  sent  to  chemists  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
O.R.C.,  asking  for  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  question 
of  legislation  to  regulate  the  sale  of  patent  medicines,  found 
their  way  into  the  Press  and  were  the  subject  of  a  very 
kindlv  and  appreciative  leaderette  in  the  "Bloemfontein 
Post." 

Transvaal. 

Messrs.  E.  L.  Ralling  &  Co.,  chemists,  Johannesburg 
and  Germiston,  have  removed  their  Germiston  business  to 
19  Railway  Street  in  that  town,  next  to  the  Railway  Hotel. 

Isolated  Pharmacies  on  the  Veldt. — In  our  issue  of 
August  1,  page  192,  we  gave  an  illustration  of  Mr.  E. 
Langham's  pharmacy  at  Vrede,  O.R.C.,  pointing  out  that 
it  was  the  most  isolated  in  South  Africa,  as  the  goods 
had  to  be  brought  seventy  miles  from  Harrismith  to  Vrede. 
This  mail,  however,  we  have  received  an  interesting  note 
from  a  Johannesburg  correspondent  who  states  that  Vrede 
is  only  thirty  miles  from  its  nearest  railway  station — 
Standerton,  Transvaal.  Perhaps  a  more  isolated  pharmacy 
is  that  of  Mr.  Inglis  at  Pilgrim's  Riot,  a  distance  of 
ninety  miles  from  Machadodorp  station,  from  which  place 
all  goods  have  to  be  transported  by  mule  and  donkey 
wagons  over  the  mountains.  There  is  a  descent  of  over 
2,000  feet  going  down  the  "Four-Mile  Hill"  into  the 
mining  camp  of  that  name.  There  is  also  a  pharmacy  at 
Louis  Trichardt.  in  the  Zoutpansberg  district  of  the 
Transvaal,  owned  by  the  Interoceana  Company,  which  is 
seventy-five  miles  from  its  nearest  and  only  railway  station, 
Pietersburg. 


India  and  the  East. 

(From  the  "  C.  o£  D."  Correspondent.) 

Opium  Revenue. — The  policy  to  which  the  Government 
of  India  have  committed  themselves  of  restricting  opium 
sales  does  not  appear  to  have  had  the  expected  results.  The 
returns  which  are  published  show  that  the  Indian  opium 
revenue  for  July  is  Rs.  500,000  greater  than  the  estimate, 
and  for  the  current  official  year  to  date  Rs.  4,300,000  greater 
than  the  estimate. 

Cinchona-cultivation  in  India. — Cinchona-cultivation 
remains  practically  stationary  in  Mysore,  where  the  area 
under  cultivation  during  the  year  1906-7  was  112  acres, 
or  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  mature  and  immature  plants  during  the  year  was  44.906, 
against  45,210  in  1905-6.  No  bark  was  harvested  during 
the  year,  while  the  total  quantity  of  bark  collected  during 
1905-6  was  only  2751b.  The  industry  is  mainly  confined 
to  the  Kadur  district. 

Post-parcels  and  the  Octroi. — The  Punjaub  Trades 
Association  continues  its  campaign  against  the  alleged  in- 
justice done  to  local  traders  through  the  admission  into  their 
towns  of  parcels  of  goods  by  post,  which  thus  escape  the 
octroi  of  3^  to  b\  per  cent.,  which  local  traders  have  to  pay 
on  the  goods  they  bring  in  and  sell.  The  Association 
addressed  a  long  letter  on  the  subject  to  the  Home  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government  of  India  on  September  1,  dealing 
chiefly  with  cigars  and  cigarettes,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
follow  this  up  with  another  communication,  showing  that 
the  octroi  is  in  several  circumstances  not  the  indirect  tax 
which  it  is  professed  to  be. 
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American  Notes.

Caswell-Massey  Co. — This  company  has  now  been  re- 
organised, one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  new  company 
being  Mr.  J.  T.  Craig,  who  had  been  chemist  to  the  old 
company  for  twenty-five  years.  The  other  directors  are 
representatives  of  financial  interests.  The  general  manager 
is  to  be  Mr.  E.  E.  Earnshaw,  who  has  been  for  many  years 
connected  with  the  Hall  &  Lyon  Co.,  of  Providence.  The 
capital  stock  is  fixed  at  $30,000. 

Denatured  Alcohol. — In  July  the  output  of  denatured 
alcohol  in  the  United  States  was  305,527  gals.,  an  increase 
of  85,000  gals,  over  the  output  for  July  1907.  Nevertheless, 
the  Government  considers  that  this  production  is  far  too 
email,  and  the  consequence  is  that  representatives  have  been 
sent  abroad  to  study  the  conditions  with  reference  to 
denatured  alcohol  in  Europe.  One  difficulty  is  that  the 
«ost  of  manufacture  is  far  greater  here  than  abroad — so 
much  so  that  up  to  the  present  time  denatured  alcohol 
has  not  been  considered  as  a  successful  competitor  of 
substances  like  gasoline  and  kerosene. 

What  is  a  "  Derivative  "  ? — This  question  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  United  States  will  soon  be  called  upon  to 
answer  definitely.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  provides  that, 
among  other  drugs,  acetanilide  and  its  derivatives  must 
have  their  content  stated  upon  the  package  of  every  product 
containing  them.  A  Governmental  Commission  ruled  a 
year  ago  that  phenacetin  and  a  number  of  other  substances 
were  derivatives  of  acetanilide  and  must  consequently  have 
their  presence  stated  upon  the  label.  The  manufacturers  of 
phenacetin  immediately  protested ;  the  issue  has  been 
fought  ever  since,  and  now  the  problem  is  before  the 
Attorney-General  for  solution. 

A  Legal  Question. — The  drug-trade  of  the  United  States 
scarcely  knows  what  to  think  about  the  legality  of  "  the 
■direct  contract  plan  "'  of  distributing  proprietary  medicines. 
First  a  decision  upholding  the  plan  is  rendered  in  one  State  ; 
then  a  decision  declaring  it  null  and  void  is  rendered  in 
another  State.  Recently,  for  instance,  the  W.  H.  Hill  Co., 
of  Detroit,  manufacturers  of  a  popular  cathartic,  secured 
a  temporary  injunction  against  a  cutter  who,  after  signing 
the  contract,  violated  its  terms,  selling  the  goods  at  a  cut 
price.  This  temporary  injunction  has  now  been  dismissed 
by  a  county  judge  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  on  the  ground 
that  it  is  a  violation  of  common  law  against  contracts  in 
restraint  of  trade.  On  the  whole,  however,  decisions 
favouring  the  plan  have  been  more  numerous  than  those 
against  it. 

_  N.A.E.D. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists  was  held  at  Atlantic  City  during 
the  week  beginning  September  14.  Mr.  T.  H.  Potts,  of 
Philadelphia,  is  the  President,  and  in  his  address  he  re- 
ferred to  the  difficulty  the  Association  had  met  in  keeping 
to  its  financial  obligations.  Timely  contributions,  however, 
saved  the  situation.  The  President  then  referred  to  the 
Government  determination  to  enforce  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drugs  Law.  He  advocated  the  proper  representation  of 
pharmacists  on  the  Commissions  entrusted  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  and  similar  laws  affecting  the  drug-trade. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  have  the  Sherman  law  amended 
in  Congress.  It  is,  said  the  President,  one  of  the  most 
unpopular  laws  on  the  statute-book.  The  steps  made  to- 
wards popularising  the  National  Formulary  are  to  be 
continued.  Physicians  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  receptive 
mood.  The  President  hit  out  at  liquor-selling  druggists. 
In  regard  to  price-cutting  schemes  the  sentiment  in  favour 
of  a  direct-contract  and  serial-numbering  plan  is  not  dead  by 
any  means  ;  but  whether  or  not  this  plan  is  to  be  used  by  any 
large  number  of  proprietors  is  for  the  individual  druggists 
themselves  to  determine.  If,  as  a  class,  druggists  insist 
early  and  late  and  always  upon  this  sort  of  protection,  it 
will  be  given  them ;  otherwise  it  never  will  be.  Mr.  T.  V. 
Wooten,  the  Secretary,  is  retiring  from  his  position.  Kio 
report  showed  that  there  has  been  a  drop  in  the  member- 
ship.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

SEVENTEEN  fatalities,  including  three  misadventures, 
have  occurred  with  poisons  during  the  week.  Half 
of  the  fourteen  specified  poisons  taken  are  unscheduled, 
the  other  half  being  composed  of  carbolic  acid  (4),  oxalic 
acid  (2),  and  narcotic  poisoning  (1).  In  three  instances 
the  kind  of  poison  taken  is  not  mentioned. — An  ex-Excise 
officer  named  Coulson  died  at  Stanford-le-Hope  through 
taking  ammonia  in  mistake  for  medicine. — Gladys  E. 
Stanton  (22)  died  at  Barham  from  sulphuric-acid  poison- 
ing. At  the  inquest  a  verdict  of  "Death  from  misadven- 
ture" was  returned. — Lavinia  J.  Amor,  a  servant  at 
Backford  Hall,  Cheshire,  committed  suicide  while  tem- 
porarily insane  by  taking  salts  of  lemon. — The  usual  ver- 
dict was  also  returned  at  Altrincham  on  Annie  Peacock  (20) , 
who  was  found  dead  on  a  farm  at  Oldfield.  The  post- 
mortem examination  showed  death  was  due  to  salts  of 
lemon  poisoning. — A  sailor  named  Kenneth  McLeay  died 
through  drinking  sugar  of  lead  by  mistake  from  a  bottle 
of  lotion  used  by  his  landlady. — Joseph  Benfor,  shoe  hand, 
was  found  dead  in  his  workshop  at  Kettering,  from  nico- 
tine poisoning.  Deceased  had  committed  suicide  by  taking 
"  XL- All  Vapouring  Fumigator."  The  Coroner  remarked 
that  the  bottle  was  labelled  "Poison,"  but  did  not  bear 
the  name  of  the  vendor. — W.  Hems  was  found  dead  in  his 
shop,  at  Darwen,  from  narcotic  poisoning. — Caroline 
Harvey,  a  provision  dealer,  trading  in  Barking  Road  as 
Gertrude  Beaver,  was  found  dead  in  an  armchair,  with  a 
bottle  labelled  "Poison"  by  her  side. — The  wife  of 
William  Dennis  sent  her  husband  for  some  cabbages  and 
then  committed  suicide  by  drinking  poison. — A  St. 
Pancras  woman  named  Roberts  (30)  committed  suicide  by 
taking  poison  and  cutting  her  throat. — Philip  James 
Barber  (56),  an  out-of-work  Notting  Hill  carman,  died 
from  oxalic-acid  poison  taken  with  suicidal  intent. — 
George  A.  Collins,  licensed  victualler,  and  his  bedridden 
wife  were  found  dead  in  a  bedroom  at  the  Chiswick  Arms, 
Southampton,  from  oxalic-acid  poisoning.  The  invalid 
was  too  ill  to  administer  the  poison  herself.  The  usual 
verdict  was  returned  on  the  body  of  the  man. — Florence 
M.  Spratt  died  from  shock  following  self-administration 
of  carbolic  acid.  There  was  not  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  whether  the  poison  was  taken  by  mistake  or  other- 
wise.— William  Tillyer  (48)  committed  suicide  at  Bradley, 
owing  to  lack  of  work,  by  taking  carbolic  acid. — A  Dundee 
draper,  named  James  Young,  died  through  inadvertently 
swallowing  carbolic  acid  used  as  a  mouth-wash. — Fredricka 
Jackson  committed  suicide  at  North  Ormesby  by  taking 
carbolic  aci  1.

Bankruptcy  Report. 


He  Sidney  F.  Goss,  110  New  Bond  Street,  London,  W., 
manager  of  Morny  Freres,  Ltd.,  Chemist  and  Druggist— On 
October  1,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  the  first  meeting 
of  creditors  under  this  failure  was  held  before  Mr.  Daniel  Wil- 
liams, Assistant  Official  Reoeiver.  It  was  stated  by  the  Chair- 
man that  the  debtor  estimated  his  income  from  Morny  Freres, 
Ltd.,  as  managing  director,  at  1,200/.  a  year,  but  he  had  never 
been  able  to  draw  that  amount.  His  expenditure  had  been  at 
the  rate  of  600/.  a  year,  and  the  insolvency  was  attributed  to  the 
debtor's  liability  as  surety  for  Morny  Freres,  Ltd.  Mr.  R. 
Raphael  appeared  for  the  debtor,  and  asked  that  the  meeting 
be  adjourned  with  a  view  to  any  offer  being  placed  before 
the  creditors.  _  His  client,  indeed,  hoped  that  with  the 
assistance  of  friends  he  would  be  able  to  pay  all  the  debts  in 
full,  but  if  he  were  to  be  adjudged  bankrupt  the  negotiations 
would  fall  to  the  ground.  Speaking  as  a  solicitor,  he  had  to 
acknowledge  that  these  proceedings  were  a  blessing  in  dis- 
guise to  his  client,  because,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that 
proofs  amounting  to  11,524/.  19s.  2d.  had  been  lodged,  it  did 
not  appear  very  likely  that  the  debtor  could  carry  through 
any  substantial  arrangement.  He  was  afraid  that  there  were 
no  assets  belonging  to  the  debtor.  A  receiver  for  the  deben- 
ture-holders was  in  possession  of  the  business  of  Morny  Freres, 
Ltd.,  at  the  instance  of  "  Fieldings,"  and  it  was  improbable 
that  a  sale  would  realise  sufficient  to  meet  the  debenture- 
holders'  claim.  Mr.  F.  S.  Salaman,  chartered  accountant, 
was  elected  as  trustee  to  wind  up  the  estate  in  bankruptcy, 
assisted  by  a  committee  of  inspection.

Phabmacy  in  Bulgaria. — There  is  a  dearth  of  pharma- 
ceutical assistants  in  Bulgaria,  largely  owing  to  -the  fact 
that  apprentices  may  only  be  kept  in  pharmacies  where  there 
is  at  least  one  qualified  pharmacist  in  addition  to  the  owner, 
and  businesses  answering  to  this  requirement  are  few  and 
far  between.  There  are  at  present  110  pharmacies  and 
eleven  branches  for  a  population  of  over  4,000,000.  There 
are  242  qualified  pharmacists,  133  assistants,  and  only 
twenty-one  apprentices.  That  the  supply  of  pharmacists  is 
insufficient  is  evident  by  the  fact  that  there  are  eleven  vacant 
positions  for  pharmacists  in  various  public  institutions. 
Owing  to  the  want  of  a  pharmaceutical  institute  in  Bulgaria 
pharmacists  are  obliged  to  undergo  their  University  training 
abroad,  most  of  them  going  to  Russia.  The  total  number 
of  students  at  present  studying  abroad  is  thirty-four.

the  appetite.  It  is  put  up  in  6-oz.  bottles  to  retail  at  2s.  9d., 
the  dose  being  from  a  teaspoonful  to  a  tablespoonful,  accord- 
ing to  the  age  of  the  patient. 
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The  Rubwel  Co.  issue  a  showcard  in  the  form  of  an 
athlete.  It  is  a  Sandow-like  figure  cut  out  from  stout  card- 
board and  mounted  on  a  wood  frame,  with  hinged  sup- 
port, and  stands  over  3  ft.  high.  The  athlete  is  depicted 
as  applying  Rubwel  ointment  to  the  calf  of  his  leg.

Chemico-Pharmaceutical 
Exhibition. 


THE  eightieth  Congress  of  German  Natural  Scientists 
and  Medical  Men,  held  at  Cologne  on  the  Rhine,  from 
September  20  to  26,  was  rightly  regarded  in  Germany  as 
being  the  most  important  event  of  its  kind  of  the  year,  and 
in  connection  with  it  an  Exhibition  of  all  that  is  novel  in 
the  way  of  objects  used  in  natural  science,  medicine  and 
surgery,  of  chemico-pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  the 
means  for  scientific  instruction  was  arranged.  Of  this  we 
are  indebted  to  Mr.  Richard  Weiss,  Ph.D.,  F.C.S.,  Mit- 
glied  des  deutschen  Apothekervereins,  for  the  following 
notes  : 

Group  A. — Physical  apparatus — instruments  of  precision 
for  scientific  purposes,  including  those  used  in  medical 
electro-technique  and  photography. 

Group  B. — Medical  and  surgical  apparatus,  instru- 
ments, etc. 

Group  C. — Chemico-pharmaceutical  apparatus  and  pro- 
ducts, including  food  preparations. 
Group  D. — Methods  of  scientific  instruction. 
Group  E. — Hygiene  and  bacteriology. 
The  Radiogen  Co.  are  introducing  under  the  name  of 
"  Radiogen  "  a  highly  active  preparation  of  radium  of  con- 
stant emanation,  which  is  transmitted  to  liquids  and  gases 
in  accurately  measurable  amounts.    Radiogen  has  received 
favourable  mention  in  connection  with  the  production  of 
a  mineral  water  used  for  "  drink  cures  "  in  gout  and  chronic 
rheumatic  arthritis.    It  is  also  used  for  baths,  100,000  units 
being  employed  for  an  adult  bath  of  forty-five  minutes' 
duration  at  28°  R. 

C.  F.  Boehringer  &  Sons,  of  Mannheim  Waldhof ,  brought 
to  the  Exhibition,  among  other  novelties,  an  insoluble  sali- 
cylic derivative  called  "Diplosal."  Chemically  it  is  a 
salol  in  which  the  phenyl  group  is  replaced  by  one  of  sali- 
cylic acid.  Since  1874,  when  salicylic  acid  was  used  with 
success  in  rheumatism  by  Strieker,  it  has  been 
the  endeavour  of  chemico-pharmaceutical  manufacturers 
to  neutralise  its  unpleasant  by-effects  by  combining 
at  with  other  chemical  compounds,  and  "Diplosal" 
is  the  latest  outcome  of  these  endeavours ;  its 
specific  action  differs  in  no  respect  from  that  of  salicylic 
acid,  while  the  dose  is  the  same.  Among  other  preparations 
of  this  firm  "  Lactosarve  "  is  a  kind  of  buttermilk  in  the 
form  of  powder  containing  living  lactic  acid  bacilli. 

The  firm  of  Beiersdorf,  of  Hamburg,  exhibited  a  new 
mask  for  the  mercurial  treatment  of  syphilis,  the  so-called 
"Merkalator."  By  means  of  this  mask,  mercurial  cures 
•are  said  to  be  easily  and  comfortably  carried  out,  and  it  is 
•already  in  use  in  many  hospitals  and  in  the  practice  of  many 
private  practitioners.  The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
in  Basle  had  a  pretty  exhibit  of  their  "  Phytin  "  and  its 
{preparations. 

The  firm  of  Dr.  Loelloff  and  Dr.  Meyer,  of  Breslau, 
exhibited  Mayofirm  powder  and  tablets  for  the  production 
of  "  Joghurtmilch,"  a  fermented,  sour  milk  of  which  much  is 
expected  from  a  therapeutic  point  of  view. 

The  exhibit  of  J.  D.  Riedel,  Ltd.,  was  rather  spoilt  by 
the  fact  that,  for  the  most  part,  the  objects  were  displayed 
an  closed  glass  cases.    They  showed  "  Aperitol,"  a  laxative 


fruit  confection  containing  the  new  derivative  phenoph- 
talein  (referred  to  elsewhere  in  this  issue).  "Aperitol 
Riedel ' '  is  one  of  the  most  palatable  preparations,  and 
should  "take  on."  Another  new  preparation  of  this  firm 
is  "  Ovogal,"  an  albuminate  of  bile  acid,  which  is  said  to- 
promote  the  physiological  activity  of  the  hepatic  cells  in 
elaborating  bile.  It  is  supplied  in  capsules  or  powder  for 
intestinal  dyspepsia. 

The  exhibit  of  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining,  Ltd.,  con- 
sisted of  huge  vessels  containing  curative  and  prophylactic 
sera.  Their  well-arranged  stall  formed  a  centre  of  attrac- 
tion for  the  medical  visitors.  Of  their  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations "  Sabromin  "  is  the  latest  (see  p.  534). 

E.  Merck  made  a  simple  though  refined  exhibit,  including 
a  collection  of  the  chief  products  manufactured  by  the  firm — 
e.g.,  vegetable  substances,  bitters,  glucosides,  and  alka- 
loids— the  last  not  only  in  the  form  in  which  they  appear 
in  the  market  but  also  in  large  and  wonderful  crystalline- 
states.  Of  special  pharmaceutical  preparations  "Fibrolysol" 
aroused  the  chief  attention  in  medical  circles,  but  the  firm's 
hypnotic,  similar  in  nature  to  Veronal,  also  attracted 
attention  on  account  of  its  solubility. 

Wilhelm  Natterer,  of  Munich,  exhibited  his  "  Anti- 
sclerosin  "  for  arteriosclerosis  and  diseases  due  to  faulty- 
metabolism.  It  is  a  mixture  of  various  salts  such  as  sodium 
sulphite,  sodium  chloride,  sodium  phosphate,  calcium 
glycerophosphate. 

Messrs.  Knoll  &  Co.  were  represented  by  a  handsomely 
equipped  stall.  Besides  "  Bromural  "  (a  sedative  and  sleep- 
inducing  agent)  attention  was  called  to  a  new  iodine-com- 
pound, "  Iodival,"  which  contains  47  per  cent,  of  pure 
iodine  in  organic  combination.  Its  special  feature  is 
affinity  for  oily  liquids — i.e.,  preference  for  passing  from; 
watery  solutions  into  oily  liquids,  if  such  are  present.  This 
property  makes  the  drug  especially  valuable  in  brain 
syphilis.  "  Iodival "  seems  also  to  be  of  service  where 
nervous  patients  have  to  undergo  iodine-treatment,  as  it  has: 
sedative  properties. 

Turning  now  to  chemical  and  physical  appliances, 
sundry  new  pieces  of  apparatus  for  the  quantitative 
analysis  of  urine  and  gastric  juice  may  be  noted.  A  new 
fermentation  saccharometer  for  the  rapid  and  accurate- 
quantitative  estimation  of  grape-sugar,  and  the  new 
"  Uricometer "  of  Dr.  Ruhemann  were  on  view.  By 
means  of  the  latter  instrument  the  content  of  uric  acid  in> 
a  urine  may  be  ascertained  in  a  few  minutes.  A  new 
apparatus  for  measuring  albumen  and  phosphoric  acid  in 
urine  and  a  simple  means  of  determining  the  total  acidity 
and  free  hydrochloric  acid  in  gastric  juice  were  also- 
shown. 

On  the  last  evening  of  the  Exhibition  those  chiefly  con- 
cerned in  its  promotion  were  entertained  at  dinner  by  the 
town  of  Cologne,  in  the  historical  "  Guerzenich  Hall." 
Manufacturers  and  their  representatives  thus  met  to- 
gether and  forgot  in  their  pleasant  surroundings  the- 
cares  of  the  day  and  the  worries  of  competition. 
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AFTER  FORTY  YEARS. 

Being  the  Inaugural  Address  by  Mr.  F.  Harwood  Lescher  at  the  Opening  of  the  67th  Session 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  London,  on  September  30,  1908. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen,— When  I  was  asked  by  your 
President  to  deliver  this  address,  I  wrote  to  him  that  he  had 
made  a  mistake,  and  when  I  see  the  names  of  those  who 
have  already  come  here  to  speak  to  you,  I  am  more  than 
ever  convinced  that  Mr.  Young  has  made  his  first  mistake 
in  selecting  me  for  this  honour. 

I  well  remember  admiring  the  genius  shown  in  the  address 
of  Henry  Brady  in  1868;  we  have  lately  heard  pure  science 
by  Drs.  Crossley  and  Wynne,  applied  science  by  Boverton 
Bedwood  and  Swan,  and  no  one  with  greater  pleasure 
than  our  own  men,  many-sided  Michael  Carteighe,  Pereira 
medallist,  and  eloquent  Walter  Hills.  But 

"  Vixere  fortes  ante  Agamemnona  multi." 

"  Horace,"  od.  viii.,  lib.  iv. 

Within  twenty-five  years  my 
predecessors  include,  in  medi- 
cine, the  names  of  Lauder  Brun- 
ton,  Dyce  Duckworth,  Crichton 
Browne,  Luff,  Acland,  Marshall : 
and,  in  science,  the  names  of 
Ramsay,  Dewar,  Roscoe,  Michael 
Foster.  What  a  list !  Men  of 
profound  thought,  high  intellect, 
and  originality  of  mind.  You 
must  not  expect  to-day  to  find 
these  qualities  in  me. 

But  I  think  I  know  why  your 
President  has  done  this  thing ; 
he  wishes  a  student,  a  lover  of  his 
Alma  Mater,  one  who  is  proud  of 
calling  himself  a  "  Square  "  man, 
to  address  his  fellow  students. 
I  will  do  my  best,  as  Miss  Ger- 
trude Holland  Wren — to  whom 
my  sincere  congratulations — 
doubtless  said  to  herself  when 
she  first  saw  the  examination- 
papers  for  the  Pereira  medal ;  so, 
with  splendid  audacity,  I  have 
thrown  prudence  to  the  wind  and 
have  accepted  your  President's 
mandate. 

I  have  noticed  in  most  of 
addresses  to  medical  and  other 
schools  that  advice  to  students 
seems  the  first  line  of  attack. 
Now,  I  haveno  good  advice  to  give. 

Advice,  unlike  Mercy,  blesseth 
neither  him  that  gives  nor  him 
that  takes.  It  savours  of  pride 
in  the  former,  and,  I  believe,  is 
of  little  use  to  the  latter.  Why 
should  1  give  you  advice?  I  re- 
member an  old  story — old  stories  are  like  old  wine  and  old 
friends — told  me  by  my  father — we  must  always  remember 
in  this  building  that  my  father  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
this  Society  and  on  its  first  Council.  Well,  to  the  bridegroom 
at  a  marriage  the  clergyman  said  :  "Wilt  thou  take  this 
woman  for  thy  wedded  wife?"  "Why,"  exclaimed  the 
astonished  yokel,  "  Oi  com'd  o'  purpose."  Then  why  should 
I  speak  to  you  of  courage  and  cheerfulness  and  system,  of 
attention  to  lectures  and  assiduity  in  study  ?  At  the  expense 
of  much  time  and  money  you  have  come  here  on  purpose  to 
study  hard,  "to  scorn  delights  and  live  laborious  days." 
Let  this  be  granted,  as  Euclid  persuasively  says,  then  what 
advice  of  any  value  can  I  give  to  you  who  have  thrown  your- 
selves willingly  into  this  life  of  study,  bringing  with  it  what 
Robert  Burton,  in  his  "  Anatomy  of  Melancholy,"  spoke  of 
as  "  irksome  hours,  laborious  tasks,  wearisome  days,  barred 
from  all  pleasures,  and  mewed  up  like  hawks."  I  propose 
to  say  a  few  words  on 

Commerce, 

especially  as  touching  on  drugs,  and  by  commerce  I  mean  the 
transport  for  gain  of  drugs,  as  opposed  to  the  collection  and 
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sale  of  herbs  indigenous  to  various  countries.  In  Solomon's- 
time  the  Phoenicians  traded  in  the  gums  of  Arabia,  as  myrrh 
and  olibanum,  and  with  the  high  state  of  civilisation  suc- 
cessively in  Egypt,  Assyria,  Greece,  and  Rome  there  must 
have  been  considerable  commerce  in  drugs.  We  read  of. 
Customs  duties  at  Alexandria  levied  by  Roman  officials  on 
drugs  from  India.  Coming  to  the  eighth  to  tenth  centuries, 
from  Persia,  Arabia,  and  Constantinople,  the  then  centres  of 
civilisation,  radiated  caravan  routes  along  the  north  of 
Africa,  crossing  into  Spain,  and  others  into  Italy.  The 
Levant  was  a  centre  of  trade,  and  Acre  an  important  depot 
of  drugs.  The  healing  art  was  then  at  a  low  ebb  in  Britain' 
and  Northern  Europe,  common  indigenous  herbs  being 
mostly  made  use  of. 

The  next  step  in  the  commerce 
of  drugs  is  the  rise  of  the  trading 
cities  of  Europe,  the  tide  of 
knowledge  and  civilisation  mov- 
ing westward  and  northward. 
Instead  of  caravans,  ships  and 
navigation  came  into  play,  and 
we  note  the  importance  of  the 
great  Italian  trading  cities. 
Venice  we  read  of  as  receiving 
drugs  and  spices  from  the  East, 
ginger  from  India,  asafcetida 
and  galbanum  from  Persia.  (I 
should  like  here  to  record  that 
Daniel  Hanbury,  after  an  article 
of  mine,  spoke  to  me  of  the  arid 
plains  of  Afghanistan  being 
covered  in  summer  with  a  mass 
of  splendid  green  Umbelliferae.) 
Then  Pisa  did  a  considerable 
business  in  tragacanth  and  arabic 
gum  via  Alexandria ;  the  Maona> 
of  Genoa,  a  large  trading  com- 
pany, imported  mastic  from 
Scio  ;  "  Pharmacographia  "  men- 
tions about  this  time  ships  being-- 
sent  by  Rouen  merchants  from/ 
Dieppe  to  the  West  Coast  of-' 
Africa  for  grains  of  paradise. 
Rhubarb  then  came  from  Tartary 
via  Persia  by  caravan  to  Smyrna,, 
thence  to  Europe,  under  designa- 
tion of  "Turkey."  The  "Liber 
Albus  "  of  our  city,  written  in- 
Lord  Mayor  Whittington's  time, 
mentions  in  Edward  III.'s  reign 
the  importation  of  cummin, 
quicksilver,  and  incense  (pro- 
bably olibanum)  ;  their  scavage- 
or  toll,  wholesale,  was  by  the  kark,  or  four  hundredweight. 

The  first  commercial  corporation  known  in  England 
had  business  with  drugs — -viz.,  the  Grocers'  Company. 
The  Easterlings  of  Billingsgate,  merchants  from  the  East, 
importers  of  drugs  and  Indian  spices,  were  first  mentioned 
as  the  Guild  of  Pepperers  in  Henry  II. 's  reign.  They 
had  care  of  the  King's  beam,  and  became  known  as  the 
fraternity  of  Grossarii,  or  dealers  and  weighers  en  gros, 
or  wholesale.  In  Henry  VI. 's  reign  (1447)  a  royal  patent- 
roll  gave  them  power  to  examine  anis,  wormseed,  rhubarb, 
scammony,  spikenard,  senna,  and  all  sorts  of  drugs  be» 
longing  to  medicine,  so  as  not,  in  the  buying  of  these, 
to  be  hurt  in  their  bodily  health.  They  fined  John  Ash- 
felde  for  "  makynge  untrewe  powder  gynger,  cynamon, 
and  saunders,  and  ordered  that  no  kynde  of  poticarie 
wares  be  sold  but  perfyt  good";  they  also  committed 
to  the  Poultrie  Compter  Michael  Eason  for  selling  "  divers 
sortes  of  defective  apothecarie  wares." 

Now,  with  the  Renaissance  of  the  sixteenth  century  3 
great  wave  of  revolution  and  reconstruction  in  commerce- 
passed  over  Europe,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  and" 
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the  North  Sea  a  mighty  trade  sprang  up.  The  discovery 
of  America  and  the  rounding  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
threw  much  treasure  into  Spain,  and  placed  maritime 
trade  with  the  Far  East  in  drugs  and  other  produce  in 
the  hands  of  the  Portuguese ;  the  latter  found  cardamoms 
•on  the  Malabar  coast,  spices  in  the  Indian  islands,  es- 
tablishing colonies  that  exist  to  this  day.  Both  in 
Africa  and  in  South  America  these  two  nations  explored 
Ihe  virgin  forests — homes  of  so  many  powerful  drugs — 
giant  trees  towering  high  above  the  tangled  undergrowth, 
their  thick  roots  creeping  over  the  ground  like  great 
snakes  in  dark,  gloomy  semi -darkness,  where  teeming 
insect  life,  generally  biting  or  stinging,  always  aggressive 
and  voracious,  welcomed  the  explorer,  whilst  on  their 
summits,  in  the  hot  sun,  bright  orchids  flowered  and 
krge  butterflies  gleamed  in  sapphire  and  emerald  hues. 
The  Spaniards  introduced  jalap  and  sarsaparilla,  and  the 
Portuguese  calumba  from  Africa,  and  from  the  Brazils 
ipecacuanha,  pareira  brava,  and  copaiba  in  the  sixteenth 
century.  Cinchona  was  their  most  valuable  discovery ; 
I  remember  my  friend  John  Eliot  Howard's  earnestness 
when  he  described  to  me  the  magnificent  Calisaya,  tower- 
ing aloft  above  the  other  forest  trees  of  the  Andes,  its 
•white  flowers  attracting  humming-birds,  while  its  leaves 
turn  successively  scarlet  and  purple. 

But  enormous  riches  acquired  did  not  profit  Spain  and 
Portugal ;  avarice  prompted  their  hoarding  treasure,  and 
the  German  cities,  finance  and  trade  hand  in  hand,  with 
Anglo-Saxon  and  Teutonic  enterprise,  mainly  benefited  by 
the  gold  and  silver  poured  into  the  Iberian  peninsula. 
With  the  commerce  of  drugs  are  associated  two  of  the 
most  remarkable  confederations  that  the  world  has  ever 
seen — the  Hanseatic  League  and  the  East  India  Company. 
Eighty  towns  of  North  Germany,  Lubeck  at  head,  made 
up  the  League  of  the  Hanse  towns,  with  four  principal 
factories  abroad,  in  London,  Bruges  (for  caravans  from 
:the  Mediterranean),  Bergen,  and  Novgorod.  Here  com- 
merce asserted  itself,  united  for  defence  and  control  and 
increase  of  trade,  by  force  when  necessary,  for  they  levied 
troops  and  made  conquests — all  powerful  until  commerce 
moved  to  the  Atlantic.  In  London  the  League  had  a 
factory,  a  Teutonic  guildhall,  with  a  Hanse  alderman, 
Germany  then  monopolised  most  of  our  profitable  exports 
and  imports,  the  financiers  of  Augsberg  and  other  Con- 
tinental cities  holding  the  money-bags  of  Europe. 

Modern  trade  in  drugs  in  England  dates  from  the  reign 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  from  that  great  statesman  who 
served  the  three  children  of  Henry  VII.,  and  who  did 
so  much  to  develop  English  commerce,  William  Cecil. 
Now  English  enterprise  began  to  stand  erect.  The  Queen 
broke  from  the  Hanseatic  League  and  took  away  the 
privileges  of  the  Germans  trading  in  England.  Our 
captains  scoured  the  sea  (Winter,  when  wrecked,  finding 
the  bark  named  after  him),  and  this  rise  is  associated 
with  the  establishment,  about  1690,  of  the  East  India 
Company,  of  which  Britain  has  so  much  reason  to  be 
proud ;  although  the  Portuguese  and  French  opposed  us, 
and  later  on,  the  Dutch  gained  such  supremacy  at  sea 
as  to  capture  English  flags,  we  triumphed  in  the  end. 
Cromwell  also  helped  the  East  India  Company,  which 
bought  aloes  from  the  King  of  Socotra  and  imported 
CI  inese  rhubarb  (hence  called  East  India) ;  they  also 
imported  opium,  gamboge — in  fact,  their  sales  in  London 
till  well  on  in  the  nineteenth  century  practically  mono- 
polised the  trade  here  in  all  drugs  coming  from  the  East. 
I  have  a  letter  dated  1820,  addressed  to  Mr.  John  Evans, 
mentioning  purchases  of  drugs  at  the  company's  sale — 
myrrh,  scammony,  rhubarb,  and  castor-oil.  At  the  pre- 
sent day  cultivation  has  become  a  factor  to  be  reckoned 
with  in  the  value  and  commerce  of  drugs.  I  may  mention 
cinchona  in  Java,  senna  in  Southern  India,  cardamoms 
in  Ceylon,  ipecacuanha  in  Johore,  in  the  Malay  peninsula, 
and  opium  in  Asia  Minor  and  in  China,  where  it  is  one 
of  the  most  important  products  of  the  rich  province  of 
Ssu-ch-uan,  the  home  of  rhubarb,  where  miles  on  miles 
show  the  beautifully  cultivated  fields  of  poppies,  white, 
mauve,  and  purple.  I  should  now  like  to  allude  rapidly 
to  one  or  two 

PonsfTS  of  Scientific  Interest 
"to  us  all.    Helium  was  on  July  10  of  this  year  liquefied 
for  the  first  time  by  Professor  Onnes,  of  Leiden,  remain- 


ing liquid  for  two  hours.  Helium,  therefore,  is  a  liquid 
with  a  boiling-point  of  4.3°  above  the  absolute  zero; 
the  latter  statement  was  made  theoretically  by  Sir  James 
Dewar  in  1902,  but  this  year  has  shown  the  above  achieve- 
ment. Sir  William  Ramsay  having  shown  that  the  emana- 
tion of  radium  changed  into  helium  or  neon,  according 
to  circumstances,  he  considers  it  may  be  found  possible 
to  transmute  one  metal  into  a  higher  one,  and  he  has 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  production  of  lithium  from 
copper  is  an  actual  fact. 

Botany,  in  my  time  principally  morphological,  seems 
now  chiefly  physiological,  and  it  embraces  no  more  at- 
tractive subject  than  the  functions  and  powers  of  cell- 
contents.  We  have  had  this  year  a  valuable  contribu- 
tion to  the  life-history  of  organisms  from  Dr.  Francis 
Darwin,  giving  the  more  recent  views  of  inherited  memory 
in  the  animal  world,  and  that  mysterious  force  that  in- 
fluences plant-cells  to  grow  into  forms  and  colours  similar 
to  those  of  their  parents.  He  defines  Ontogeny  to  be 
"the  ovum  developing  into  a  predetermined  form,"  and 
considers  it  a  phenomenon  of  a  sort  of  memory  or  in- 
herited habit.  The  germ-cell,  which  has  a  structure 
infinitely  more  complex  than  any  cell  in  the  adult  organ- 
ism, and  which  may  contain  millions  of  minute  particles, 
Dr.  Darwin  considers  is  filled  with  traces  of  records  of 
past  stimuli,  which  he  calls  engrams,  and  which  he  con- 
siders nearly  equivalent  to  inherited  memory. 

A  great  problem — I  might  call  it  the  Marathon  race  of 
applied  science — is  the  electric  fixation  of  atmospheric 
nitrogen,  forming  agricultural  substitutes  for  the  present 
decreasing  Chilian  nitrates.  Such  complete  substitution 
would  require  works  of  about  800,000  h.p.  Sir  William 
Crookes,  Lord  Rayleigh,  and  others  have  been  engaged  on 
this  problem  for  years,  and  large  works  have  been  erected. 
At  Niagara  and  elsewhere  the  arc-process  yielding  nitric 
acid  has  not  yet  been  very  successful,  and  at  Odda,  in 
Norway,  with  at  present  the  largest  Linde  plant,  nitrolim 
or  calcium  cyanamide  is  produced  by  heating  calcium  car- 
bide in  furnaces  full  of  nitrogen  electrically  obtained  from 
the  air.  Now  in  the  Japanese  Alpine  highlands,  west  of 
Fujiyama,  a  fall  of  3,000  ft.  can  be  obtained  from  mountain 
lakes,  and  this  marvellous  power  for  electro-chemical  in- 
dustry will  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

Science,  arduous  and  strenuous,  will  make  further  con- 
quests, but  a  time  will  come  when  it  must  fail  us,  and  when 
the  shadow  of  the  cypress-tree  will  fall  upon  it.  The  sun 
is  very  slowly  contracting,  and  as  Sir  Robert  Ball  considers 
that  in  millions  of  years  back  it  probably  filled  up  the 
space  up  to  and  including  our  earth,  so  in  a  future  of  thou- 
sands of  millions  of  years  it  will  become  an  extinct  star. 
We  must  not  look  to  scientists  to  predict  our  then  state. 
As  Macaulay  brought  up  his  New  Zealander,  let  us  see 
what  that  broad-minded  Anatole  France,  one  in  the  first 
rank  of  French  writers  of  the  present  day,  says  in  his 
"  Garden  of  Epicurus"  :  "  When  the  sun  goes  out  mankind 
will  have  long  disappeared.  The  last  inhabitants  will  be 
destitute,  ignorant,  and  feeble,  having  forgotten  all  the 
arts  and  all  the  sciences.  They  will  huddle  wretchedly_  in 
caves  alongside  the  glaciers  that  will  roll  over  the  ruins 
of  our  cities ;  women,  children,  and  old  men  will  watch  a 
sombre  sun  mounting  the  sky,  dull  yellow  gleams_  flitting 
across  his  surface,  while  a  dazzling  snow  of  stars  will  shine 
all  the  day  long  in  the  black  heavens  through  the  icy  air." 
A  gruesome  picture,  fortunately  not  for  our  time.' 

But  now  to  a  subject  pre-eminently  of  our  time.  What 
is  the  lodestone  that  has  attracted  us  all  here  to-day? 
What  was  the  master-word  that  enabled  Mowgli  in  Kip- 
ling's "  Jungle  Book  "  to  get  the  snakes  and  beasts  to  help 
him  ?  What  is  the  talisman  that  softens  the  hardships  and 
gives  zest  to  the  joys  of  life?  This  lodestone,  this  master- 
word,  this  talisman  is 

Work. 

There  never  was  a  greater  blessing  in  disguise  than  the 
Divine  command,  "  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou 
eat  bread."  There  is  a  remarkable  picture  in  the  Franco- 
British  Exhibition  by  Ford  Madox  Brown  on  work ;  it  has 
that  exuberance  of  colour  and  that  devotion  to  the  truth 
of  Nature  that  characterised  such  men  as  Everett  Millais 
at  their  best.  That  picture  shows  honest  work  that  betters 
a  man  contrasted  with  the  wasteful  life  of  the  idle  rich, 
who,  like  the  peers  in  "  Iolanthe,"  "do  nothing  in  par- 
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ticular,  and  do  it  very  well."  In  the  lives  of  all  of 
us  there  are  moments  of  lassitude— we  feel  there  is  much 
that  is  petty,  anxious,  and  disappointing ;  here  honest 
work  comes  to  the  rescue.  It  dulls  and  soothes  our 
pain  and  compels  us  to  a  higher  and  nobler  range  of 
thought.  I  will  carry  this  a  step  further.  Work  is  really 
our  chief  active  pleasure  in  life;  work  for  ourselves,  which 
is  the  mainspring  of  all  social  life,  and  work  for  others, 
especially  for  those  we  love,  which  is  the  most  exquisite 
form  of  what  philosophers  call  altruistic  enjoyment.  I  feel 
too  keenly  to  be  silent  and  perhaps  too  strongly  to  be  wrong. 
Says  John  Ruskin  :  "  However  mean  or  inconsiderable  the 
act,  there  is  something  in  the  well-doing  of  it  that  has 
fellowship  with  the  noblest  forms  of  manly  virtue" 
("  Stones  of  Venice  "). 

Our  own  work,  fellow  students — the  work  of  learning — 
is  the  mine  whence  comes  the  ore  of  knowledge.  Work 
has  ever  ennobled  language  and  inspired  eloquence,  and  I 
will  call  on  Art  to  help  me  to  add  a  luminous,  many-coloured 
halo  to  work — its  own  triumphs  giving  exquisite  enjoyment 
to  us  all  and  those  yet  unborn — the  Venus  of  Milo ;  the 
Madonna  si  San  Sisto  ;  St.  Mark's,  Venice ;  Amiens  ;  King's 
College  Chapel,  Cambridge;  "  Tannhauser  "  ;  Handel's 
choruses — these  conquests  in  Art  crown  work,  themselves 
the  highest  expressions  of  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  came  lately  on  a  passage  in  Montaigne,  the 
garrulous  essayist,  where  he  alludes  in  his  sixty-first  chapter 
to  a  Greek  verse  on  work ;  but  the  same  idea  is  better  ex- 
pressed in  one  of  the  notebooks  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  the 
myriad-minded  painter,  sculptor,  architect,  botanist, 
geologist,  wherein  he  says  :  "  Thou,  0  God,  dost  sell  us  all 
good  things  at  the  price  of  labour."

member  of  Parliament,  Mr.  T.  Howell  Williams  Idris,  who- 
owns  one  of  the  biggest  mineral-water  manufactories  ir» 
London,  and  who  was  anxious  to  obtain  information  with 
regard  to  similar  manufactories  in  Berlin.  The  firm. 
Strove  &  Soltman  and  the  Schering  Griinen  Apotheke  were- 
indicated  among  others. 

We  have  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Pentney  since  his 
return ;  he  speaks  enthusiastically  of  the  success  of  the' 
meeting,  and  is  pleased  with  the  reception  which  he  and 
Mr.  Idris  had  from  German  pharmacists. 

The  late  Alderman  W.  Hall  Jowett,  J.P.,  F.C.S.  (whose 
death  we  reported  last  week) ,  was,  we  are  informed,  a  native 
of  Northumberland,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  as  a 
chemist  with  the  late  Mr.  James  Booth,  J. P.,  of  Blackburn. 
It  was  after  this  that  he  became  associated  with  Mr.  J.  W. 
Clayton,  of  the  firm  of  Ainsworth  &  Clayton,  Blackburn^ 
as  a  partner,  the  firm  taking  the  title  of  Ainsworth,  Clay- 
ton &  Jowett.  Subsequently  Mr.  T.  Armistead  Ward^ 
F.C.S.,  joined  the  firm,  and  it  became  Clayton,  Jowett  & 
Ward.  In  1891  Messrs.  Clayton  &  Jowett  removed  the- 
essence  portion  of  the  business  to  Liverpool,  and  the- 
Blackburn  business  is  still  carried  on  as  T.  A.  Ward  &,  Co., 
Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  with  Mr.  Ward  as  managing, 
director.  At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  City 
Justices  on  September  23  a  vote  of  condolence  with  the 
widow  end  family  of  Alderman  Jowett  was  adopted,  on» 
the  motion  of  Sir  Charles  Petrie,  Alderman  Ephraim  Walker 
seconding,  and  Mr.  G.  H.  Hewitt  supporting.  The  funeral, 
took  place  at  Halewood  churchyard,  on  Saturday,  Septem- 
ber 26,  a  service  being  held  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Cressing- 
ton  Park,  of  which  Mr.  Jowett  had  been  a  churchwarden.

his  books,  a  large  portion  of  his 

spare  moments  being  spent  in  his 

library   at   55  Lower  Belgrave 

Street.    His  knowledge  of  books 

is  indeed  said  to  be  extraordinary. 

French    literature,    however,  is 

especially   his   favourite  study. 

In     his     splendidly  equipped 

library  he  has  a  complete  and 

rare    edition    of    the  French 

Memoirs  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury, of  which  he  is  naturally 

very  proud.  .  .  .  Mr.  FitzRoy  is 

a  member  of  a  collateral  branch 

of  the  family  of  the  Duke  of 

Grafton,  and  was  born  in  1851. 

.  .  .  Destined  from  his  boyhood 

for  a  public  career,  he  proceeded 

in  due  course,  on  leaving  school, 

to  Balliol  College,  Oxford,  where 

the  historical  bent  of  his  mind 

had  free  scope  for  development, 

with  the  result  that  he  took  a 

first-class  in  Modern  History  in 

1874.  On  "  going  down  "  an  ap- 
pointment was  procured  for  young 

FitzRoy  in  the  Educational  De- 
partment of  the  Privy  Counci 

Office.  .  .  .  He  acted  as  private 

secretary    to    three  successive 

Vice-Presidents  of  the  Committee 

of  the  Council  on  Education — 

namely,    Mr.    Stanhope  (1885), 

Sir  Henry  Holland  (twice),  and 

Sir   William   Hart-Dyke  (1892). 

But    a    higher    post    and  still 

greater  responsibilities  were  to  B 

come  to  him  two  years  later,  when 

he  was  given  the  important  ap- 
pointment of  private  secretary  to  the  Lord  President  of  the 

Council,  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.   Then,  in  1898,. 

the  post  of  Clerk  to  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council  fell  vacant,. 

and  from  the  list  of  candidates  the  name  of  Mr.  Almeric- 

FitzRoy  was  the  one  ultimately  approved  by  the  King 

himself. 

We  should  think  that  the  writer  of  the  article  has  erred  ic- 
attributing  Mr.  FitzRoy' s  appointment  to  the  King,  as  he- 
succeeded  to  the  office  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria^ 
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The  New  French  Codex. 


IN  one  particular  the  French  Codex  differs  from  other 
Pharmacopceias  in  that  it  gives  definitions  and  descrip- 
tions of  the  various  groups  of  pharmaceutical  preparations. 
In  this  particular  the  Codex  fulfils  the  part  of  an  official 
text-book  of  pharmacy.  For  instance,  one  finds  alcoolats 
defined  as  "  medicaments  obtained  by  distillation  of  alcohol 
with  one  or  more  medicinal  substances;  the  alcohols  are 
called  simple  in  the  first  case  and  compound  in  the  second." 
The  method  of  production  is  then  given,  the  spirit  being 
either  80°  or  60°.  Simple  alcohols  have  been  replaced  by 
solutions  of  essential  oils  in  spirit,  and  figure  in  the  Codex 
as  tinctures  of  essential  oils.  The  alcohols  that  are  official 
are  mostly  distinctive  of  France,  the  exception  being 
alcoolat  de  cochlearia  compose,  esprit  ardent  de  cochlearia, 
■or  alcoolatum  cochleariae  compositum,  which  resembles 
spiritus  armoraciae  compositus  B.P.  The  other  alcoolats 
are 

Alcoolat  de  Fioravanti. — Synonyms  :  Alcoolat  de  terebinthine 

compose,  Baume  de  Fioravanti,  Balsamum  Fioravanti.  It 

contains  fourteen  ingredients  besides  the  alcohol. 
Alcoolat  de  Garus.— Alcoolatum  Gari,  used  in  making  Elixir 

de  Garus.    A  tincture  of  aloes,  myrrh,  cloves,  nutmegs, 

cinnamon,  and  saffron  is  distilled. 
Alcoolat  de  Melisse  Compose. — Eau  de  Melisse  des  carmes. 

Alcoolatum  melissae  compositum.  This  is  a  perfumed  spirit. 
Alcoolat  vulneraire,  eau  vulneraire  spiritueuse;  alcoolatum 

vulnerarium.  Distilled  from  fresh  leaves  and  flowering  tops 

of  aromatic  plants. 
Another  class  of  "  alcoolatures  "  result  from  the  action  of 
alcohol  on  fresh  plants.    Those  plants  are  used  which  lose 
their  activity  entirely  or  in  part  by  drying ;  alcohol  of  80° 
and  95°  is  employed.    The  alcoolatures  are 
Alcoolature  d'aconit ;  alcoolatura  aconiti ;  made  from  fresh 

aconite  leaves. 

Alcoolature  d" Anemone  Pulsatille. — Alcoolatura  anemonae, 

made  in  like  manner  to  the  above. 
Alcoolature  de  Citron,  alcoolatura  citri,  corresponding  to  tinc- 

tura  limonis  B.P.  except  in  strength.      It  is  used  as  a 

flavouring  agent. 
Alcoolature  d'orange,  alcoolatura  aurantii.    A  tincture  of 

fresh  orange  peel. 
Alcoolature  Vulneraire,  Teinture  vulneraire ;  eau  vulneraire 

rouge.  Has  the  same  ingredients  as  alcoolat  vulneraire,  but 

not  being  distilled  is  coloured.    It  is  U6ed  in  preparing 

vin  aromatique. 

The  simple  alcohols  which  as  mentioned  are  now  repre- 
sented by  tinctures  are 

Teinture  d' essence  d'anis;  tinctura  olei  anisi  aetherei. 

Teinture  d'essence  de  citron  composee ;  eau  de  cologne;  tinc- 
tura olei  citri  aetherei  composita. 

Teinture  d'essence  de  Menthe ;  esprit  de  menthe ;  tinctura 
olei  menthae  piperitae  aetherei. 

The  eau  de  cologne  formula  referred  to  is  as  follows  : 

Oil  of  bergamot   10  grams 

Oil  of  orange    10  grams 

Oil  of  lemon    10  grams 

Oil  of  orange  flower    2  grams 

Oil  of  rosemary   2  grams 

Alcohol  (90°)    1,000  grams 

Dissolve  and  filter. 

Teinture  de  Camphre  Concentree. — Alcool  camphre  ;  esprit  de 
camphre;  spiritus  camphoratus.  A  solution  of  100  grams 
of  camphor  in  900  grams  of  (90°)  alcohol  may  also  be  noted 
here. 

Alcool    Ethylique.— Synonyms:    Ethanol ;    alcool  absolu; 

alcool  a  100  degres  centesimaux ;  alcool  absolutus. 
Alcool  ethylique  a  95  degres  centisimaux. — Alcool  ordinaire; 

alcool  officinal ;  spiritus  rectificatissimus. 
These  are  the  official  alcohols;  from  the  95°  spirit  other 
strengths  of  spirit  are  prepared  according  to  a  table  given 
in  the  appendix. 

Chloroform. 

The  absolute  alcohol  is  used  as  a  reagent  and  for  pre- 
serving anaesthetic  chloroform  (sp.  gr.  1.498  at  15°).  This 
last-named  is  made  by  a  process  of  purifying  chloroform  of 
'Commerce  (occupying  eight  days)  and  preserving  it  by  adding 
0.5  per  cent,  of  absolute  alcohol.  Anaesthetic  chloroform  is 
j  makinS  eau  chloroformee  (chloroform  5  grams,  dis- 
tilled water  1,000  grams),  while  commercial  chloroform 


(sp.  gr.  1.495  to  1.5)  is  employed  in  making  extracts  of  nux 
vomica,  pilocarpine,  pelleterine  sulphate,  and  in  the  follow- 
ing galenicals  : 

Liniment  au  Chloroforme. — A  mixture  of  poppy-seed  oil  (90) 

and  chloroform  (1C). 
Pommade  Ae  Chloroforme,  in  which  a  base  of  white  wax  (5), 

lard  (85)  is  used  for  retaining  chloroform  (10). 
Soluti  de  Outta  Percha. — A  solution  of  gutta  percha  (10)  in 

chloroform  (90). 

Ethers. 

The  ethers  of  the  Codex  are  : 
Ether  officinal,  synonyms,  oxyde  d'ethyle  ;  ether  ethylique; 
ether  anasthesique ;  ether  pur ;  ether  dit  sulphurique ; 
aether  purissimus,  sp.  gr.  0.720  at  15°,  0.736  at  0°.  This  is 
used  in  preparing  ether  alcoolise)  huile  phosphoree  and 
sirop  d'ether. 

Ether  alcoolise;  ether  sulphurique  alcoolise;  liqueur  d'Hoff- 
mann ;  aether  sulfuricus  alcoolisatus.  This  is  a  mixture  of 
equal  weights  of  alcohol  (90°)  and  ether  officinal. 

Sirop  d'ether,  syrupus  aetheris  is  a  mixture  of  ether  (40), 
alcohol  (50),  distilled  water  (230),  and  syrup  (700). 

Ether  rectifie  du  commerce,  ether  depuratus,  sp.  gr.  0.724,  is 
used  in  making  collodion,  extract  of  male  fern,  extract  of 
cubebs,  extract  of  nux  vomica,  ferrous  iodide  pills,  vera- 
trine,  and  the  veterinary  breuvage  calmant  opiace. 

Ethyle  [acetate  d'),  ether  ethylacetique ;  ether  acetique ; 
ethylium  aceticum,  sp.  gr.  0.92. 

Ethyle  (bromure  d'),  ether  bromhydrique,  ethane  mono- 
brome ;  aethylium  bromatum,  sp.  gr.  1.473. 

Ethyle  [carbamate  d');  ether  ethylcarbamique ;  urethane 
ethylurethane ;  aethylium  carbamicum. 

Ethyle  (chlorure  d'),  ether  ethylchlorhydrique ;  ethane  mono- 
chlore,  aethylium  chloratum,  sp.  gr.  0.9176. 

Collodions. 

Collodion  made  by  dissolving  guncotton  (5)  in  alcohol  at  90° 

(20)  and  ether  (75)  is  converted  into 
Collodion  clastique  by  adding  5  per  cent,  of  castor  oil.  This 

in  turn  is  employed  in 
Collodion  iodoforme  (iodoform  1,  elastic  collodion  9)  and 
Collodion  salicyle  (salicylic  acid  1,  elastic  collodion  9).

The  optical  rotation  of  sandalwood  oil  is  lasvo-  and  not 
dextro-rotatory,  as  given  on  p.  414. 

The  last  number  of  "  Le  Journal  de  Pharmacie "  con- 
tains an  admirable  review  of  the  new  French  Condex  by 
Professor  Em.  Bourquelot.  Considerable  interest  attaches 
to  the  observations  of  the  professor,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
he  was  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Codex  Commission. 
He  criticises  certain  things  in  connection  with  the  working 
of  the  Commission  and  the  short  time  that  intervened 
between  the  publication  of  the  Codex  and  its  coming  into 
force.

An  Inanimate  Vitality, 

if  the  expression  may  be  allowed, 
seems  to  be  the  most  obvious  characteristic  of  the  now 
almost  venerable  Federation  of  Local  Associations.  It 
■either  cannot  or  will  not  die,  however  persistently  its 
affiliated  subscribers  keep  in  arrears  with  their  contribu- 
tions ;  and  yet  it  never  attains  to  any  useful  vigour  politic- 
ally. At  the  Aberdeen  meeting  we  are  told  that  some 
twenty  speeches  were  made  on  the  present  legislative  posi- 
tion, and  the  resolution  ultimately  adopted  may  be  regarded 
as  a  cleverly  compiled  quintessence  of  those  twenty  speeches. 
But  what  docs  it  mean  ?  What  guidance  does  it  offer  to 
those  who  have  the  responsibility  of  action  ?  It  sets  out 
that  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  even  with  the  antici- 
pated amendments,  cannot  be  accepted  as  satisfactory.  One 
of  its  clauses  infringes  a  fundamental  principle  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act;  another  is  grossly  unjust  to  chemists  and  con- 
trary to  public  interests.  But,  fortunately,  according  to 
this  authority,  we  can  pulverise  this  bold,  bad  Bill  inside 
of  twenty-four  hours,  if  we  so  desire.  Shall  we  not  then 
•exert  our  power  .'  Oh,  dear,  no,  quoth  Aberdeen ;  tem- 
porise ;  we  are  practical  men,  and  realise  that  a  crisis  has 
arisen  which  may  never  recur. 
How  is  that  for  Counsel  ? 

Suppose  that  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  waiting  for  this  beam  of 
light  from  the  North  before  resolving  on  his  final  plunge  ; 
how  should  it  influence  him  ?  Whatever  course  he  takes  it 
is  evident  he  cannot  live  up  to  the  wisdom  of  these  dele- 
gates. If  he  does  what  he  can  to  help  the  Bill  to  pass,  and 
it  turns  out  something  short  of  perfection,  did  they  not  tell 
him  it  was  not  isatisf actory  ?  If  he  should  prevent  it  from 
passing,  did  they  not  give  him  the  hint  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  which  may  never  recur  ?  He  has  to 
decide  whether  to  mobilise  his  forces  and  oppose  the  Bill 
tooth  and  nail,  or  go  with  the  Government  and  get  some 
compensating  advantages  along  with  some  objectionable  in- 
novations. An  old  proverb  says  if  you  get  in  a  boat  with  the 
devil  you  must  let  him  steer  ;  and  assuredly  if  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture  link  forces 
over  this  Bill,  that  means  that  the  principle  of  licensed 
vendors  of  agricultural  poisons  will  be  submitted  to.  It  is 
the  essential  feature  of  the  Bill,  and  the  Bill  is,  in  the 
language  of  the  Federation,  expressly  designed  "  to  infringe 
the  fundamental  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868." 
It  appears  that  there  is  a  chance  now  of  selling  our  funda- 
mental principles  for  a  fair  price  ;  it  is  a  question,  if  we 
defeat  the  Bill  now,  whether  we  shall  be  able  to  make  as 
good  a  bargain  when  Government  is  not  quite  so  crowded 
with  work. 

Mr.  Wright's  Address 

to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence receives  friendly  treatment  from  both  "  The  Lancet  " 
and  the  "British  Medical  Journal."  Even  his  assurance 
that  the  chemist  is  better  qualified  to  prescribe  medicines 
than  the  doctor  is  to  dispense  them  is  quite  amiably  dealt 
with.  "The  Lancet"  just  questions  the  capacity  of  the 
pharmacist  to  always  "  draw  the  line  "  at  the  right  place, 
and  the  "B.M.J."  points  out  that  most  mjdical  men  who 
send  out  their  own  medicines  have  qualified  dispensers  to 
undertake  this  work,  and  considers  that  the  danger  of 
counter-prescribing  is  a  greater  risk  to  the  public  than 
dispensing  in  surgeries  can  be.  Mr.  Wright,  of  course,  gets 
on  the  proper  track  when  he  denounces  quack  medicines, 


but  both  journals  are  a  little  startled  to  find  his  horror  at 
the  "  gigantic  evil  "  immediately  followed  by  the  expression 
of  his  conviction  that  "what  the  public  demands  in  the 
shape  of  medicine  we  ought  unquestionably  to  supply." 
Some  notice  has  been  taken  of  the  President's  quotations  of 
the  revenue  figures  of  medicine-stamps,  from  which  the 
deduction  was  drawn  that  the  British  public  now  spend 
five  times  as  much  on  these  compounds  per  head  as  was 
spent  fifty  years  ago.  Statistically  this  cannot  be  disputed, 
but  it  is  probably  as  inaccurate  as  statistics  often  are. 
Those  who  have  known  Somerset  House  are  aware  that  it 
was  only  about  thirty  years  ago  that  the  Department  woke 
up  to  the  fact  that  there  was  more  money  to  be  got  out  of 
medicine-stamps  than  they  had  previously  fancied.  Neither 
of  the  medical  organs  is  enamoured  of  Mr.  Wright's  pro- 
posal of  a  Board  of  Control  to  which  formulas  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  must  be  submitted,  and  by  which  they 
must  be  approved  before  the  medicines  could  be  sold.  The 
"B.M.J"  remarks  that  some  such  condition  exists  in 
France,  and  has  not  had  much  effect  in  suppressing  medical 
specialities,  and  "The  Lancet"  doubts  both  the  advisa- 
bility and  practicability  of  appointing  such  a  Board.  Pro- 
bably the  writer  sees  in  prophetic  vision  the  advertisements 
of  those  preparations  which  had  been  sanctioned. 

The  Discoverer  of  Cinchonine. 

In  his  historical  sketch  of 
pharmacy  in  Scotland,  contributed  to  the  recent  Confer- 
ence, Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  quoted  from  Sir  A.  Grant's 
"Story  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh"  a  reference  to 
the  discovery  of  cinchonine  by  Dr.  A.  Duncan,  the  editor 
of  the  "Edinburgh  Dispensatory."  Mr.  Gilmour  said  he 
had  made  diligent  search  through  various  editions  of  that 
work  and  its  contemporary  literature,  but  had  not  found 
confirmation  of  the  claim.  The  edition  of  1819  is  the 
one  before  me,  and  in  that  the  record  of  Dr.  Duncan's 
experiments  is  given  plainly  enough  from  p.  96  onwards. 
After  describing  his  investigation  and  the  crystalline 
product  he  had  obtained,  Duncan  states  that  Dr.  Gomez, 
of  Lisbon,  had  followed  up  his  experiments  and  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  this  cinchonine  was  the  real  febri- 
fuge principle  of  the  bark,  or  at  least  essential  to  it. , 
It  certainly  appears  from  Duncan's  quotations  that  Gomez 
had  fairly  enough  recognised  his  priority,  and  this  makes 
it  all  the  more  curious  that  so  many  later  workers  and 
writers  should  have  ignored  him.  Above  all,  in  the  classic 
paper  "  Recherches  Chymiques  sur  les  Quinquinas,"  which 
Pelletier  and  Caventou 

read  to  the  Academy  of  Sciences  on 
September  11,  1820,  they  attribute  the  discovery  of  this 
cinchonine  exclusively  to  Gomez.  They  make  no  allu- 
sion at  all  to  Duncan.  "  C'est  a  ce  dernier  chemiste 
[Gomez]  qu'on  doit  la  decouverte  d'un  principe  particulier 
dans  le  quinquina."  They  quote  his  process,  and  apologise 
to  him  for  changing  his  name  for  the  substance,  cinchonin, 
into  cinchonine ;  though  Duncan  says  expressly  that  he 
called  his  product  cinchonin,  and  Gomez  in  fact  called  it 
cinchonino.  Pelletier  and  Caventou  plainly  intimate  that 
it  was  this  discovery  which  had  suggested  their  investiga- 
tion, but  apparently  they  were  satisfied  to  take  their  infor- 
mation concermngitfromThenard's  "  Chemistry."  Thenard 
must  have  known  the  history  of  the  substance,  for  it  was 
an  assistant  in  his  laboratory,  named  Houtou-Labillardiere, 
who,  preparing  some  of  it  for  one  of  Thenard's  lectures, 
was  so  struck  with  its  analogy  with  the  alkaline  base  from 
opium  which  Sertiirner  had  just  then  described  that  he  laid 
the  matter  before  Pelletier  and  Caventou,  and  thus  sug- 
gested the  research  which  made  their  united  names  famous. 
Duncan's  pioneer  work  is  recognised  in  several  French 
works — as,  for  example,  Bouchardat's  "Materia  Medica," 
Janeaux's  "  Histoire  de  Chimie,"  etc.  But,  so  far  as  I 
have  looked,  I  do  not  find  it  acknowledged  in  English 
treatises.  In  "  Pharmacographia  "  Gomez  gets  the  entire 
credit,  and  so  he  does  in  Fliickiger's  "  History  of  Cinchona 
(English  translation  by  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  1884).  It  should 
be  added  that  Pelletier  and  Caventou  proved  that  the 
cinchonine  of  Duncan  and  Gomez  contained  the  two  basib 
principles  quinine  and  cinchonine..

The  Coming:  Struggle. 

With  the  statement  made  by  the  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  on  Wednesday  in  regard  to  the  course 
to  be  taken  about  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  when  it 
comes  to  be  considered  by  the  House  of  Commons,  the  fight 
for  the  proper  amendment  of  pharmacy  law  is  resumed. 
Before  dealing  with  this  official  statement  we  may  recall 
two  foot-notes  which  were  appended  to  our  report  of  the 
Federatioa  meeting  last  week  (see  p.  500).  We  have  had* 
communications  on  this  matter  in  which  it  is  pointed  out 
that  the  resolution  agreed  to  at  the  Federation  meeting, 
means  what  it  says,  but  that  it  would  have  been  clearer  if  it 
had  included  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  in  the  event  of 
negotiations  for  effective  amendment  of  the  Bill  not  reach- 
ing a  satisfactory  conclusion  before  the  second-reading, 
stage,  then  opposition  to  the  Bill  on  behalf  of  chemists  will 
be  commenced  at  that  juncture.  It  is  felt  that  opposition 
could  not  be  instituted  with  any  reasonable  chance  of 
success  on  the  third  reading.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  propose  to  make  the  most  of  the 
second-reading  stage  by  obtaining  through  friendly  members 
of  Parliament  an  adequate  expression  of  their  views  in 
regard  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  Bill  as  it  left  the  House 
of  Lords.  This  is  so  far  good,  and  it  may  be  a  mere  pre- 
liminary to  the  removal  of  the  "  worst  of  the  difficulties  and 
anomalies  "  of  the  Bill  as  well  as  of  the  present  pharmacy 
laws.  The  terms  of  the  report  by  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee are  assuring  to  those  whose  concern  is  solely  for  the 
title,  and  in  aiming  to  get  reform  to  the  extent  that  wan 
indicated  by  the  Earl  of  Crewe  in  answer  to  the  deputation! 
in  July  we  fancy  that  the  Council  do  not  overstep  the  range 
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of  practical  politics.  We  note  that  several  members  of  the 
Council  spoke  as  if  they  were  not  quite  satisfied,  and  it 
cannot,  therefore,  be  expected  that  the  rank-and-file,  who 
are  not  as  well  informed  about  what  is  going  on,  will  "  hold 
their  tongues."  As  long,  however,  as  the  main  line  of  the 
policy  is  fraternally  followed  little  harm  can  be  done. 
Apart  from  the  company  clause  there  are  several  things  in 
the  Bill  which  will  be  positively  harmful  to  chemists  and 
the  public  if  they  are  passed  in  their  present  form.  These 
were  fully  indicated  by  us  several  weeks  ago.  We  are 
assured  that  they  are  not  ibeing  overlooked,  and  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  the  present  concentration  of  effort  on 
"companies  and  title"  does  not  mean  neglect  of  other 
questions,  but  is  solely  on  account  of  the  difficulties  which 
have  to  be  surmounted  in  order  to  secure  effective  qualified 
control  of  impersonal  businesses  and  to  prevent  the  con- 
tinuance of  company  formation  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Some  Scotch  Statistics. 

The  fifty-second  annual  report  of  the  Eegistrar-General 
of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages  in  Scotland  covers  the 
year  1906,  and  was  published  at  the  end  of  last  week. 
Although  it  deals  with  a  smaller  population  than  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  the  report  is  quite  as  bulky,  and  is 
prefaced  by  a  statement  by  Dr.  J.  Crauford  Dunlop, 
F.R.C.P.E.,  to  the  Registrar-General,  which  shows 
that  the  estimated  population  of  the  country  on  June  30, 
1906,  was  4,726,070,  nearly  half  of  whom  reside  in  towns 
having  a  population  of  30,000  or  more.  During  1906 
75,635  deaths  were  registered,  37,731  males  and  37,904 
females,  the  death-rate  being  16  per  1,000,  against  15.94 
per  1,000  in  1905.  The  lowest  death-rate  was  in  the  main- 
land rural  districts,  15.09,  and  the  highest  in  the  principal 
town  districts,  16.57 ;  but  fifty  years  ago  the  figures  for 
these  were  17.09  and  28.02  respectively.  In  541  cases  the 
cause  of  death  was  not  specified,  and  of  the  remaining 
75,094  deaths  4,685,  or  6.2  per  cent.,  were  ascribed  to 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system;  13,171,  or  17.5  per  cent., 
to  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system ;  5,562,  or  7.4  per 
cent.,  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (pneumonia 
excluded)  ;  5,263,  or  7  per  cent.,  to  diseases  of  the  diges- 
tive system;  2,373,  or  3.2  per  cent.,  to  diseases  of  the 
urinary  system;  237,  or  0.3  per  cent.,  to  diseases  of  the 
generative  system;  442,  or  0.6  per  cent.,  to  diseases  and 
accidents  f  parturition  other  than  septic  diseases ;  232, 
or  0.3  per  cent.,  to  diseases  of  the  locomotor  system;  125, 
or  0.2  per  cent.,  to  diseases  of  the  skin;  and  3,060,  or 
4.1  per  cent.,  to  violent  causes.  Among  children's  ail- 
ments it  is  noticeable  that  whooping-cough  accounted  for 
1,363  deaths,  the  rate  being  29  per  100,000,  which  is  twenty 
less  than  the  mean  of  the  rates  for  the  previous  five 
years.  Of  the  deaths  from  whooping-cough,  £6.26  per 
cent,  were  of  children  less  than  five  years  old.  Diphtheria 
and  croup  accounted  for  862  deaths,  which  is  an  increase 
of  141  over  the  previous  year,  and  92  above  the  average. 
It  is  regrettable  that  these  disorders  continue  to  be 
grouped  together,  as  it  makes  the  figures  practically  value- 
less. Influenza  accounted  directly  for  313  deaths,  and  in 
449  cases  it  was  a  contributory  cause.  Tuberculosis  of 
various  parts  of  the  organism  accounted  for  9,999  deaths, 
or  213  per  100,000,  and  6,491  were  due  to  phthisis. 
Among  other  respiratory  diseases  there  were  6,392  deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  4,730  from  bronchitis  ;  while  heart- 
ailments  accounted  for  8,051  deaths.  Deaths  from  violence 
numbered  3,060,  of  which  2,780  were  accidental,  22 
homicidal,  and  258  suicidal.  Among  these  were  104  cases  of 
accidental  death  and  30  suicides  by  poisoning.    The  fatal 


poisons  accidentally  used  were  chloroform  in  28  cases,  coal- 
gas  14,  opium  14,  laudanum  11,  carbolic  acid  6,  alcohol  4, 
carbonic-acid  gas  3,  ammonia  3,  and  phosphorus,  hydro- 
cyanic acid,  sulphuric  acid,  and  strychnine  2  each; 
aconite,  "  anaesthetic,"  irritant  poison,  carbon  monoxide,' 
arsenic,  nitrous  fumes,  oxalic  acid,  hydrochloric  acid, 
mahonia-berries,  wild  berries,  and  narcotic,  1  each ;  and 
unspecified  poison,  2.  We  may  recall  the  fact' that 
England  and  Wales,  with  a  population  approximately 
seven  times  greater  than  Scotland  had  1,290  deaths  in 
1906  from  poisoning,  which  is  about  one-third  higher  than 
m  Scotland.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  deaths 
from  chloroform,  presumably  used  for  anaesthesia,  were 
proportionately  much  higher  in  Scotland,  for  28  there  would 
be  equivalent  to  196  for  England  and  Wales,  whereas  the 
actual  number  of  deaths  from  chloroform  amesthesia  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Border  in  1906  was  107.  This  is  significant 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  not  uncommonly  said  by 
Scottish  medical  practitioners  that  the  wav  in  which 
chloroform  is  administered  in  Scotland  is  safer  and  less 
fatal  than  the  English  manner.  This  is  not  supported  by 
facts,  but  the  opposite  appears  to  be  the  case.  It  will  be 
observed  that  included  in  the  134  fatalities  from  poison 
scheduled  poisons  were  used  in  60  cases,  24  of  which  were 
suicides.  This  death-rate  is  considerably  lower  th?n  in 
England  and  Wales,  where  the  fatalities  from  scheduled 
poisons  in  1906  were  about  600,  or  in  the  proportion  of  17 
fatalities  co  every  12  that  occur  in  Scotland.  This  is 
probably  accounted  for  by  industrial  poisons,  such  as 
oxalic  ac^d  and  potassium  cyanide,  which  cannot  be  ob- 
tained in  Scotland  except  at  the  shops  of  chemists— there 
being  no  oil  shops  and  few  retail  drysaltery  in  that 
country,  while  south  of  the  Border  they  are  common,  and 
are  a  source  of  supply  for  these  articles  as  well  as  for  the 
mineral  acids.  We  must  also  point  out  the  remarkably 
low  rate  of  deaths  in  Scotland  from  these  acids,  which  is 
directly  traceable  to  the  non-existence  of  the  cilshop  in 
Scotland,  and  the  care  exercised  by  the  common  distributor 
(the  qualified  chemist)  in  selling  unscheduled  as  well  as 
scheduled  poisons.  This  is  a  fresh  endorsement  of  the 
contention  that  the  qualification  of  the  person  who  actually 
hands  over  the  poison  to  people  is  the  best  public  safeguard. 


U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Act  Decisions. 

Some  interesting  points  continue  to  crop  up  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Act.  A  case  came 
before  the  Courts  in  which  a  coloured  solution  of  vanillin 
(0.049  per  cent.)  was  labelled  "  Double  Extract  of  Vanilla." 
This  was  held  to  be  adulterated  and  misbranded,  and  the 
defendants  were  fined.  The  official  standard  for  vanilla 
extract  is  thus  defined  : 

Vanilla  extract  is  a  flavouring  extract  prepared  from 
vanilla  bean,  with  or  without  sugar  or  glycerin,  and  contains 
in  one  hundred  (100)  cubic  centimeters  the  soluble  matters 
from  not  less  than  ten  (10)  grams  of  vanilla  bean. 
Another   case   concerned    the   misbranding   of  eggs  as 
"Fresh  Eggs."  Examination  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry  disclosed  evidence  of  age,  "the  albumen  in 
some  of  the  eggs  clung  to  the  shell  membrane  ;  the  size  of 
the  air  chamber  varied  to  the  maximum  of  one-third  of  the 
size  of  the  egg,  showing  a  large  amount  of  evaporation; 
minute  rosette  crystals  were  present  in  the  albumen  of  each 
egg,  and  large  rosette  crystals  were  found  in  the  yolk  of 
each  egg."    Small  wonder  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty. 

The  Resignation  of  Lord  Tweedmouth. 

Readers  of  the  C.  &  D.  will  scarcely  be  surprised  at  the 
announcement  which  appeared  on  Tuesday  as  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  Lord  Tweedmouth,  who  has  held  the  post  of  Lord 
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President  of  the  Council  since  he  was  succeeded  at  the  Ad- 
miralty by  Mr.  Reginald  McKenna  in  the  reconstruction  of 
the  Government  which  followed  upon  the  death  of  the  late 
Prime  Minister  and  the  appointment,  as  his  successor,  of 
Mr.  Asquith.  For  a  long  time  past  Lord  Tweedmouth  has 
been  seriously  indisposed  and  quite  unfit  to  carry  out  his 
duties  at  the  offices  of  the  Privy  Council.  As  a  consequence 
much  of  his  work  has  devolved  upon  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  the 
present  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  who  piloted  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  through  the  House  of  Lords 
and  received  on  Lord  Tweedmouth's  behalf  the  deputation 
of  members  of  Parliament  and  others  some  months  ago  in 
reference  to  certain  aspects  of  the  Bill  which  it  was  desired 
to  ventilate  before  it  was  further  proceeded  with  in  Parlia- 
ment. The  Lord  President  of  the  Council  is  the  fourth 
great  officer  of  State,  and  as  such  is  always  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Cabinet  for  the  time  being.  At  the  time  of 
writing  no  official  announcement  has  been  made  as  to  his 
Lordship's  successor  at  the  Privy  Council,  but  two  courses 
are  open  to  the  Prime  Minister  :  he  can  either  introduce 
fresh  blood  into  the  Cabinet,  in  which  case  the  present 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  would,  according  to 
long  usage,  have  preferment,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  he 
can  combine  the  office  with  that  of  some  other  member  of 
the  Cabinet — such,  for  instance,  as  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Duchy  or  the  Lord  Privy  Seal.  Some  pharmaceutical  im- 
portance naturally  attaches  to  the  selection  at  the  present 
time,  in  view  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  which  is 
now  passing  through  Parliament,  an^  the  fact  that  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council  takes  charge  of  that  measure  during 
its  progress  through  the  Upper  Chamber. 

Postage  to  the  United  States. 
On  Thursday,  October  1,  the  rate  of  postage  on  letters 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  United  States  of 
America  was  reduced  to  Id.  per  oz.,  and  correspondingly 
letters  posted  in  the  United  States  for  this  country  were 
reduced  to  2c.  per  oz.  This  is  one  of  the  most  notable  postal 
achievements  of  the  century.  A  year  ago  the  foreign 
postal  rate  was  reduced  from  5d.  to  2^d.  per  oz.,  but  the 
arrangement  now  made  with  the  United  States  places  the 
postal  system  between  the  two  countries  on  the  same  basis  as 
exists  within  the  British  Empire.  It  is  understood  that  the 
authorities  in  each  country  made  special  arrangements  for 
enormous  outward  mails  on  October  1.  In  New  York,  for 
example,  many  firms  held  back  their  correspondence  in 
order  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  new  rate,  especially  as 
the  autumn  commercial  season,  when  bills  and  statements 
are  rendered,  began  on  October  1.  In  London  there  was  a 
similar  state  of  affairs  in  regard  to  correspondence  for 
America.  The  publisher  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
posted  on  that  date  to  the  leading  houses  in  the  drug-trade 
in  America  a  souvenir  embodying  fraternal  greetings,  the 
first  page  of  which  contained  the  following  remarks  : 

The  institution  of  penny  postage  between  Great  Britain 
and  America  will  promote  still  further  the  union  of  the 
English-speaking  race.  Above  all  it  will  strengthen  and 
simplify  the  business  relations  between  the  two  countries. 
A  change  which  will  enable  closer  and  easier  communica- 
tion between  forty-four  millions  of  people  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  about  eighty  millions  in  the  United  States  is 
bound  to  be  productive  of  enormous  benefit  to  both  countries. 
It  is  to  celebrate  this  important  event  and  to  point  out  in- 
cidentally how  business  with  Great  Britain  and  the  British 
Colonies  may  be  developed,  that  we  issue  this  greeting  to 
our  confreres  in  the  United  States. 


"  An  official  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  "  has  informed  the  "  Evening  News "  that  a  recent 
epidemic  of  cold  in  the  head  was  due  "  to  the  wearing  of 
summer  underclothes  during  the  recent  wintry  weather  and 
the  sudden  change  of  temperature."

G.  E.  Marfitt  has  frequently  contributed  to  this 
column  photographs  of  window-shows  from  his  Leicester 
shops.  The  one  reproduced  now  is  his  special  summer 
drink  show,  which  the  continued  hot  weather  makes 
quite  d  propos.  The  lemon  border  is  that  supplied 
by  Messrs.  J.  Townsend  &  Sons,  Exeter,  and  the 
striking  contrast  of  yellow  and  green  is  very  effec- 
tive. The  idea  is  furthered  by  the  arrangement, 
on  a  mirror  bottom,  of  yellow  cartons  of  lemonade 
crystals  with  ferns  placed  at  the  corners  to  provide  the 
green  effect.  The  tickets  are  in  red  and  black  characters 
on  white  card,  the  showcard  for  the  lemonade  crystals 
being  made  from  Messrs.  Stevenson  &  Howell's  well-known 
"lemon  cluster,"  cut  out  from  the  C.  <fc  D.  advertisement- 
pages.  The  lemons  were  coloured  yellow  and  the  leaves 
tinted  green,  the  blossoms  being  left  white.

Destroys  microbes.  6^d.  and  Is."  ;  "  Pure  Lemon  Squash. 
Flavour  equal  to  Fresh  Lemons.    6gd.  and 

Wright's  Soap. 

Quite  a  sensation  has  been  caused  at  Sutton  Coldfield  by 
the  show  in  a  local  chemists'  window  of  Wright's  coal-tar 
soap.  It  consists  of  a  wooden  tub  filled  with  cotton-wool

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COUNCIL  MEETING. 


THE  unusual  circumstance  of  a  Council-meeting  taking 
place  in  September  found  all  the  councillors  in  their 
places  except  Mr.  Carteighe  and  Mr.  Gibson.  Brief  re- 
ference was  made  to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  J.  T.  Cart  (New- 
castle-on-Tyne),  Mr.  J.  Tocher  (Dumfries), Dr.  Julius  Trapp 
(St.  Petersburg),  Alderman  Deck  (Cambridge),  and  Mr. 
J.  Noble  (South  Shields).  Next  a  resolution  of  apprecia- 
tion of  Mr.  Storrar's  services  was  placed  on  the  minutes, 
and  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  Storrar's  resignation  filled 
up  by  the  election  of  Mr.  David  Gilmour,  of  Dunfermline. 
The  sum  of  149Z.  10s.  was  voted  from  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
and  it  was  resolved  to  elect  three  more  annuitants  in  Decem- 
ber. The  Parliamentary  Secretary  is  to  devote  a  day 
a  week  to  explaining  in  the  country  the  policy  of  the 
Council.  A  statement  was  made  by  the  Parliamentary  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  regarding  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  to  the  effect  that,  while  the  Bill  is  un- 
satisfactory, the  Society  would  not  be  justified  in  an  attitude 
of  uncompromising  opposition.  Amendments  are  to  be 
placed  before  the  Government.  The  question  was  raised  as 
to  the  position  of  belladonna  plaster  in  Part  I.  of  the 
schedule  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  was  referred 
to  committee.  Mr.  White  and  Mr.  Currie  reported  in 
appreciative  terms  on  the  Aberdeen  meeting  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference. 


A  Meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  September  30.  There  were 
president  :  The  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  Vice- 
President  (Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington),  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter 
Hills),  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  Mr.  A.  <S.  Campkin,  Mr. 
W.  G.  Cross,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie, 
Mr.  E.  L.  Gifford,  Mr.  A.  Hagon,  Mr.  J.  Harrison,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Hobbs,  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  Mr.  C.  J.  Park, 
Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  Dr.  C.  Symes,  Mr.  E.  White,  and  Mr. 
A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  con- 
firmed, after  which  the  President  briefly  welcomed  the 
members  after  the  vacation. 

Deaths. 

The  son  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson  wrote  thank- 
ing the  Council  for  their  expression  of  sympathy  on  the 
death  of  his  father. 

The  President  then  briefly  referred  to  +he  death  of  Mr. 
John  Trevor  Cart,  a  distinguished  scholar  of  the  Society's 
school  and  former  Bell  scholar.  Next  the  President  spoke 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Tocher,  Dumfries,  a  member  of 
the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch. 

Mr.  Currie  referred  to  the  suddenness  of  Mr.  Tocher's 
death  and  of  his  lovable  disposition.  His  place  on  the 
Executive  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 

The  President  also  mentioned  the  death  of  Dr.  Julius 
Trapp  (St.  Petersburg),  an  honorary  member,  Alderman 
Deck  (Cambridge),  and  Mr.  J.  Noble*(South  Shields). 
Mr.  Storrar's  Resignation. 
The  President  then  proposed  the  following  resolution  : 
That  this  Council  desires  to  record  its  regret  at  the 
retirement  from  the  Council  of  Mr.  David  Storrar,  and  its 
sense  of  the  value  of  his  services  as  a  member  of  the 
governing  body  for  so  many  years.    His  former  colleagues 
tender  their  sincere  and  cordial  good  wishes  in  his  retire- 
ment, coupled  with  the  earnest  hope  that  his  health  may 
speedily  improve  and  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to  those 
who  have  had  the  benefit  of  his  experience  and  the  privilege 
of  his  friendship. 

The  Vice-President  seconded,  and 

The  Treasurer  asked  to  be  allowed,  as  a  "  Sassenach," 
to  say  a  few  words  in  appreciation  of  Mr.  Storrar's  well- 
balanced  judgment.  He  (Mr.  Storrar)  had  the  power  of 
inspiring  confidence  in  his  colleagues  by  his  imperial  spirit. 


The  New  Councillor. 

The  Council  the.i  proceeded  to  fill  up  the  vacancy  caused 
by  Mr.  Storrar's  resignation.  The  choice  fell  on  Mr.  David 
Gilmour,  Dunfermline. 

The  President,  in  proposing  his  election,  said  he  had 
met  Mr.  Gilmour  on  several  occasions  in  the  examination- 
hall  in  Edinburgh,  and  had 
noted  how  extremely  care- 
ful and  businesslike  he  was. 
He  was  a  most  reliable 
man. 

Mr.  Currie,  in  second- 
ing the  resolution,  said  Mr. 
Gilmour  had  been  for  four 
years  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  in 
Scotland,  and  is  at  present 
a  member  of  the  Executive 
of  the  North  British 
Branch.  He  is  a  well- 
balanced  man  and  a  good 
pharmacist  to  boot.  He 
will  prove  a  fitting  suc- 
cessor to  Mr.  Storrar. 

The  President,  in 
putting  the  resolution,  men- 
tioned that  Mr.  Gilmour 
will  have  to  stand  for  re- 
election in  May,  that  being  the  termination  of  Mr.  Storrar's 
term  of  office. 

The  resolution  was  carried. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

Eleven  members  were  elected  and  forty-two  persons  re- 
stored to  their  former  position  in  the  Society.  Fourteen 
student-associates  were  elected.  Two  persons  had  their 
names  restored  to  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

Finance. 

The  Vice-President  then  presented  the  report  of  the- 
Finance  Committee,  which  showed  a  balance  on  the  General 
Fund  of  2,341?.

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
the  committee  sat  f  or  over  an  hour  and  considered  seven- 
teen applications,  grants  amounting  to  149Z.  10s.  being 
made.  The  question  of  the  election  of  more  annuitants  in 
December  was  considered.  One  pensioner  has  died  during 
the  year,  leaving  thirty-seven  annuitants.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  three  more  annuitants  should  be  placed  on  the 
fund,  and  that  the  election  take  place  on  December  8. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  also  a  special  resolution 
regarding  the  election. 

The  Secretary  briefly  reported  on  the  registrations  as 
apprentices  or  students. 

Organisation. 

The  report  of  the  Organisation  Committee  was  then 
taken.  The  committee,  which  met  the  previous  day,  made 
arrangements  for  meetings  in  the  autumn,  when  it  is  pro- 
posed to  address  officers  of  the  Society  and  local  Associa- 
tions. The  Parliamentary  Secretary  has  arranged  to  give  a 
day  each  week  to  explaining  to  local  members  the  policy 
of  the  Council.  The  following  members  of  Council  were 
chosen  to  augment  the  services  of  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary :  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Mr.  Campkin, 
Mr.  Cuff,  Mr.  Newsholme,  Mr.  Park,  and  Mr.  Rowsell. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Parliamentary  Matters. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda — the  report  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary and  General  Purposes  Committee — was  prefaced 
by  an  appeal  from  the  President  that  there  should  be  no 
discussion  in  public.  The  report  was  of  a  non-committal 
character,  and  had  been  thoroughly  discussed  the  previous 
night.  The  alternative  was  to  take  the  report  in  camera, 
which  he  should  be  sorry  to  do,  as  it  was  informative  to  the 
members  of  the  Society. 

After  the  discussion  had  been  continued  for  some  time 
in  committee  the  report  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  The 
"first  part  referred  to  the  appointment  of  a  sub-committee — 
the  President,  Vice-President,  Mr.  Allen,  Mr.  Carteighe, 
and  Mr.  White — to  consider  the  appointment  of  ex- 
aminers, and  then  the  following  statement  was  made  : 

The  committee  reports  that  its  attitude  towards  the  Govern- 
ment Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  continues  to  be  governed 
by  a  desire  to  assist  the  Government  to  pass  into  law  a  Bill 
which  will  remove  the  worst  of  the  difficulties  and  anomalies 
of  the  present  pharmacy  laws.  The  committee  feels  that  the 
present  Bill  can  scarcely  be  made  entirely  satisfactory  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
sufficient  reason  on  that  account  to  justify  uncompromising 
•opposition  to  the  measure.  The  committee,  however,  is 
strongly  of  opinion  that  in  certain  important  directions  the 
Bill  can  and  should  be  improved.  For  example,  the  Bill  as 
it  at  present  stands  cannot  be  said  effectively  to  prevent  com- 
panies being  formed  for  the  express  purpose  of  evading  the 
Pharmacy  Acts — an  admitted  evil  which  Lord  Crewe  in  his 
reply  to  Mr.  Winfrey's  deputation  expressed  his  willingness 
to  deal  with.  A  clause  for  submission  to  the  Government  has 
been  drafted  providing  for  the  effective  qualified  control  of 
businessas  where  poisons  are  stored  or  sold.  In  the  opinion 
■of  the  committee  the  proposed  clause  is  of  so  reasonable  a 
-character  that  the  Government  should  find  no  difficulty  in 
accepting  it  and  in  carrying  it.  Failing  the  acceptance  of 
"the  proposed  clause,  or  something  akin  to  it,  by  the  Govern- 
ment, the  committee  feels  bound  to  recommend  the  Council 
to  authorise  the  President  to  call  upon  the  local  associations 
and  officers  and  members  of  the  Society  to  assist  in  ensuring 
that  the  grounds  of  opposition  to  the  Bill  as  it  stands  may  be 
clearly  and  forcibly  put  before  the  House  of  Commons  at 
the  second-reading  stage  of  the  Bill  by  as  many  members  of 
Parliament  as  possible.  The  committee  is  of  opinion  that 
that  course  should  not  be  followed  except  as  a  last  resource, 
but  recommends  that  the  President  be  encouraged  to  continue 
bis  efforts  to  promote  by  negotiations  with  all  interested 
parties  the  passing  of  a  reasonably  beneficial  measure  into 
law  this  session. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  that  in  view  of  his  experience  during  the  last  six  or 
twelve  months  he  felt  it  absolutely  right  to  state  that  he 
had  always  received  great  courtesy  and  consideration  from 
the  Privy  Council  and  other  authorities  with  whom  he  had 
come  in  contact.    The  Department  would  have  given  the 


Society  more  if  they  could,  and  had  not  the  slightest  desire 
to  whittle  down  the  essentials  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  or  emas- 
culate the  privileges  which  chemists  possess.  The  Privy 
Council  was  besieged  by  conflicting  and  powerful  influences, 
which  had  to  be  duly  considered. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  that  although  the  Bill  has  been 
amended,  he  did  not  consider  it  satisfactory.  The  direc- 
tors clause  seems  likely  to  be  accepted,  but  he  thought  that 
chemists  are  paying  too  great  a  price  for  it.  He  did  not 
think  the  Bill  stood  much  chance  in  the  autumn  Session, 
and  efforts  ought  rather  to  be  devoted  to  educating  the 
members  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  if  the  Bill  as  it  left  the  House  of  Lords 
is  the  Bill  to  be  considered,  it  ought  to  provoke  the  strongest 
opposition  from  chemists.  The  amendments  that  have 
been  suggested  are  in  the  right  direction. 

Mr.  Gifford  desired  to  state  that  his  opinions  had  not 
been  altered  in  the  slightest  degree ;  he  adhered  to  every- 
thing he  had  said  publicly. 

Mr.  Hagon  said  the  price  to  be  paid  is  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  benefits  which  chemists  ask. 

Mr.  Hobbs  also  spoke  to  the  same  effect. 

Mr.  Rowsell  protested  against  Clause  2  (agricultural 
poisons).  He  thought,  however,  that  if  all  the  amendments 
suggested  to  the  committee  were  obtained  the  clause  might 
be  allowed  to  stand. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  nem.  con. 

The  Government  Visitor. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Privy  Council  Office  inform- 
ing the  Secretary  that  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox  had  been  ap- 
pointed as  supervisor  in  London  of  the  examinations  held 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Secretary  added  that  he 
had  sent  the  usual  notices  to  Dr.  Willcox,  who  has  already 
attended  the  examinations. 

Hong-Kong  Ordinance. 
The  Colonial  Office  forwarded  copies  of  an  Ordinance 
providing  for  the  registration  of  chemists  and  druggists 
in  Hong-Kong,  and  inviting  observations  thereon.  The 
letter  added  that  it  was  observed  that  pharmaceutical 
chemists  registered  under  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act  havenot 
been  provided  for  under  the  registration  clause.  This  it  is 
proposed  to  have  rectified. 

Correspondence. 
The  Holyhead  chemists  asked  the  Council  to  have  a  clause 
inserted  in  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  making  it  penal 
for  any  qualified  man  to  cover  a  company  or  an  unqualified 
individual. 

A  communication  from  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association  referring  to  a  meeting  held  on  August  29  was 
not  read,  as  it  was  stated  that  the  views  of  the  Association 
have  since  been  modified. 

The  Hull  Chemists'  Association  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  "opium  and  its  preparations"  and  "  belladonna, 
and  its  preparations "  are  included  in  Part  I.  of  the 
Schedule  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  asked  the 
Society  to  take  steps  to  have  this  altered. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Chemists'  Association  forwarded  a 
resolution  which  stated  that  as  the  two  vital  principles  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  were  to  be  destroyed  by  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill,  the  Council  should  oppose  the  last-named 

The  Federation  resolution  passed  on  September  18  was 
forwarded  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones. 

The  Scotch  Education  Department  forwarded  a  Blue-book 
containing  the  report  for  1908  on  secondary  education  m 
Scotland.  ,    ,  .    .  . 

The  Bell  scholars  of  last  session  asked  permission  to 
attend  the  advanced  course  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  1  he 
application,  being  backed  by  the  recommendation  ot  tne 
Dean,  was  granted  by  the  Council. 

Belladonna-plasters  . 

Two  firms  of  plaster-makers  wrote  asking  the  Council  to 
take  steps  to  remedy  the  ^advertent  inclusion  of  bella- 
donna-plasters in  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill.  ,  *>-:__, 

The  Secretary  said  these  firms  had  written  to  the  ^riyy 
Council  and  had  received  a  reply  that  the  matter  would  be 
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considered,  but"  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  send  a  deputa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Hobbs  said  there  was  a  definite  reason  for  putting 
plasters  in  Part  I. 

Dr.  Symes  :  Do  we  propose  to  leave  it  there  ? 

The  President  :  We  did  not  put  it  there.  It  should  be 
recollected,  however,  that  the  Bill  allows  amendments  to 
be  made  in  the  Schedule  more  easily.  There  is  more  elas- 
ticity in  moving  poisons  from  one  schedule  to  another. 

Dr.  Symes  :  But  ought  we  to  pass  a  schedule  which  we 
see  is  wrong  ? 

The  President  :  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  have  the 
Schedule  amended. 

Dr.  Symes  :  Belladonna-plasters  are  sold  freely  every 
day,  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  public.  To  include  the 
plasters  in  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  would  make  the  sale 
practically  illegal.  Is  the  percentage  of  alkaloid  calculated 
on  the  whole  plaster  ? 

Mr.  Hobbs  :  That  is  a  point  I  was  going  to  raise.  The 
plaster  is  generally  sold  in  the  spread  condition. 

The  President  :  The  trouble  is  that  sufficient  plaster 
could  be  scraped  off  to  form  a  poison. 

The  matter  was  left  to  the  Parliamentary  and  General 
Purposes  Committee. 

This  was  the  conclusion  of  the  public  business. 


OPENING  OF  THE  SESSION. 

THE  sixty-seventh  session  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
commenced  on  Thursday.  October  1,  and  the  fact  was 
signalised  on  the  previous  day  by  the  presentation  of  medals 
and  other  extra-mural  awards  in  respect  of  last  session,  and 
the  delivery  of  an  address  by  Mr.  F.  Harwood  Lescher, 
who  was  the  Pereira  medallist  exactly  forty  years  ago.  As 
has  already  been  stated,  the  October  Council-meeting  was 
held  on  the  same  day  ;  and  as  the  examinations  are  also  "  on  " 
at  present,  and  the  B.P.  Conference  Executive  was  to  hold 
a  meeting  in  the  afternoon,  the  attendance  at  the  sessional 
meeting  was  exceptionally  large.  It  should  be  stated,  how- 
ever, that  the  Pereira  medallist  this  year  is  a  lady — Miss 
Wren — and  her  pharmaceutical  sisters  turned  out  in  ex- 
ceptionally great  force  to  do  her  honour.  The  proceedings 
were  timed  to  commence  at  three  o'clock,  but  it  was  thirteen 
minutes  later  before  the  President  came  in,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Lescher,  and  with  them,  besides  the  members  of 
Council,  were  Sir  Edward  Evans,  Sir  George  Watt,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson,  and  the  professors.  The  company  in 
the  lecture-theatre  included  the  following  :  Messrs.  F.  H. 
Alcock,  C.  B.  Allen,  I.  Bourdas,  Horace  Brown,  Ph.D.,

The  Last  School  Session. 

The  President,  on  rising,  was  received  with  loud  applause. 
He  expressed  the  extreme  pleasure  he  experienced  at  seeing 
such  a  large  audience  present,  and  particularly  at  finding 
that  such  a  large  percentage  of  it  consisted  of  those  belonging 
to  what  was  formerly  called  the  weaker  sex.  (Laughter.) 
He  then  called  upon  the  Dean  (Professor  Greenish)  to  read 
the  annual  report  of  the  School. 

The  Dean  reminded  the  audience  that  at  the  end  of  last 
session — viz.,  in  June. — his  colleague  Professor  Crossley, 
who  was  then  Dean  (an  office  which  had  since  devolved 
upon  him),  reported  on  the  work  of  the  School  during  the 
session  1907-8.  Only  three  months  had  elapsed  since  then, 
and  his  report  on  that  occasion  must  of  necessity  be  brief. 
But  a  brief  report  might  nevertheless  be  a  satisfactory  one, 
and  he  had  little  doubt  that  they  would  consider  the  one 
he  had  to  submit,  as  he  did,  an  eminently  satisfactory  one. 
Directing  the  attention  of  the  audience  first  of  all  to  the 


results  of  the  session's  work,  he  mentioned  that  of  thei 
students  who  sat  at  the  statutory  examinations  during  the 
session,  84  per  cent,  of  the  students  who  entered  for  the 
Major  examination  and  90  per  cent,  of  those  who  entered' 
for  the  Minor  examination  were  successful  in  satisfying, 
the  examiners.  (Applause.)  These  figures  he  described 
as  being  very  satisfactory,  and  as  comparing  favourably 
with  those  of  previous  sessions.  The  percentages  for  the 
three  previous  sessions  were  :  For  the  Major  examination, 
90,  90,  and  88  respectively,  and  for  the  Minor,  95,  81,  and 
97.  Although  the  record  had  not  been  broken,  it  could' 
not  but  afford  evidence  that  attendance  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  supplemented  by  steady  work  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  could  be  relied  upon  to  bring  success  when' 
the  results  were  tested  by  examinations.  (Applause. )< 
Having  referred  to  the  subsequent  success  in  various  spheres 
of  several  students  who  had  attended  the  School,  the  Dean, 
dealt  with  the  future  of  the  School,  and  stated  that  the 
number  of  students  who  had  enrolled  for  the  coming  session1 
— forty-three — was  far  in  excess  of  that  of  last  year. 
There  was  a  prospect  that  the  present  number  would  be 
further  increased,  thus  constituting  a  record  since  the- 
establishment  in  1896  of  the  present  elementary  and  ad- 
vanced courses,  which  was  not  equalled  even  in  the  session 
of  1900,  when  there  was  a  rush  of  students  for  the  Minor- 
examination.  Proceeding,  he  said  that  a  proper  course  of 
study  diligently  pursued  at  the  School  ensured  success,  was 
the  most  satisfactory  and  the  most  economical.  In  the 
second  place,  he  reminded  his  hearers  of  the  determination 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  to  afford  the  students  every 
facility  for  study.  Convincing  evidence  of  this,  he  added, 
was  the  recent  refitting  of  one  of  the  laboratories,  which- 
they  would  see  later  on  in  the  afternoon.  Concluding,  he- 
said  that  there  was  every  indication  that  the  coming, 
session  would  be  more  prosperous  than  any  of  its  prede- 
cessors so  far  as  the  number  of  students  was  concerned, 
and  he  saw  no  reason  why  it  should  be  less  successful  in' 
other  respects.  (Applause.) 

The  President  said  the  Society  had  every  reason  to  con- 
gratulate itself  upon  the  nature  of  the  report  which  had! 
been  read,  not  only  from  the  quality  of  the  work  that  was- 
done  there,  but  from  other  standpoints.  It  was  encourag- 
ing to  know  that  the  number  of  students  was  increasing.. 
This  gave  justification,  if  any  were  necessary,  for  the  ex- 
penditure which  the  Council  had  recently  found  it  necessary 
to  make  in  improving  the  laboratory.  On  the  whole  he 
regarded  the  report  as  extremely  satisfactory.  Perhaps  he 
might  at  that  moment  do  what  he  ought  to  have  done  a  few 
minutes  previously--apologise  for  the  absence  of  two  or  three 
gentlemen  who  would  have  been  present  but  for  reasons 
which  prevented  them.  Mr.  Lunan,  Chairman  of  the- 
North  British  Branch,  wrote  explaining  the  cause  of  his 
absence.  Then,  again,  their  old  friend  Professor  Attfield 
wrote  stating  that  for  excellent  reasons  he  also  was  unable- 
to  be  present.  He  also  had  a  letter  from  a  Scotch  friend, 
an  old  student  of  the  Society  (Mr.  Mitchell),  in  which' 
he  said  that  it  was  a  far  cry  from  Inverness  to  London.  He 
was,  however,  sufficiently  interested  in  the  School  to  feel 
gratified  that  there  were  several  students  from  Scotland 
entering  for  the  elementary  and  advanced  course  this  ses- 
sion. "It  is  a  pleasant  feature  to  note  the  increasing 
number  of  Scotch  students  who  now  undergo  a  scientific 
training  at  the  Society's  School  in  London,"  the  letter  con- 
tinued. Scots  would  not  cross  the  Border  for  education- 
unless  the  means  afforded  in  the  south  country  was  up 
to  Al  at  Lloyd's.  (Laughter.)  The  President,  continuing,., 
said  it  was  a  little  hard  upon  Scotch  friends,  who  under- 
stood the  question  of  education  in  pharmacy  as  well  as  any- 
living,  and  it  was  flattering  to  them  as  proprietors  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  that  it  even  attracted  students  from 
"the  far  cry  to  Inverness."  (Laughter  and  applause.)- 
He  intimated  that  letters  of  apology  for  absence  had  also 
been  received  from  several  distinguished  chemists. 
Herbarium  Prizes. 
Mr.  H.  J.  Jeffrey,  Lecturer  on  Botany,  reported  that 
the  silver  medal  had  been  awarded  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Potter 
(Muswell  Hill)  for  his  collection  of  plants,  which  was  quite 
representative  of  British  flora.  The  plants  were  correctly 
named,  well  preserved,  and  neatly  mounted.  In  every 
case  the  collection  were  typical  specimens.  The  next  prize- 
winner failed  to  equal  Mr.  Potter  in  some  one  or  two  points. 
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His  collection  was  a  good  one,  but  was  not  so  well  mounted 
as  that  of  Mr.  Potter.  Its  general  excellence,  however,  justi- 
fied the  Council  in  awarding  the  first  certificate  of  honour  to 
Mr.  F.  E.  Farr,  who  sent  it.  The  second  certificate  was 
awarded  to  Mr.  E.  T.  Edwards,  whose  collection  was  a  repre- 
sentative one,  and  almost  equalled  in  merit  all  the  others ; 
but  some  of  the  plants  it  contained  were  not  quite  typical 
specimens.  The  fourth  competitor  failed  because  many  of 
the  plants  included  in  his  collection  were  not  typical  of 
the  British  flora.  As  a  guide  to  future  competitors  Mr. 
Jeffrey  pointed  out  that  a  complete  herbarium  should  con- 
sist of  specimens  showing  the  plants  from  the  root  to  the 
fruit.  Students  living  in  large  towns  might  think  it  im- 
possible to  secure  specimens  within  easy  reach  ;  but  he  stated 
that  the  required  150  typical  specimens  could  easily  be 
obtained  within  walking  distance  of  London,  as  Mr.  Potter's 
collection  testified.  The  formation  of  a  herbarium  could 
thus  be  recommended  to  pharmaceutical  students  in  large 
cities  from  the  fact  that  it  cultivated  the  faculty  of  observa- 
tion and  took  them  into  the  fresh  air,  of  which  they  often 
stood  in  great  need.  (Applause.) 

The  President  then  called  upon  Mr.  Potter,  to  whom  he 
presented  the  silver  medal,  together  with  the  certificate. 
In  shaking  hands  with  him  the  President  said  :  I  should 
like  to  congratulate  you  upon  your  success.  I  have  not  the 
least  doubt  that  the  honour  you  have  received  has  been 
well  earned. 

In  presenting  Mr.  Farr  with  the  certificate  of  honour, 
the  President  remarked  :  It  may  be,  perhaps,  a  matter  of 
interest  to  the  audience  to  be  reminded  that  twenty-six 
years  ago,  in  this  very  hall,  a  similar  certificate  was  pre- 
sented to  a  Mr.  Farr,  who  is  now  on  the  board  of  examiners, 
and  who  is  the  father  of  this  student.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Edwards  was  not  present. 

Council  Prizes. 

Mr.  E.  S.  Peck  then  reported  on  the  examination  for 
the  Pereira  and  Council  medals.  He  said  he  had  addi- 
tional gratification  in  doing  so  because  of  the  presence 
that  afternoon  of  a  distinguished  recipient  of  the  honour, 
Mr.  Harwood  Lescher,  their  lecturer  that  day,  who,  as 
they  were  probably  aware,  gained  a  similar  honour  forty 
years  ago.  (Applause.)  There  were  seven  candidates  who 
competed  this  year,  and  the  first  two  of  these  gained  82  and 
75  per  cent,  respectively  of  the  total  number  of  marks. 
Both,  therefore,  received  sufficient  marks  to  win  for  them 
the  award  itself.  Of  the  remaining  five  competitors  not 
one  gained  more  than  49  per  cent.,  and,  therefore,  he  re- 
gretted to  say  that  none  of  them  reached  the  standard 
necessary  for  the  third  award.  Continuing,  Mr.  Peck  said  : 
I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  offering  to  Miss 
Gertrude  Holland  Wren,  our  Pereira  medallist  for  this 
year — (applause) — the  first  lady  pharmacist,  I  believe,  to 
attain  that  honour — our  very  hearty  congratulations.  I  am 
sure — and  it  is  not  saying  very  much  regarding  her — that  she 
showed  by  her  work  that  she  possesses  a  very  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  sciences  pertaining  to  pharmacy,  and, 
moreover,  a  clear  and  precise  method  of  reproducing  that 
knowledge  on  examination.    (Loud  applause.) 

The  President  followed  up  by  remarking  that  this  was 
quite  a  record-breaking  incident  in  the  history  of  the 
Society.  As  Mr.  Peck  had  very  well  stated,  this  was  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  competition  that  a  lady  had 
been  successful  in  winning  the  Pereira  medal.  Indeed,  if 
he  was  not  mistaken,  it  was  the  first  time  a  lady  had  com- 
peted for  it.  (No!)  Allusion  had  been  made  to  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Harwood  Lescher,  their  respected  lecturer 
that  afternoon,  was  himself  a  Pereira  medallist  forty 
years  ago.  "You  will  find  his  name  inscribed  there  on 
the  tablets  of  fame,"  said  the  President,  pointing  to  the 
blackboard.  One  cannot  help  wondering  how  humiliating 
it  must  be  to  some  of  those  gentlemen  when  thev  reflect  that 
m  ail  human  probability  their  names  are  there  simply 
because  no  lady  had  at  the  time  competed.  (Laughter.') 
Wow,  I  would  not  suggest  that  in  the  future  this  need  be  a 
source  of,  or  cause  for,  alarm  to  our  students  on  my  left, 
although  there  is  a  smack  of  desperation  about  it  when  one 
thinks  of  these  honours  being  carried  away  so  easily  by  the 
ladies.  (Laughter. )  It  seems  to  me  rather  a  warning  that 
nesh  energy  is  needed  on  their  part,  and  that  they  will  have 
to  work  hard  even  to  maintain  themselves  even  in  the  run- 


ning. (Applause.)  It  is  not  usual  to  quote  such  a  man 
as  General  Booth  on  matters  of  pharmacy ;  but  he  did  make 
a  speech  a  few  days  ago — I  am  not  quite  sure  whether  it  was 
on  the  Women's  Suffragist  question — in  which  he  remarked, 
"  Let  us  not  banish  women  into  limbo,  unnoticed  and  un- 
known." (Laughter.)  Why,  the  poor  silly,  he  cannot  ao 
it.  (Loud  laughter.)  It  is  rather  late  in  the  day  for 
anyone  to  suggest  that  we  should  put  woman  into  limbo  and 
banish  her  to  obscurity.  I  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  wherever 
ladies  have  had  their  chance,  equal  chances  with  the  men, 
whether  in  the  world  of  letters,  the  world  of  science,  or  in 
that  department  which  more  seriously  affects  ourselves, 
these  ladies  have  justified  their  existence,  and  the  men 
are  finding  it  harder  and  harder  to  maintain  their  position 
and  retain  the  laurels  they  have  won.  Remember  this — 
it  is  a  little  surprising  to  find  that  there  should  be  any 
learned  bodies  still  remaining  that  view  with  apprehension 
the  entrance  of  ladies  into  their  ranks.  As  for  the  Chemical 
Society,  they  are  shivering  on  the  brink  of  despair  in  that, 
direction,  and  wondering  what  will  happen  when  once  the 
ladies  are  admitted  into  their  august  assembly.  (Laughter.) 
And  when  one  thinks  of  the  ladies,  and  of  the  winner  of  the 
Pereira  medal,  who  will  shortly  come  to  the  table,  you 
will  have  an  opportanity  of  seeing  what  kind  this  Society 
is  so  afraid  of.  (Loud  laughter.)  It  is  a  matter  of  consider- 
able satisfaction  to  me  for  many  years,  quite  ever  since  I 
was  a  member  of  it,  that  there  have  been  no  disabilities 
connected  with  it  relative  to  the  ladies.  (Applause.)  Our 
lectures,  our  societies,  our  libraries,  our  School,  our 
honours  are  all  open  to  ladies  who  choose  to  make  use  of  them. 
Indeed,  to  carry  the  matter  still  further,  I  do  not  see  ?ny 
reason  why  any  lady  who  has  ambitions  in  that  direction — 
I  am  sorry  for  her  if  she  has — (laughter) — should  refuse  to 
join  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  There  is  no  earthly 
reason  why  she  should  not  attain  to  such  an  altitude  as 
that  of  Chairman  of  the  Society.  (Laughter,  and  "  Hear, 
hear.")  I  can  picture  to  myself — and  the  time  will  not  be 
very  far  off — when  the  women  will  be  in  the  front  rank  here, 
listening  to  an  address  from  a  lady  in  the  chair.  (Renewed 
laughter.)    I  will  now  ask  Miss  Wren  to  come  forward. 

Miss  Wren,  whose  progress  to  the  platform  was  accom- 
panied with  loud  and  continued  applause,  was  thus 
addressed  by  the  President  :  Miss  Wren,  in  the  name 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  it  is  my 
privilege  and  honour  to  present  you  with  this  silver  medal, 
which  is  distinctly  a  very  great  honour  and  one  for  which 
you  have  every  reason  to  feel  proud  and  thankful.  It  is 
not  the  first,  I  know,  which  has  come  in  your  way,  and  I  am 
quite  sure  it  is  not  likely  to  be  your  last.  This  is  simply  an 
incident  in  a  career  in  which  you  will  be  deservedly  success- 
ful, and  in  which  you  will  gain  other  honours  perhaps  quite 
as  good.  I  think  there  is  not  much  douot  that  you  will 
attain  success  in  the  faculty  or  body  in  which  education  is 
the  pursuit.  I  have  also  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with 
this  certificate,  and  wish  you  all  success  in  the  world  and 
in  the  profession  which  you  adopt.  Accompanying  the 
medal  and  the  certificate  are  these  books,  which  I  believe  you 
yourself  entirely  selected,  and  which  are  now  at  your  dis- 
posal as  soon  as  it  is  convenient  for  you  to  take  them. 
(Applause.) 

Addressing  Mr.  Morrell,  the  winner  of  the  other  award, 
whom  he  called  upon  and  who  was  also  loudly  applauded, 
the  President  said  :  Your  friends  approve  of  these  dis- 
tinctions which  you  have  won.  It  does  not  fall  to  the  lot  of 
everyone  to  come  in  first,  but  one  may  make  a  very  good 
second.  I  may  tell  you  for  your  own  satisfaction  that 
although  you  and  Miss  Wren  fought  together  you  are  very 
good  friends.  With  the  accompanying  certificate  are  these 
books,  which  I  have  pleasure  in  handing  to  you. 

Jacob  Bell  Scholarships. 
The  Secretary  said  that  in  the  absence  of  the  examiner 
for  the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship  he  read  his  report.  The  gist 
of  it  was  that  nineteen  persons  competed  for  the  Jacob  Bell 
Scholarship  and  three  for  the  Manchester  Scholarship.  In 
the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship  the  successful  candidates  were 
Mr.  Walter  Riley  Piatt  (Louth)  and  Mr.  S.  J.  Edward 
Bourn  (Accrington) .  In  the  case  of  the  Manchester  Scholar- 
ship, the  examiner  was  not  able  to  award  the  standard  of 
marks  to  any  competitor.  The  examiner  stated  that  the 
quality  of  the  work  done  was  uneven.  Many  of  the  com- 
petitors appeared  to  lack  the  required  standard  of  general' 
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education ;  and  the  answers  in  some  instances  indicated 
"  mild  guessing." 

The  President  presented  each  scholar  with  a  gift  of  books 
from  the  Hyde  Hills  fund.  He  also  announced  that  the 
Salters'  Fellow  would  be  Mr.  John  Gilling,  and  Miss  Wren 
had  been  appointed  Redwood  scholar. 

Inaugural  Address. 

The  President,  in  introducing  Mr.  Lescher,  remarked 
that  it  was  scarcely  necessary  to  say  anything  regarding 
that  gentleman  to  an  audience  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
His  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Lescher  went  back  as  far  as 
1869.  That,  he  thought,  was  about  the  time  Mr.  Lescher 
published  a  book  which,  if  he  remembered  aright,  was  the 
first  that  put  in  a  tabulated  form  various  subjects  pertain- 
ing to  pharmacists.  The  volume  was  an  extremely  useful 
one,  and  on  raking  it  out  of  his  bookshelf  the  other  day  he 
found  it  scored  and  annotated  to  a  remarkable  degree,  in- 
dicating the  great  service  it  had  been.  He  also  found  that 
it  had  fallen  into  the  hands  of  his  brother,  who  had  used 
it,  and  found  it  to  suit  the  medical  examiners  in  Edinburgh 
University.  Indeed,  the  book  had  passed  through  a  wide 
sphere  of  usef  ulnecs- 

Mr.  Lescheh.  who  was  cordially  received,  said  :  Mr. 
Chairman  and  ladies  and  gentlemen, — Before  I  begin  I 
want  to  say  a  word  or  two  on  our  new  laboratories.  I 
visited  them  the  other  day,  and  I  was  struck  with  their 
excellence  and  completeness.  They  are  laboratories  with 
benches  properly  fitted  up.  When  I  tell  you  that  when  I 
first  began  the  study  of  pharmacy  here  in  1860 — or  rather 
1859 — I  worked  in  laboratories  that  were  underground 
(I  fancy  they  were  here  where  we  are  now  meeting),  you 
will  be  at  one  with  me  in  congratulating  the  students  to-day 
on  the  facilities  they  have.  May  I  say,  ladies  and  gentle- 
men, that  I  congratulate  the  Council  (and  I  have  been 
auditor  for  some  years)  on  having  spent  considerable  sums 
of  money  on  examinations  and  in  providing  the  more  im- 
proved facilities  for  education?  I  do  not  think  they  could 
nave  spent  the  money  better.  They  have  tried  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  examinations,  and  to  get  the  very  best  and 
most  qualified  staff  to  teach  the  students.  To  the  best 
teaching-staff  they  have  now  added  most  complete  labora- 
tories, which  I  shall  afterwards  go  upstairs  to  open.  I 
congratulate  the  Council  on  having  spent  so  much  money  on 
this.  There  is  plenty  of  water,  heat,  and  light,  and  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  describing  the  laboratory  as  one  of  the  most 
complete  in  England.  Mr.  Lescher  then  proceeded  with 
his  address,  which  appears  on  p.  545. 

Mr.  Lescher  occupied  a  little  less  than  half  an  hour.  He 
delivered  his  address  in  exceptionally  good  style,  and  the 
impression  he  gave  was  that  he  was  constructing  a  piece 
of  literary  mosaic,  the  beauty  of  which  was  enhanced  by  the 
manner  of  delivery.  It  was  frequently  applauded. 
Vote  of  Thanks. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Lescher  for  what  he  described  as  his  interesting  and  unique 
address,  described  that  gentleman  as  a  very  old  friend  of 
the  Society.  Although  it  was  forty  years  ago  since  he  was 
the  Pereira  medallist,  it  was  a  pleasure  to  them  all  to  see 
him  looking  so  well  and  in  such  splendid  form.  It  was  the 
sincere  wish  of  all  that  he  would  still  have  a  long  period 
of  health,  happiness,  and  usefulness  before  him.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Sir  George  Watt,  in  seconding  the  proposition,  described 
himself  as  a  sort  of  outsider  and  interloper  in  appearing 
among  them.  Although  he  had  spent  many  years  of  his 
life  more  or  less  connected  with  the  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
he  could  not  claim  any  special  distinction  in  pharmacy, 
although  he  had  very  great  sympathy  with  it.  He  indeed 
had  abandoned  the  profession  of  medicine  and  pharmacy 
and  gone  over  to  a  very  dismal  kind  of  quill-driving. 
(Laughter.)  He  had  become  a  sort  of  Under-Secretary  to 
the  Government  of  India  in  general,  scientific,  and  com- 
mercial subjects.  For  thirty-five  years  he  had  devoted  his 
life  to  quill-driving.  He  could  not  say  that  it  was  a  very 
elevating  occupation,  but  he  could  say  this  to  the  young 
men  who  were  commencing  pharmacy  in  this  country — that 
in  India  there  was  a  great  field  open  to  them,  not  only  for 
original  research  in  pharmacy,  but  for  advancing  themselves 
in  the  world — for  making  money,  which,  after  all,  was  one 
of  the  first  motives  of  the  great  spirit  of  work  on  which  the 


lecturer  had  so  much  enlarged.  Work  was  necessary  in  India, 
and  there  there  were  immense  possibilities  for  the  young 
men  who  devoted  themselves  not  merely  to  research,  but 
to  the  more  humble  spheres  of  trade  and  commerce.  He 
availed  himself  oT  the  opportunity  of  saying  that  it  would 
be  a  good  thing  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  to  bring 
the  attractive  features  of  India  before  its  students.  In  his 
own  University  of  Aberdeen  they  had  a  tradition.  It  was. 
to  keep  before  two  sets  of  students  a  very  important  idea. 
One  set  of  students,  those  who  entered  for  the  medical 
profession,  were  taught  that  in  India  there  was  a  great 
market,  an  immense  field  for  Aberdeen  students  for  the 
study  of  diseases.  And  in  this  way  they  were  impressed 
with  the  possible  future  India  had  in  store  for  them  when 
they  presented  themselves  for  examination.  There  was 
another  set  of  students  before  whose  minds  they  continually 
kept  the  thought  of  India.  They  were  constantly  reminded 
of  the  fact  that  the  Indian  Civil  Service  afforded  immense 
scope  for  their  energies.  He  was  sure  many  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical students  would  find  the  field  India  afforded  a  good 
one. 

The  President  supported  the  proposition,  which  waa 
unanimously  agreed  to. 
Mr.  Lescher  briefly  acknowledged  the  compliment. 

The  New  Laboratories. 

Many  of  the  visitors  afterwards  went  over  the  school 
premises,  the  show-place  being  the  Major  laboratories, 
where  structural  alterations  costing  about  700?.  have  been- 
made.  These  were  sanctioned  by  the  Council  in  May,  and 
on  Wednesday  the  finishing  touches  were  put  to  the  work. 
The  floor  has  been  raised  to  allow  of  the  drainage-scheme 
being  carried  out  without  involving  costly  structural 
alterations.  One  approaches  the  Major  laboratory  from 
the  Minor  laboratory  (which  now  looks  a  derelict)  up  two 
steps,  but  the  raised  floor  has  not  altered  the  proportions, 
of  the  room  for  the  worse.  In  one  corner  is  a  rostrum,  with 
writing-tabie"  and  chairs,  for  the  director,  and  in  the  room 
are  benches  for  twenty-nine  students.  The  benches  are: 
teak,  the  sinks  are  glazed  earthenware,  and  the  reagent- 
bottles  furnished  with  vitrified  labels.  On  one  side  are  four 
fume-cupboards,  and  in  suitable  positions  are  rows  of 
sprengel-pumps  and  drying-ovens.  Slate  is  effectively  em- 
ployed in  certain  positions.  Everything  looks  spick  ana/ 
span,  but  the  Minor  laboratory  is  sadly  in  need  of  attention. 

Mr.  Lescher  formally  declared  the  laboratories  open, 
and  thereafter  a  pleasant  half -hour  was  spent  at  the  tea- 
tables. 

Dinner  at  the  Pharmacy  Club. 

It  is  deserving  of  being  placed  on  record  that  the  dinner 
of  the  Pharmacy  Club  on  Wednesday  evening  was  excep- 
tionally brilliant.  Mr.  Harwood  Lescher  was  the  guest  cf 
the  evening,  but  Sir  Edward  Evans  was  also  an  honoured, 
guest,  and  a  number  of  provincial  pharmacists  were  present. 
The  proceedings  were,  as  is  customary,  private. 


Artificial  Hunyadi  Water.— The  Brussels  Board  of 
Trade  have  forbidden  the  firm  Bosch  &  Cie.,  of  Brussels, 
to  put  their  artificially  prepared  Hunyadi- Janos  water  on 
the  market.  It  appears  that  "  Hunyadi- Janos "  is  a 
fancy  name,  and  the  registered  mark  of  the  firm  Andreas 
Saxlehner. 

Italian  Pharmacy.— A  meeting  was  recently  held  in 
Palermo,  largely  attended  by  managers  and  assistants  in. 
Sicilian  pharmacies,  when  it  was  decided  to  form  a  phar- 
macists' defence  league  to  safeguard  their  interests  against 
unwelcome  restrictions.  A  board  was  constituted,  empowered 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  employes  being 
exploited  by  owners,  to  elaborate  a  scale  of  salaries,  and  to 
institute  a  provident  fund.  The  League  intends  holding, 
scientific  conferences  every  Sunday  at  the  University  of 
Palermo,  and  will  also  take  an  active  part  in  political  cam- 
paigns. Some  time  ago  a  movement  was  started  in  Naples 
(and  has  practically  remained  confined  to  the  South  of 
Italy)  which  aims  at  preventing  the  introduction  of  foreign 
specialities  and  substituting  them  by  articles  of  Italian 
manufacture.  A  medical  journal  is  taking  a  ballot  of 
medical  men  on  the  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  foreign 
specialities  as  compared  with  preparations  of  Italian  make. 
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Association  Affairs. 


Inverness  Chemists'  Association. 

'The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Queensgate  Hotel, 
Inverness,  on  Friday  evening,  September  25.  A  discussion 
look  place  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  support  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its  opposi- 
tion to  the  Bill.  It  was  agreed  that  the  pharmacies  in 
'the  town  should  be  closed  at  9  p.m.  on  week-days  (Saturdays 
^excepted)  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  and  on  Wednes- 
days in  the  same  months  from  2  to  6  p.m. 

A  New  Association. 

Dundee  chemists'  assistants  and  apprentices  to  the  number 
•of  thirty-one  met  in  Mather's  Hotel  on  September  25  to 
form  an  Association.  Officers  were  elected  as  follows  : 
Mr.  Pringle  President,  Mr.  Alec  Brand  Secretary,  and 
Mr.  White  Treasurer.  It  was  agreed  to  ask  the  President 
•of  the  Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association  to  be  Honorary 
President,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  fortnightly  meetings. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  meeting  on  October  9,  which,  it  was  suggested, 
should  take  the  form  of  an  address  uy  the  Honoz'ary  Presi- 
•dent,  Mather's  Hotel  to  be  the  meeting-place. 

Thames  Valley  District  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  Nuthall's 
Banqueting  Hall,  Kingston-on-Thames,  on  Wednesday 
•evening,  (September  30,  and  took  the  form  of  a  social 
•evening,  at  which  a  good  number  of  members,  accompanied 
by  ladies  and  supplemented  by  several  friends,  were  pre- 
sent. Among  those  present  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Neathercoat, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durbin,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harvey,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Woolcock,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Higgs,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Proctor,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Turner ;  Mesdames  Jackson, 
Milne,  Palmer,  Venables,  Tate,  Ancrum,  Newton,  Scurton, 
and  Smith;  and  Messrs.  R.  R.  Bennett,  B.Sc,  W.  Peake, 
Leonard  Higgs,  Barnett,  Clements,  and  Palmer.  An 
■excellent  musical  programme,  arranged  by  the  President 
;(Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat),  was  provided.  The  President 
commenced  the  proceedings  with  a  speech  of  welcome,  in 
which  he  emphasised  the  desirability  of  social  functions 
taking  a  prominent  place  in  the  programme  of  local 
associations.  He  added  that  it  is  his  intention  to  put 
this  into  operation  in  the  Thames  Valley  during  his  year 
•of  office.  The  cornet  solos  by  Sergeant  Hunt,  of  the  Irish 
Guards,  were  much  applauded  ;  in  fact,  all  the  artistes  were 
thoroughly  appreciated  and  called  back  several  times. 
Bight  refreshments  were  provided  in  the  interval,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  musical  programme  Mr.  J.  Harvey 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  wishing  him 
a  successful  year  of  office.  Mr.  Neathercoat  replied  in  a 
few  words. 

Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  on  Tuesday 
•evening,  September  29,  Mr.  G.  Ingle  (President)  in  the 
■chair.  There  were  also  present  Mr.  W.  McKennell,  Mr.  W. 
•Gatehouse,  Mr.  E.  Dennis,  Mr.  J.  Rolfe,  Mr.  J.  Flinton 
Harris,  Councillor  F.  C.  Ashford,  and  Mr.  F.  Cowdery 
■(Hon.  Secretary). 

Legislative  Position. — In  opening  the  meeting  the 
President  commented  upon  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill, 
saying  that  so  far  as  he  could  see,  they,  as  chemists,  could 
do  nothing  until  it  arrived  in  Committee.  Then  they 
would  have  to  fight  it  tooth  and  nail.  In  the  interests  of 
public  safety,  as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  themselves, 
he  thought  that  the  most  strenuous  opposition  should  be 
■offered  to  the  second  clause,  and  he  strongly  condemned  the 
principle  of  allowing  licensed  but  unqualified  'vendors  to 
handle  poisons.  He  thought  it  an  abominable  thing  that 
after  forty  years  with  the  exclusive  power  of  selling  poisons 
they  should  be  deprived  of  their  privilege  in  that  respect — 
a  privilege  for  which  they  were  better  qualified  by  examina- 
tion than  any  other  trade.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  third  clause 
was  perhaps  as  bad,  if  not  worse.  That  proposed  to  deprive 
them  of  the  title  of  "  chemist  and  druggist,"  but  gave  to 
them  the  exclusive  right  of  naming  themselves  "pharma- 
cists." But  what  did  the  average  person  know  about  the 
word  "  pharmacist  "  ?    Another  grievance  was  in  the  easy 


facilities  for  forming  private  companies.  He  was  sure  their 
Association  would  be  willing  to  co-operate  in  any  efforts 
to  alter  or  annihilate  the  Bill.  (Applause.) 

A  discussion  followed  in  which  the  President's  views 
were,  in  the  main,  supported.  Those  who  spoke  were 
Messrs.  Dennis,  Rolfe,  W.  Gatehouse,  and  Councillor  Ash- 
ford. The  last-named  said  they  must  recognise  that  the 
Lord  President  of  the  Council,  the  Earl  of  Crewe,  had  been 
faced  with  great  difficulties.  The  word  "chemist"  had 
become  too  common.  Lord  Crewe  had,  he  thought,  acted 
very  fairly  in  saying  to  chemists  that  the  only  name  they 
should  be  able  to  keep  for  their  own  is  "pharmacist." 
Companies  could  not  appropriate  that  title — but  only  indi- 
viduals. Another  point  in  their  favour  was  that  with  com- 
panies trading  as  chemists  they  must  have  a  qualified 
director. 

Other  Business. — On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Gatehouse, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Cowdery,  Mr.  Donald  McKennell  was  re- 
appointed Divisional  Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  with  hearty  thanks  for  past  services.  Cordial 
congratulations  and  hearty  good  wishes  were  accorded  Mr. 
Rolfe  upon  his  recent  marriage. 

Lancaster  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  King's  Arms  Hotel  on  Tuesday, 
September  22,  Mr.  W.  Arkle  (President)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  also  present  Messrs.  Shattock  (Secretary),  Bate,  Jack- 
son, Maxwell,  Simpson,  Troughton,  Taylor,  Vince,  and 
Parker  (Morecambe). 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  again  under  dis- 
cussion, and  a  copy  of  the  letter  which  had  been  sent  to  Mr. 
Helme,  M.P.  for  the  division,  was  read  by  the  Secretary 
and  approved.    It  embodied  the  following  observations  : 

Our  objections  to  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  may  be 
classed  under  two  heads : 

1.  We  strongly  object  to  the  creation  of  a  new  and  un- 
trained class  of  poison-sellers. 

(a)  As  unnecessary.  The  agitation  resulting  in  the  Bill  is 
not  a  bona-fi.de  one,  but  is  directly  engineered  by  parties 
interested  in  the  wholesale  sale  of  poisons,  regardless  of  the 
public  safety. 

(&)  The  education  and  special  experience  of  the  vendor  is 
the  only  real  safeguard ;  he  is  able  to  give  precautions  as  to 
using  and  antidotes  in  cases  of  accident.  We  may  say,  with 
confidence,  that  chemists  at  all  times  treat  the  sale  of 
poisons  with  care  and  discretion  which  is  little  appreciated 
by  persons  ignorant  of  their  dangerous  properties. 

(c)  Paragraph  10  of  Section  2  is  so  loosely  worded  that  it 
might  be  construed  into  meaning  that  the  person  licensed 
may  sell  from  several  shops  in  that  area,  or  even  hawk  the 
poisons  from  door  to  door. 

(d)  We  believe  that  a  large  increase  in  criminal  and  acci- 
dental poisonings  will  follow  if  this  Bill  becomes  law. 

2.  We  most  strongly  object  to  the  title  "  chemist "  or 
"  chemist  and  druggist "  being  used  in  any  form  by  persons 
not  legally  qualified  by  examination.  It  is  proposed  in  the 
Bill  to  allow  corporate  bodies  to  use  the  above  title  if  a 
qualified  assistant  or  manager  is  employed  at  each  shop.  By 
this  reasoning  a  company  of  untrained  individuals  may 
engage  a  few  qualified  solicitors  and  doctors  and  pose  as 
members  of  the  legal  and  medical  professions. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist"  is 
merely  a  trade  one,  like  grocer,  draper,  etc.  If  this  be  true,  we 
cannot  see  why  any  person  should  not  use  it,  but,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  an  unqualified  person  is  not  allowed  to  use  the  title 
"chemist  and  druggist"  even  if  he  employs  a  fully  qualified 
chemist  as  manager  or  assistant.  We  do  not  seek  a  monopoly 
in  the  sale  of  drugs,  but  we  think  it  only  honest  and  just  that 
our  title  of  "chemist  and  druggist,"  acquired  after  searching 
examinations  and  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and 
money,  should  be  reserved  to  us,  so  that  the  public  may  know 
by  the  sign  outside  the  shop  whether  such  shop  is  or  is  not 
under  the  control  of  a  legally  qualified  proprietor. 

This  would  not  interfere  with  limited  companies  trading  in 
drugs  as  drug  companies,  drug-stores,  etc.,  but  would  prevent 
such  companies  usurping  an  old  and  honourable  title  to  which 
thev  can  have  no  possible  just  claim. 

If,  by  the  passing  of  this  Bill,  the  protests  of  some  15,000 
persons  (who  have  qualified  according  to  law)  are  disregarded, 
unqualified  companies  will  largely  increase,  and  the  trained 
and  examined  chemist  will  cease  to  exist. 

Some  comment  was  made  on  the  fact  that,  though  the 
Association  had  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  local  member 
of  Parliament,  no  advice  had  been  received  from  head- 
quarters as  to  the  line  of  policy  to  be  adopted  with  regard 
to  the  Bill. 
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Franco-British  Exhibition. 


French  Chemical  Industry. 

The  following  notes  on  the  individual  exhibits  displayed 
in  the  Courts  at  Shepherd's  Bush  are  continued  from  p.  525. 

Byla  Jeune,  Gentilly,  Seine,  has  an  exceedingly  neat 
and  comprehensive  display  of  animal  products  and  fer- 
ments. A  marvellous  variety  of  products  is  shown  from 
large  oval,  conical,  and  globular  show-jars  containing 
pepsin  peptone  in  scale,  powder,  granules,  etc.,  to  numerous 
g-oz.  square  vials  containing  the  rarer  organic  chemicals 
and  ferments.  Hasmoglobin  in  fine  ruby  scales,  peptonate 
of  iron  scales,  liquid  diastase  (dark  amber),  and  curious 
smooth  brown  to  black  balls  termed  "  asgaropiles "  are 
a  few  of  the  bulk'er  preparations  shown.  Among  the 
animal  extracts  are  the  following  :  resime,  gasterase, 
corps  jaune,  suprenine,  pulmine,  ovarine,  thymusine, 
lecithin  in  yellow  granules,  thyroidine,  orchitine,  and 
placentine,  etc.  ;  while  the  ferments  include  ptyaline 
(white),  trypsin  (yellow),  erepsin  (light  brown),  myrosin 
(white),  ingluvin  (grey-green),  papayotine  (brown),  and 
complex  organic  compounds  are  represented  by  bilirubine 
(brown),  hemine  and  hematine  in  black  scales,  quanidine, 
taurine,  cystine,  aspartic  acid,  and  xanthine  in  white 
crystals.  The  above  enumeration  includes  but  a  portion 
of  this  interesting  exhibit. 

Coignet  et  Cie.,  114  Boulevard  Magenta,  Paris  (London 
office,  150  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C.),  exhibit  their  well-known 
brands  of  gelatin  and  glues.  Among  the  chemicals,  etc., 
on  show  are  phosphates  of  calcium,  sodium,  and  potassium, 
white  phosphorus,  metallic-looking  lumps  of  phosphate  of 
copper,  superphosphate,  biphosphate,  and  hypophosphite  of 
lime,  bonefat  (dirty  yellow),  degelatined  bones,  animal 
charcoal,  and  Coignet's  "crystalline"  gelatin  powder. 

_  Cousin-Devos,  Haubourdin,  show  starch,  dextrine,  and 
similar  products. 

Darras  et  Cie.,  24  Avenue  Victoria,  Paris,  attract  the 
eye  on  entering  this  section  with  the  bright  yellow  packets 
and  tins  of  Rigollot's  mustard  plasters,  the  interest  being 
strengthened  by  mustard-seeds  (black  and  white),  whole 
and  in  powder  and  mustard  oil. 

G.  H.  Deglos,  38  Boulevard  Montparnasse,  Paris,  shows 
pharmaceutical  specialities,  including  Sirop  Iodo-Tannic, 
Sirop  de  Phosphate  de  Chaux  du  Dr.  Ranvillier,  Apiol 
B riant,  and  commercial  and  prepared  specimens  of  apiol. 
Dragees  of  cascara  (yellow)  and  Iodure  de  Fer  et  Cascara 
(puce  coloured)  are  also  prominent. 

J.  Delouche,  2  Place  Vendome,  Paris,  devotes  his  dis- 
play to  "  Pepsigenol,"  a  dyspepsia-remedy,  and  Boissy 
laxative  savonneuses  pills,  with  a  quantity  of  Aleppo 
scammonium  and  frangula-bark,  presumably  to  indicate 
ingredients. 

C.  Dervillez,  15  Rue  Reaumur,  Paris,  exhibits  "  pro- 
duits  speciaux  contre  les  affections  canines."  Toni-destif 
(a  colourless  liquid),  Depuratif  (a  clear  brown  solu- 
tion, containing  five  alkaline  roots),  Topique  (formotan- 
nique),  pilules,  toniques,  and  purgatives,  granules,  pom- 
made,  savon  hygienique,  Preventif  (a  brown  powder) ,  Ossine 
(a  coarse  grey  powder),  rubefacient,  and  vermifuge  (a 
yellow-brown  powder),  are  some  of  the  canine  specialities 
shown. 

Dbschatmps  Freres,  Vieaux  Jean  d'Heures,  exhibit 
ultramarine  in  all  shades  and  qualities  in  blocks,  plaques, 
and  powder  ;  also  globules  and  medals  of  solid  colours. 

M.  Detourbe,  7  Rue  Saint-Severin,  Paris,  exhibits  dry 
paints,  sizes,  varnish,  drying  oils,  and  printer's  composi- 
tion rollers,  and  "  Asol,"  a  black  paint  for  protection  from 
the  sun's  rays,  the  whole  making  a  good  colour  scheme. 

E.  M.  Duche  et  Fils,  9  Rue  du  Louvre,  Paris  show 
gelatin©,  bones,  horns,  and  chemicals,  but  the  labels  are 
absent  or  in  jars  and  unreadable. 

Bernard  Dumas  et  Fils,  Creysse,  Dordogne,  show  filter- 
papers  in  quantity  from  ^  to  100  centimetres  in  diameter 
in  grey,  cream,  and  white  varieties  (rough  or  smooth),  and 
make  an  attractive  display  with  a  somewhat  drab  product. 

Dussuel  &  Faure,  4  Rue  Brunet,  Paris,  show  "  Le  sina- 
plasm  "  (mustard  plaster),  Euphorbine  du  Dr.  Chaubord 
(for  migraine),  Pate  pectorale  d'Aconit  a  Erysimum  et  au 
Liehen,  Bonjean's  Elixir  de  Sante  (tonic  and  digestive 
stimulant). 


P.  Famel,  Rue  de  la  Reunion,  Paris,  shows  "  Sirop  ara 
lacto-creosote  solubile,"  a  pale  yellow  liquid  containing 
phosphate  of  calcium,  codeine,  cocaine,  and  aconite,  etc. 
also  dark  brown  Creosote  de  Hetre  rectibe,  Vin  Glycero- 
phosphate (Langlebert),  sulfogene  (Famel)  pour  la  pre- 
paration instantanee  des  eaux  minerales  sulfureuses,  and 
Alvolature  de  racine  d'Aconit  are  included  in  the  neat 
pyramidal  display. 

J.  Fleury,  13  Boulevard  de  la  Chapelle,  Paris.- — The 
entire  wall-case  is  filled  with  one  size  only,  "  Creme  du 
siecle  mondain,"a  white  cream,  in  opal  wide-mouthed  bottles 
with  flat  octagonal  stoppers,  the  light  blue  and  gold  cases 
forming  a  striking  contrast  with  surrounding  exhibits. 

Fumouze  et  Cie.,  78  Faubourg  Saint-Denis,  Paris,  devote 
their  attractive  exhibit  chiefly  to  "  Carnine  Lefranc,"  a 
liquid  beef-juice  prepared  from  raw  meat  and  concentrated 
in  vacuo,  and  show  views  of  abattoirs  and  different  stages  of 
preparation.  Many  pharmaceutical  products  are  also  ex- 
hibited, including  "  Chaumej's  "  topical  remedies  (ovules, 
pessaries,  crayons,  suppositories,  and  bougies),  "  Paguin's  'r 
capsules,  and  "  Barral "  anti-asthmatic  cigarettes  and 
powder,  "  Delabarre's  Syrup"  for  dentition,  and  "Fu- 
mouze "  globules  (insoluble  in  the  stomach),  "  L'Artigue's  "" 
pills  and  powder,  and  "  Albespeyre's  Vesicatory"  (papier 
et  mouche),  etc. 

Galerun  et  Fils,  18  Rue  Oberkampf ,  Paris,  show  iodalose 
and  peptone.  Iodalose  ie  a  standardised  solution  of  pepton- 
iodide,  an  active  form  of  iodine.  Five  drops  represent 
1  e.g.  of  iodine,  and  twenty  drops  are  stated  to  produce  the- 
same  medicinal  effect  as  1  gram  of  sodium  or  potassium 
iodide. 

Garsonnin  et  Cie.  (Societe  des  Laboratoires  Charles- 
Chanteaud),  54  Rue  des  Francs-Bourgeois,  Paris,  show  the- 
granular  seidlitz  and  dosimetric  granules  associated  with 
the  name  of  Chanteaud.  Other  specialities  are  sulphydral 
(an  internal  antiseptic)  and  antinausic  granules  (against 
sea-sickness). 

A.  Geraudel,  Sainte-Menthould,  in  addition  to  a  show- 
case filled  with  Geraudel's  pastilles  and  powder,  employs  a 
dainty  miss  to  distribute  samples  of  the  pine-tar  preparation 
to  the  sightseers,  which  would  be  conducive  to  increased' 
sales  in  the  colder  weather. 

A.  Girard,  Ivry,  makes  a  special  exhibit  of  polishing, 
and  etching  materials.  Fluoric  acid  (50  and  60  per  cent.)' 
and  the  fluorides  of  aluminium,  silver,  nickel,  antimony, 
chromium,  copper,  potassium  and  ammonium  are  shown. 
Putty  powder,  polishing  rouge,  corundrum  and  emery  are- 
exhibited  in  several  qualities. 

A.  Girard,  22  Rue  de  Conde,  Paris  (London  agent, 
W.  J.  Bush,  Ltd.),  have  a  striking  display  in  a  favourable- 
portion  of  Vin  Girard,  Poudre  Dentifrice,  Creme- 
Floriene  (three  sizes),  neatly  packed  in  opal  jars  and  flat- 
stoppered  bottles  in  light-blue  gold-lettered  cases,  bio- 
phorine  (kola-glycerophosphate),  a  combination  of  glycero- 
phosphate of  lime,  quinquina,  and  cocoa  vanille.  The  eata- 
de  cologne  in  the  case  is  rather  highly  coloured. 

F.  Gomar,  Fils  et  Cie.,  20  Rue  des  Fosses  Saint- Jacques,. 
Paris. — Preparations  "Clin"  are  comprised  in  this  well- 
arranged  and  instructive  exhibit;  Ampoules  (Clin)  for 
hypodermic  injection  are  shown  in  large  variety  and  quan- 
tities, the  colours,  such  as  methylene  blue,  adrenalin, 
ergotin,  spartein  sulphate,  etc.,  aiding  the  display  in  form- 
ing colour  contrasts.  Colloidal  preparations  are  also  in- 
cluded, and  the  titles  electraurol,  electrargol,  electr- 
palladrol,  electr-platinol  indicate  themselves  the  metal  in- 
solution.  Glycogen  (white  crystals),  solurol  (acid  thyminic), 
lecithin  (dark  brown),  phosphotal  (egg  yellow),  phosphotal 
emulsion  (white),  oleaginous  solution  of  lecithin,  methar- 
senate  globules,  marsyle  (iacodylate  of  iron),  Dr.  Ted'B 
sirop  de  codein  et  de  tolu,  and  enesol  (salicyl  arsenate  of 
mercury)  are  preparations  indicating  a  high  type  of  phar- 
macy. 

Guenin  et  Cie.,  33  Rue  des  Archives,  Paris,  have  an 
exhibit  of  the  well-known  "  Tamar  Indien,"  which  is  liable 
to  be  overlooked ;  but  open  boxes  and  silver  wrappers  aid 
in  attracting  attention  to  this  elegant  laxative. 

G.  Jacquelin,  18  Passage  de  la  Main  d'Or,  Paris,  gives 
a  display  of  artistic  show-cards  and  tickets,  also  examples 
of  work  and  materials  (varnishes  and  gelatin)  as  applied 
to  puff-boxes,  mudguards,  and  metals. 
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J.  Jakson  &  Co.,  Mitcham,  Eng.,  have  a  display  of 
peppermint  oil,  lavender  water,  and  chamomile  oil.  We 
noted  the  firm's  exhibit  when  dealing  with  the  British 
•chemical  industry  section. 

Henbi  Jotjisse,  Rue  Bannier,  Orleans. — Crude  drugs 
form  the  major  part  of  this  exhibit,  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts being  represented  by  "  gouttes  integral  quinquina" 
soluble  extract  of  yellow  cinchona  and  "  sparadrap " 
{spread  plasters)  of  belladonna,  vidal  red,  blistering, 
•diachylon,  Burgundy  pitch,  hemlock,  etc.  Gatanais  saffron, 
gentian,  curcuma,  and  cantharis  form  a  portion  of  the 
materia  medica,  which  includes  many  of  the  dried  flowers 
such  as  coquelicot,  Auvergne  violets,  pink  catsfoot,  mallow, 
•chamomiles,  and  horsefoot,  etc.,  for  the  tisanes  (herb  teas) 
■dear  to  the  French  housewife. 

Kestner,  R.,  Rue  de  Toul,  Lille,  shows  models  here, 
■and  also  in  the  machinery  and  chemical  sections,  of  the 
Kestner  vertical  evaporator  for  the  concentration  of  colloid 
■and  chemical  solutions,  also  the  crude  products  obtained 
on  evaporation,  e.g.,  glycerin  (dark  brown),  caustic  soda, 
soda  nitrite,  sugar  juice,  glucose. 

L.  Lachery,  Livry,  has  an  exhibit  of  "  Expurgine,"  a 
water-softener  for  industrial  uses.  Tho  ingredients  of 
which  it  is  composed — oxalates,  sugar,  and  tannin — are 
separately  shown,  as  well  as  specimens  of  the  deposits  that 
form  in  boilers  when  "Expurgine  "  is  not  employed. 

L.  L.  Laleuf,  2  Avenue  Dauphin,  Orleans,  has  a 
neat  display  of  specialities  de  Dr.  Dechamp,  in  which 
cachets  figure  prominently.  The  medicaments  thus  dis- 
played are  named  cachets  containing  apocynin  (yohimbine 
combined  with  nuclein),  iodhydrine  (obesity  specific),  and 
methyl  salicylaminopyrin.  Also  Bain  de  Dr.  Dechamp  and 
Pommade  for  haemorrhoids  (suprarenal  extract,  albumen 
and  witch  hazel). 

Landhin  et  Cie,  76  Rue  dAmsterdam,  Paris,  display 
•chiefly  "  Nyrdahl "  preparations  such  as  elixir  de  Virginie 
(hamamelis  and  capsicum,  Algarin  aux  plantesmarines 
Fluene  (diuretic),  Ibogame,  Pelliseol,  and  Choline 
(Nyrdahl).  Ess.  Cubeb.  is  shown  in  the  form  of  bright 
green  oil,  and  moist  ( ?)  greenish  crystals,  and  cubebin 
{white  crystals). 

Laprevote  et  Cie.,  6  Rue  Basse  Combalet,  Lyon,  exhibit 
boxes,  spangles,  rosettes,  shades,  and  cards  in  gelatin,  with 
plain  or  coloured  designs,  and  also  bone  products  and 
animal  charcoal. 

A.  Laurent,  Paris,  has  a  good  display  of  medicine  chests 
for  domestic  and  professional  use.  An  "  ambulance 
normal"  is  specially  fitted  up  for  cyclists  and  motorists. 
Laurenol,  a  green  disinfectant  containing  no  mercury  is 
also  shown. 

Societe  "  Le  Ferment,"  77  Rue  Deorfert,  Rochereau, 
Paris,  shows  lactobacilline  in  various  forms— powder  and 
liquid — for  preparing  sour  milk  used  in  the  treatment  of 
gastro-intestinal  complaints.  The  jars  of  lactobacilline 
have  Metchnikoff's  name  on  the  band. 

L'Heriter  et  Cie.,  86  Avenue  de  Paris,  Plaine  Saint- 
Denis,  exhibit  oils  and  greases.  In  the  centre  of  the  case 
is  a  bottle  of  antiseptic  containing  one  per  cent,  of  septo- 
liage.    Graphite  grease  is  a  speciality. 

Le  Roy  et  Bonnattd,  21  Rue  de  Pelletier,  Paris,  show 
arsenic  and  arsenical  spar.  Two  dummy  casks  occupy  a 
space  in  the  case,  but  their  purpose  is  not  obvious. 

Menard  Freres,  Thouars,  have  a  small  display  of  veter- 
inary products,  but  so  labelled  as  to  give  but  little 
information. 

Naline,  Villeneuve,  La  Garennes,  Seine,  shows  "  Histo- 
genol "  (Naline)  in  granules,  ampoules,  comprimes  (sugar- 
coated),  and  elixir.  The  preparation  is  recommended  for 
pulmonary  diseases  and  malnutrition ;  the  basis  is  stated  to 
lie  "  nuclarrhine."  The  exhibit  is  tastefully  arranged,  the 
case  being  lined  with  blue  velvet. 

Lorilleaux  et  Cie.,  16  Rue  Suger.  Paris,  have  a  beautiful 
show  of  dry  colours  and  brilliant  oils  for  painters'  use,  the 
■exhibit  being  well  arranged  and  finished. 

L.  Marqtjet,  15  Rue  Vieille  du  Temple,  Paris,  has  a  show 
of  dry  colours.  Cobalt  and  cadmium  colours  are  in  great 
variety,  there  being  many  shades  of  cobalt  blue  and  at  least 
a  dozen  tints  of  cadmium  yellow.  There  are  28  different 
shades  of  rouge  and  various  chrome  colours  (yellow,  green, 
etc.).

Camphor-production. 

(Japanese  View  of  the  Situation.) 

Japan's  camphor-monopoly  has  of  late  been  in  a  very  bad 
plight.  The  price  of  Japanese  camphor  has  been  on  the 
decline  since  the  second  half  of  last  year,  and  the  present 
market  price,  as  compared  with  the  first  half  of  1907,  shows  a 
falling-off  of  more  than  20  per  cent.  This  state  of  affairs  is 
no  doubt  due,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  the  general  business 
depression  which  is  experienced  throughout  the  world,  but 
it  is  mainly  due,  says  the  "  Toyo  Keisai,"  to  the  increased 
production  of  Chinese  camphor,  of  synthetic  camphor  in 
Germany,  and  to  the  manufacture  of  "  Monol "  and  other 
substitutes  for  camphor.  These  are  the  most  formidable 
competitors  of  Japanese  camphor.  Below  are  the  figures 
showing  the  quantity  of  camphor  exported,  together  with 
the  quotations  ruling  in  the  years  specified  :

Much  anxiety  is  entertained  in  some  quarters  as  to  the  future 
of  the  Japanese  camphor-monopoly,  and  it  is  even  suggested 
by  some,  including  Mr.  Jwahara,  of  the  Mitsui  Bussar 
Kaisha,  that  the  Government  monopoly  should  be  discon- 
tinued. In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  know  the  views 
held  by  Mr.  Hamaguchi,  Director  of  the  Monopoly  Bureau, 
as  published  in  the  "'Toyo  Keisai."  He  says  that  hitherto 
Japanese  camphor  has  almost  held  a  monopoly  in  the  world's 
markets,  but  recent  events  have  shown  that  it  can  no  longer 
hold  that  position.  It  has  now  been  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  competition  of  Chinese  and  artificial  camphor,  and 
is  compelled  to  fight  for  supremacy  in  the  foreign  markets. 
Prior  to  1905  the  production  of  Chinese  camphor  was  too 
insignificant  to  make  it  a  formidable  competitor  with  the 
Japanese  article,  but  in  1905  the  output  of  Chinese  camphor 
had  increased  to  600,000  kin,  and  in  1906  it  had  grown  to 
1,500,000  kin.  Chinese  camphor  is  steadily  underselling  the 
Japanese  and  the  synthetic  article,  and  even  at  this  time  of 
general  business  depression  upwards  of  100,000  kin  is  being 
exported  every  month.  It  is  problematical  whether  the 
Chinese  industry  can  pay  its  way  in  the  face  of  such  under- 
selling as  at  present  goes  on,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
camphor-trees  are  abundant  almost  everywhere  _  in  South 
China,  and  the  industry  offers  great  possibilities  in  the 
future.  The  only  defect  of  Chinese  camphor  is  that  the 
process  of  manufacture  has  not  yet  attained  the  perfection 
reached  by  the  Japanese  product,  and  consequently  its  quality 
is  inferior  to  that  of  the  latter.  Continuing.  Mr.  Hamaguchi 
remarks  that  the  annual  production  of  camphor  in  For- 
mosa is  approximately  4,000,000  kin,  and  that  in 
Japan  proper  1,000,000  kin,  making  a  total  of  5,000,000 
kin.  The  quantity  of  camphor  required  in  the  world  s 
markets  amounts  to  from  8,000,000  to  9,000,000  kin  annually. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  quantity  of  camphor  produced 
in  Japan  is  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  entire  demand  of  the 
market.  This  was  the  cause  that  brought  about  the  heavy 
rise  in  the  price  of  camphor  in  1906  and  1907,  and  encouraged 
the  development  of  the  Chinese  and  synthetic  camphor  in- 
dustries. The  prevailing  inactivity  of  the  Japanese  camphor- 
trade  may  be  attributable,  apart  from  the  appearance  of  com- 
petitors and  the  business  depression,  says  Mr.  Hamaguchi,  to 
the  "  dumping  "  resorted  to  by  Messrs.  Samuel,  Samuel  &  Go. 
owing  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  monopoly  business  that 
had  been  carried  on  by  them.  This  has  no  doubt  resulted 
in  the  sudden  falling-off  in  price,  but  it  is  a  comparatively 
trifling  matter  as  regards  the  future  of  the  industry. 
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Trade  Report.

THE  general  tone  of  the  market  this  week  indicates  better 
inquiry  for  more  articles.  The  most  important  move- 
ment has  been  in  quinine,  further  orders  from  the  United 
States  clearing  all  cheap  parcels  and  the  home  trade  have 
been  nibbling,  which  put  the  price  still  further  up.  Fairly 
large  sales  of  Barbadoes  tamarinds  have  reduced  stocks  con- 
siderably, and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  better  prices  will  be 
shortly  obtained  by  the  importers,  who  have  not  had  a 
margin  on  them  lately.  Buchu  for  home  trade  is  in  steady 
demand  and  the  only  stocks  in  first  hands  are  the  new  im- 
ports, which  are  said  to  be  more  firmly  held.  Senega  keeps 
on  the  easy  side ;  eucalyptus  oil  is  in  good  demand. 
Jamaica  honey  is  very  scarce  and  prices  are  a  shade  better 
than  at  the  sales.

(golden  seal)  is  lower  at  $1.95.  Cascara  sagrada  is  still 
9^c.  per  lb.,  and  senega  is  quiet  at  35c.  per  lb.  Podophyllum 
is  firmer  at  7c.  per  lb. 

Amsterdam,  October  1  : — At  the  auction  of  Cinchona  held 
here  to-day  7,911  packages  were  offered  containing  the 
equivalent  of  43,190  kilos,  quinine  sulphate,  as  compared 
with  9,103  packages  offered  in  August.  Of  the  above  quan- 
tity 7,773  packages  were  sold  at  an  average  unit  of  3.40c, 
as  against  3.12c.  paid  at  the  previous  auction  on  August  27. 
The  following  were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine 
purchased  by  the  factories  :  (1)  The  English  and  American 
factories,  9,120  kilos.  ;  (2)  the  Brunswick  factory,  6,677 
kilos.  ;  (3)  the  Mannheim  factory,  6,566  kilos. ;  (4)  the 
Amsterdam  factory,  2,068  kilos. ;  (5)  the  Frankfurt  and 
Stuttgart  factories,  5,079  kilos. ;  (6)  the  Maarssen  factory, 
6,370'kilos.  ;  (7)  various  buyers,  6,802  kilos.  The  lowest 
price  paid  for  manufacturing  bark  was  8c.  per  half-kilo., 
and  the  highest  35^c. ;  while  for  druggists'  bark  from  5|c.  to 
43c.  was  paid.  The  coca-leaves  (except  one  lot)  sold  at 
from  15c.  to  33^c. 

Manchester  Chemical  Market. 

September  30. 

The  present  state  of  trade  in  Lancashire  was  reflected  in 
the  diminished  attendance  on  the  chemical  'Change,  and,  in 
both  drugs  and  drysalteries,  in  face  of  the  cotton  trade's  look- 
out, there  is  not  much  movement.  More  attention  is  being  paid 
to  next  year's  contracts  for  most  alkalis,  and  it  is  expected  that 
buyers  will  have  to  pay  a  slight  advance  on  previous  rates.

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  generally  at  most  of  the  centres  of  the  heavy- 
chemical  trade  is  on  the  quiet  side,  and  demand  more  par- 


ticularly for  miscellaneous  products  is  poor.  Existing  con- 
tracts, considering  the  general  state  of  trade,  are  being  fairly 
well  taken  up.

Nitrate  of  Soda. 


The  Permanent  Nitrate.  Committee  have  elected  a  sub- 
committee to  study  and  submit  details  of  a  complete  scheme 
for  the  centralisation  of  the  sales  of  nitrate  of  soda.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  directorates  of  the 
various  nitrate  companies,  which  was  held  at  Iquique  some 
six  weeks  ago,  the  President  laid  particular  stress  on  the 
advantages  which  would  accrue,  both  to  producers  and  to 
■consumers,  by  a  system  of  centralisation  which  would  enable 
3ales  to  be  effected  direct.  Thereby  the  number  of  middlemen 
who  increased  the  price  of  saltpetre  would  be  reduced,  and  the 
■different  markets  supplied  according  to  their  requirements. 

The  Position  of  Cascara  Sagrada. 

The  following  letter  from  one  of  the  houses  on  the  Pacific 
lx>ast  largely  interested  in  this  drug  serves  to  throw  some 
Uight  on  the  position  : 

Since  communicating  with  you  last  my  advices  are  that 
this  season  s  (1908)  peel  has  turned  out  disappointingly. 
Estimates  covering  the  quantity  produced,  according  to 
various  reliable  authorities,  are  from  ten  to  twenty-five  cars 
Advices  from  primary  points  of  production  give  as  the 
jeason  for  this  year's  reduced  output  as  compared  with 
former  years  the  low  offers  made  by  speculative  buyers, 
which  discouraged  peeling,  and  even  made  it  impossible  or 
impracticable  for  peelers  to  peel  and  obtain  anything  for 
their  labour.  Thus  what  has  been  peeled  was  produced 
mostly  by  Indians.  This  year's  short  peel  has  stiffened  the 
views  of  all  holders  of  the  old  bark,  and  likewise  created 
some  speculative  buying,  which  are  shown  by  the  advance  in 
the  spot  market  for  spot  stocks  from  8c.  to  9c— sales  having 
been  made  this  week  at  figures  closely  approximating 
9c  spot,  and  many  holders  are  asking  10c.  for  spot  stocks" 
which  are  the  smallest  for  years.  Sales  have  been  made  for 
export  for  prompt  shipment  from  Pacific  Coast  ports  by 
sea  to  the  United  Kingdom,  upon  the  basis  of  8kc.  f.o  b 
if  acihc  Coast  shipping  points. 

Another  letter  from  a  broker  in  Oregon,  who  has  lust 
returned  from  a  personal  inspection  of  the  different  bark 
sections,  reports  that  although  a  good-sized  peel  was  expected, 
the  opposite  is  the  case,  and  the  peel  will  be  very  small;  in 
tact  less  than  one  quarter  of  the  usual  amount.  He  states 
that  in  the  early  part  of  the  peeling  season  the  weather  was 
very  poor  for  drying  and  curing  the  bark,  consequently  there 
was  not  so  much  peeled,  but  the  main  shortage  was  due  to 
the  very  low  price  offered  heretofore,  and  owing  to  the  un- 
favourable reports  received  from  the  coast  as  to  fte  Eastern 
and  European  markets,  a  good  many  peelers  who  had  ex- 
pected to  get  10  to  15  tons  were  discouraged,  and  gave  up 
peeling.  He  finds  that  most  cf  the  output  of  bark  has  been 
bought  up  by  the  local  dealers,  and  is  being  held  by  strong 
hands  Inere  naye  been  many  inquiries  from  the  East,  which 
lias  affected  the  holders'  views  of  the  old  bark,  and  prices 
have  gone  up  accordingly.  Pie  closes  by  advising  intending 
purchasers  to  get  their  supplies  early,  as  every  indication 
points  to  higher  prices  later  on. 

Spirit  Taxes  in  Germany. 

In  the  course  of  a  series  of  articles  dealing  with  the  finances 
ot  tho  Uerman  Empire  now  appearing  in  "The  Times  "  the 
author  explains  and  criticises  the  German  methods  for  raisin^ 


revenue,  incidentally  mentioning  that  from  1904  the  Empira 
is  no  longer  called  upon  to  refund  to  the  various  States  any 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  Customs  or  of  the  Tobacco  Tax,  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  hands  over  to  them  the  whole  of  the  net 
proceeds  of  certain  taxes  affecting  the  spirit-producing 
industry — viz.,  the  Maischbottichstever  ("  mash-tub  "  tax)  and 
the  V crbrauchsabgabe  und  Zuschlarj  (Spirit  Excise  and 
Surtax).  This  arrangement  was  an  improvement  on  that  pre- 
viously in  force,  but  the  writer  regards  it  as  a  makeshift. 
During  the  first  four  months  of  tho  current  year  (1908-9)  the 
receipts  from  spirit  have  been  perceptibly  better  than  in 
1907-8,  the  net  improvement  in  the  total  of  the  three  varieties 
of  spirit-duty  being  2,814,000m.,  but  the  inconvenience  of  the 
whole  system  on  which  the  spirit-duties  are  levied  is  so  great 
that  many  desire  that  it  should  be  entirely  reconstructed  on 
a  coherent  basis.  Among  the  minor  evils  resulting  from  it 
is  the  havoc  it  plays  with  the  official  revenue  statements. 
The  June  return,  for  instance,  shows  negative  quantities, 
duly  provided  with  minus  signs,  in  the  columns  of  "  actual 
receipts "  (Istcinnahmc)  for  the  month  and  corresponding 
month  for  the  "  mash-tub "  tax  and  for  the  distillers'  tax 
(Brcnnsteuer).  This  anomalous  feature  in  a  statement  of 
actual  receipts,  the  greater  part  of  which  have  been  paid  into 
the  Exchequer,  is  a  consequence  of  the  fact  that  drawbacks 
and  "  compensation  allowances "  for  duties  paid  on  spirit 
used  for  industrial  purposes,  or  declared  "  for  export,"  are 
granted  on  these  accounts,  and  that  the  allowances  may,  in 
any  one  month,  exceed  the  receipts,  though  on  the  whole  year 
there  is  a  real  net  revenue  derived  from  these  sources  of 
income.  The  Empire's  income  from  the  taxation  of  spirits, 
however,  is,  to  the  extent  of  80  per  cent,  of  the  taxable  pro- 
duct, now  obtained  from  the  V  erbrauchsstcuci-,  or  Excise 
tax  on  alcohol  when  placed  on  the  market. 

The  abolition  of  the  present  system  and  the  establishment 
of  some  sort  of  State  monopoly  have  been  advocated  on  more 
than  one  occasion.  In  1886  Bismarck  drafted  a  measure 
making  the  State  the  sole  retail  seller  of  alcohol,  and  last 
winter  Baron  von  Stengel,  then  Minister  of  Finance,  pro- 
posed a  more  restricted  scheme  of  the  same  kind.  But  the 
writer  believes  it  is  doubtful  whether  a  reform  of  these  duties, 
whose  real  incidence  it  is  difficult  to  vary  in  any  useful 
manner  without  arousing  the  hostility  of  tho  powerful 
"  Agrarians,"  would  be  under  consideration  at  all  but  for 
the  pressing  needs  of  the  Imperial  Exchequer.  As  matters 
now  stand,  spirit  is  certainly  one  of  the  articles  from  which 
more  Excise  revenue  might  be  raised. 

Java  Cinchona  Syndicate. 

Heer  van  Guericke  has  distributed  to  the  Dutch  Indian 
papers,  says  "  De  Indische  Mercuur,"  copies  of  his  pamphlet 
on  the  formation  of  a  Java  Cinchona  Syndicate,  which  has 
been  addressed  already  to  those  interested  in  cinchona  pro- 
duction in  Java.  With  the  institution  of  such  a  syndicate  the 
author  points  out  that  the  present  dependence  of  cinchona- 
planters  on  a  coalition  of  quinine  manufacturers  would  cease, 
and  producers  would  be  able  to  raise  the  price  of  bark  to  a 
figure  at  which  the  less  favourably  situated  plantations  in 
Java  could  continue  to  exist.  Negotiations  with  bankers  in 
Holland  have  been  undertaken,  and  preliminary  inquiries 
have  shown  that  a  majority  of  Java  cinchona-planters  are 
favourably  disposed  towards  the  scheme.  The  proposals  of 
the  syndicate  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  buy  at  cinchona  sales  in  Amsterdam,  London, 
Batavia,  or  elsewhere  all  bark  which  may  be  offered,  at  a 
minimum  price  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  syndicate  before 
each  sale,  and  to  hold  all  bark  so  bought  until  a  reason- 
able price  can  be  obtained  for  it. 

2.  To  build  a  quinine  factory  in  Java  for  working-up  the 
bark  held  by  the  syndicate  into  quinine  sulphate,  unless  an 
acceptable  offer  is  made  by  the  factories  in  Amsterdam  and 
Bandoeng  for  joint  work  with  the  syndicate. 

3.  To  undertake  propagandist  work  with  the  object  of 
increasing  the  sale  of  quinine  sulphate  in  all  suitable  coun- 
tries^ and  especially  in  those  in  which  the  present  consump- 
tion is  small. 

4.  To  reduce  as  much  as  possible  in  all  countries  the  retail 
price  of  quinine  sulphate,  and  especially  to  put  an  end  to 
all  usurious  profits  on  this,  article. 

5.  To  prevent  further  cinchona  planting,  with  a  view  to 
reducing  the  present  over-production  of  bark. 

The  syndicate  guarantees  to  its  members  a  minimum  price  of 
8c.  per  unit  for  the  first  ten  years,  provided  it  does  not  have 
to  sell  the  bark  it  purchases  at  lower  rates.  Each  member 
must  take  at  least  two  shares  in  the  capital  of  the  syndicate, 
and  must  undertake  not  to  extend  his  plantations  without  the 
written  sanction  of  the  board.  The  capital  is  to  be  6.000,000  fl., 
divided  into  12,000  shares  of  500  fl.  each.  Out  of  the  first 
profits  fifty  founders'  shares  are  to  be  taken.  Commenting  on 
the  above,  "  De  Indische  Mercuur  "  savs  that  inquiries  made 
of  prominent  proprietors  of  cinchona-gardens  indicated  that 
nothing  was  known  of  H.  E.  v.  G.'s  fantastic  scheme,  which 
could  only  benefit  South-American  producers  by  raising  the 
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price  of  Brazilian  bark,  and  that  in  view  of  the  small  success 
of  the  Lumlar  San  Paulo  attempt  to  raise  the  price  of  coffee, 
it  was  unlikely  that  Van  Guericke's  scheme  would  be  taken  up. 

A  meeting  of  the  Preanger  Kinabond  was  held  at  Bandoeng 
on  August  4,  when  the  President  (Heer  Meyer)  discussed  the 
proposal,  and  the  meeting  was,  on  the  whole,  favourable  to  it. 
Since  then  the  prospectus  of  the  syndicate  has  been  issued, 
and  from  this  it  appears  that:  (1)  The  name  is  to  be  "  Java- 
Kina-Bond."  (2)  Any  cinchona-planting  undertaking  in  Java 
can  join  the  syndicate.  (3)  The  management  is  to  be  entrusted 
to  a  board  of  two  directors  and  five  commissaries,  the  former 
to  hold  office  for  three  years  and  the  latter  for  five.  (4)  One 
of  the  directors  is  to  be  specially  charged  with  propaganda 
work.  (5)  Agents  are  to  be  maintained  wherever  cinchona  and 
quinine  sales  take  place  to  buy  for  the  syndicate.  (6)  The 
syndicate  guarantees  not  to  fix  the  maximum  above  12c. 
per  unit  for  the  present,  and  this  maximum  can  only  be  raised 
by  a  general  meeting  of  shareholders.  (7)  Any  profits  will  be 
used  in  paying  a  dividend  up  to  5  per  cent,  on  the  shares,  and 
any  excess  will  be  distributed  as  follows :  (a)  Directors, 
(6)  commissaries,  (c)  members  of  the  syndicate,  and  (d)  holders 
of  founders'  shares,  10  per  cent,  each ;  the  remaining  50  per 
cent,  to  the  shareholders.

The  Conference  Proceedings. 
Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  is  right  about  the  Conference.  The 
discussions  are  not  so  good  as  they  were  wont  to  be,  and 
just  for  the  reason  that  there  is  not  sufficient  time.  There 
is  a  feeling  of  pressure  and  hurry  which  is  inimical  to  full 
discussion,  and  which  therefore  militates  against  one  of 
the  principal  objects  of  the  Conference.  I  would 
suggest  that  one  afternoon  excursion  is  sufficient, 
and  that  there  might  therefore  be  an  afternoon  session  for 
reading  of  papers  as  formerly  But,  whether  that  plan 
should  be  adopted  or  not,  no  more  papers  should  be  accepted 
than  can  be  dealt  with  in  the  time  available.  Quite  ob- 
viously those  that  are  of  most  general  interest,  and  most 
likely  to  lead  to  debate,  should  be  first  selected.  In  the 
next  place,  having  chosen  the  papers,  and  knowing  the 
number  of  hours  in  which  they  must  be  read  and  discussed, 
it  is  not  difficult  to  calculate  the  amount  of  time  available 
for  each.

Opening  Winchesters  of  Ammonia. 

Sir, — There  have  been  several  inquiries  in  the  C.  <t-  D. 
from  time  to  time  asking  the  best  method  of  opening 
Winchester  quarts  of  0.880  ammonia  to  prevent  them 
"spouting"  when  being  opened.  The  following  method, 
told  me  by  my  one-time  principal,  Mr.  L.  F.  Moore  (now  of 
Livingstone,  N.W.  Rhodesia),  I  have  never  known  to  fail  : 
Wrap  a  wet  cloth  or  duster  round  the  bottle,  and  stand  the 

latter  in  a  bucket  or  dish  containing  an  inch  or  two  of  water. 

Put  aside  in  a  corner  for  some  hours — better  still  in  a 

draught — and  the  stopper  can  then  be  removed  without  any 

fear  of  the  operator  being  suffocated  in  a  fountain  of  liq. 

amm.  fort.,  no  matter  what  the  temperature  may  be.

Percentage  Solutions. 

Sir, — With  regard  to  the  article  on  "  Percentage  Solu- 
tions "  on  p.  338  of  the  C.  <£-  D.,  August  29,  I  consider  that 
Mr.  Clark  made  a  great  mistake  holding  out  to  the  rising 
generation  of  pharmacists  that  the  strength  of  a  percentage 
solution  is  based  on  the  specific  gravity  of  the  solvent. 
It  is  not  the  custom  to  calculate  on  the  specific  gravity  of 
the  solvent  in  making  percentage  solutions.  A  10-per-cent. 
solution  should  contain  10  oz.  of  dry  solid  (or  10  fl.  oz. 
of  a  liquid)  in  each  100  fl.  oz.  of  such  a  10-per-cent. 
solution — roughly,  10  grains  of  a  dry  solid  or  11  minims  of 
a  liquid  in  each  110  minims  of  the  10-per-cent.  solution. 
Nobody  cares  a  rap  for  the  specific  gravity  of  the  solvent, 
and  any  system  of  percentage  solutions  that  requires  the 
dispenser  to  figure  on  the  specific  gravity  of  the  solvent  is 
a  useless  one,  and  will  not  be  tolerated.  Surely 
after  all  these  years  we  had  better  settle  once  and  for 
all  this  elementary  but  important  rule  of  the  everyday 


life  of  the  dispenser  and  pharmacist.  Put  it  to  the  C .  &•  D. 
readers,  and  settle  it  for  all  time.  I  have  no  fear  for  the 
answer  from  the  average  working  pharmacist  and  dispenser.

The  International  Pood  Congress. 

Mr.  Loudon  M.  Douglas,  Lecturer  on  the  Meat  Industry 
at  the  Edinburgh  and  East  of  Scotland  Agricultural  College, 
who  attended  this  Congress  (reported  in  the  C.  db  D,, 
September  26,  p.  522),  writing  to  us,  says  the  Congress  will 
be  memorable  because  of  the  widespread  interest  it  evoked. 
The  idea  of  such  a  Congress  has  often  been  in  the  minds  of 
those  associated  with  food-supply,  but  the  standards  vary 
so  much  in  different  countries  that  at  the  outset  it  may  be 
admitted  that  the  difficulty  of  meeting  upon  some  common 
ground  has  so  far  prevented  international  action.  The 
value,  also,  of  any  resolutions  passed  must,  for  the  greater 
part,  be  of  an  entirely  academic  character,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
clear  that  indiscriminate  voting  at  such  a  Congress  on  any 
specific  resolution  must  be  unequal,  and  the  nation  with  the 
preponderance  of  representatives  present  must  control  the 
issues.  To  be  of  any  value,  therefore,  such  Congresses  must 
appoint  an  equal  number  of  delegates  who  have  power  to 
vote  and  it  might  be  arranged  to  protect  the  interests  of 
minorities  by  giving  them  power  to  co-opt  representatives 
from  other  nations  so  as  to  equalise  their  voting-power.  Out 
of  the  400  odd  delegates  present  from  all  countries,  some 
250  were  French,  a  fact  which  speaks  for  itself.  In  regard  to 
the  use  of  preservatives  in  butter  the  British  Section,  through 
their  spokesman  Dr.  Tunnicliffe,  pointed  out  that  the 
descriptive  text,  in  which  the  attitude  of  the  various  nations 
to  this  matter  was  given,  was  entirely  wrong  in  stating  that 
the  use  of  preservatives  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  prohibited, 
and  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  allowed  by  the  responsible 
department  of  State  up  to  0.5  per  cent.  A  further  dis- 
crepancy in  this  definition  also  appeared  in  the  absence  of 
any  reference  to  the  allowable  percentage  of  water.  On  the 
whole  the  matter  was  left  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition, 
and  it  may  be  assumed  that  at  the  next  Congress  the  need 
for  boric  acid  as  a  preservative  in  addition  to  salt  will 
not  only  be  recognised  as  desirable,  but  will  be  declared  to 
be  essential  in  all  butters  which  have  to  be  kept  for  any 
length  of  time  beyond  two  days. 

In  the  departments  of  mineral  waters,  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  and  the  unification  of  analytical  methods,  it 
would  seem  to  be  rather  difficult  to  obtain  such  definitions 
as  would  be  acceptable  to  all  countries,  as  the  practice  must 
necessarily  be  governed  by  local  tradition  to  a  great  extent, 
as  well  as  by  the  demands  of  the  public.  It  is  desirable  from 
the  international  point  of  view  that  there  should  be  unifica- 
tion of  formula?,  but  such  a  result  can  hardly  be  expected 
from  a  mixed  Congress  such  as  this.

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pip.  is  unusual,  and  so  is  tinct.  anisi.  Using  ess.  menth.  pip. 
B.P.,  and  tinct.  anisi  fruct.  (1  in  10  of  90-per-oent.  alcohol), 
the  prescription  makes  quite  a  presentable  mouth-wash.  It 
is  cloudy,  necessarily  and  correctly,  owing  to  its  composition.]

[We  think  the  prescriber's  intention  is  that  enough 
rectified  spirit  be  used  to  make  a  workable  mixture,  and  this 
the  2  dr.  of  spirit  which  you  used  at  first  does.  The 
oily  liquid  which  separates  and  falls  shakes  up  quite  well. 
With  the  larger  quantity  the  patient  is  getting  a  teaspoonful 
dose  of  rectified  spirit,  three-fourths  of  which  we  think  is 
unnecessary.  Some  prescribers  contend  that  butyl-cHJoral 
does  not  act  in  the  same  way  when  dissolved  and  retained  in 
solution  in  alcohol.]

Subscriber  (62/7). — A  form  of  indenture  for  a  chemist's 
apprentice  is  given  in  the  C.  &  V.  Diary,  1908,  p.  459. 

Yicarius  (62/63). — (a)  We  do  not  analyse  powders  such  as 
you  send,  (b)  A  number  of  individuals  trading  as  a  company, 
but  not  registered  as  such,  cannot  legally  use  the  title 
"chemist"  if  they  are  engaged  in  retail  trade,  (c)  An  Asso- 
ciate of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  may  not  legally  use  the 
title  "  hygienic  chemist."  If  engaged  as  a  consulting  and 
professional  chemist,  and  not  in  the  trade  of  selling  chemicals 
and  drugs  by  retail,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  not 
interfere  with  his  use  of  the  title,  (d)  See  c.  "  Medical 
Hall  "  is  not  a  protected  title. 

Blind  (62/59). — Without  the  exact  terms  of  the  agreement 
before  us  we  cannot  say  whether  or  not  the  makers  of  the 
blind  are  liable  for  the  imperfection  which  it  now  shows. 
Although  they  guaranteed  it  for  ten  years,  you  will  pro- 
bably find  that  there  is  some  proviso  in  regard  to  negligent 
use.  If  you  instruct  a  local  man  to  make  the  blind  good,  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  you  can  recover  the  cost  from 
the  makers  depends  upon  the  foregoing.  In  ether  words,  you 
must  be  able  to  prove  that  the  damage  comes  within  the  terms 
of  the  guarantee,  and  that  the  manufacturers  should  make 
it  good. 

Bus  (44/1). — When  a  "grey  powder"  is  asked  for  by  the 
public,  a  powder  containing  hydrarg.  c.  creta  is  required, 
usually  prepared  for  administration,  as  by  the  addition  of 
sugar.  There  may  be  circumstances  in  which  a  demand  for 
"grey  powder"  can  only  legally  be  met  by  supplying  the 
B.P.  preparation — as,  for  example,  when  a  stated  quantity  is 
asked  for.  But  when  the  customer  demands,  say,  "  a  grey 
powder  for  a  child  a  year  old,"  the  chemist's  skill  and  know- 
ledge has  to  be  exercised  as  to  the  amount  given,  and  the 
addition  of  a  vehicle  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  customer. 

_  Pension  (56/28)  puts  this  case  :  "  A  man  dies  intestate,  leav- 
ing widow  and  one  son.  I  suppose  the  son  can  claim  any  nouses 
that  are  left,  but  is  the  widow  entitled  to  rental  from  them, 
and,  if  so.  will  this  rental  disqualify  her  for  the  Old-age  Pen- 
sion ?  If  the  property  is  mortgaged  by  the  son,  can  the  widow 
claim  the  value  of  the  rental  "from  him,  and  will  she  be  again 
disqualified  for  the  pension  ?  "  [If  the  houses  are  freehold  they 
will  go  to  the  son,  the  widow  being  entitled  to  one-third  of  the 
income  during  her  life.  If  the  houses  are  leasehold  the  son 
will  be  entitled  to  two-thirds  of  the  value  thereof,  and  the 
widow  to  one-third.  The  son  can  only  mortgage  the  propertv 
subject  to  the  rights  of  the  widow,  and  any  money  received 
by  her  in  respect  of  such  property  will,  of  course,  be  taken 
into  account  in  any  application  she  may  make  for  a  pension.]

Screens. — There  is  not  much  difficulty  in  preparing  tha- 
screens  for  a;-ray  work.  Barium  platinocyanide  is  dusted  over 
a  sheet  of  parchment  covered  with  a  thin  coating  of  mucilage,, 
and  allowed  to  dry.  Our  experience,  however,  is  that  it  ia 
cheaper  to  purchase  the  screens  ready-made,  as  by  the  time- 
sufficient  experience  is  obtained  to  enable  one  to  turn  out  a~ 
presentable  screen  a  considerable  amount  of  costly  material 
is  lost. 

— Shampoo  th» 
scalp  every  second  day  with  a  mixture  of  sapo  mollis  B.P. 
3iv.,  spiritus  vini  Sjij.,  taking  .care  to  wash  away  all  th©- 
soap  with  warm  water.  After  drying  the  hair  well  rub  into- 
the  roots  the  following  ointment :

(2)  Diet  for  Chronic  Catarrh  of  the  Stomach. — The  best- 
diet  for  this  condition  is  one  containing  a  minimum  of  starchy- 
food  and  a  liberal  allowance  of  meat,  which  should  be  varied, 
cooked  in  a  tempting  manner,  and  taken  in  small  quantitiea- 
at  a  time.

Change  hose  frequently,  and  before  putting  on  dust  the  feet- 
well,  especially  on  the  soles  and  between  the  toes,  with  a  talc 
dusting-powder  containing  2  per  cent,  of  salicylic  acid  and  a 
trace  of  eucalyptus  oil.  If  this  fails  add  1  per  cent.  oS' 
formalin  to  the  bathing-water. 

TV.  J.  W.  (51/22).— Varicose  Ulcer.—  Dress  daily  with  bori©- 
lint  wetted  with  cold  water  and  covered  with  oiled  silk  or 
guttapercha  tissue,  then  wrap  with  cotton  wool  and  bind  firmly 
with  an  elastic-cotton  bandage.  Rest  the  leg  on  a  pillow  if' 
possible.  This  treatment  should  cause  healing  in  a  fortnight 
or  so  if  the  ulcer  is  clean.

The  pig  should  be  lightly  dieted  while  getting  the  powders — - 
i.e.,  give  little  or  no  supper,  and  in  the  morning  see  that  the- 
feeding-trough  is  thoroughly  clear  of  food,  and  if  the  pig 
seems  hungry  mix  a  powder  with  as  small  a  quantity  of  food^ 
as  possible,  and  let  the  animal  eat  it ;  an  hour  after- 
wards a  full  meal  may  be  given.  Continue  this  treat- 
ment for  three  successive  mornings,  and  follow  up  with  a- 
mild  dose  of  castor  oil  or  Epsom  salt.  The  doses  can  be- 
graduated  according  to  the  size,  weight,  and  age  of  the  pig. 
The  following  is  a  good  Ointment  for  Lambs  after  Cas- 
trating :

"train  oil"  was  whale  oil  originally,  but  any  coarse  oil  off 
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.fish,  origin  is  now  used  as  train  oil.  "  Fish  oil  "  is  any  fish- 
iiver  oil,  such  as  cod,  ling,  haddock,  and  so  on,  that  can  be 
procured  cheaply. 

Wind  (59/71)  wants  a  cure  for  a  horse  which  is  a  Wind- 
sucker.  He  grips  the  manger  or  the  pole  of  the  wagon  and 
-sucks  up  wind,  the  result  in  one  instance  being  a  severe  attack 
•of  gripes.  [Wind-sucking  and  crib-biting  invariably  go  to- 
gether, and  constitute  both  a  vice  and  unsoundness.  There  is 
£io  cure,  but  it  can  be  modified  by  means  of  a  strap  fixed 
pretty  tightly  round  the  neck.  The  strap  (known  as  a  wind- 
-sucking  strap  ")  can  be  procured  from  any  saddler.  The  ab- 
sence of  everything  in  the  stable  that  the  animal  is  likely  to 
■take  hold  of  with  its  teeth  should  be  insured  as  far  as  practic- 
able. Constant  work  is  desirable,  and  alkalies  may  be  given 
internally,  as  indigestion  is  always  present  more  or  less.  A 
piece  of  rock  salt  placed  before  the  animal  tends  to  combat 
the  vice,  as  the  horse  will  stand  and  lick  it  for  hours,  and 
forget  about  the  sucking.  Wind-suckers  are  very  subject  to 
colics  and  gripes  brought  on  by  swallowing  air.]

R.  E.  (51/14).— We  are  afraid  that  either  your  letter  was 
anonymous  or  the  sample  you  sent  not  marked  sp  as  to  identify 
-it.    Will  you  repeat  your  inquiry  ? 

Taurus  (43/17).— Calf-meal.— We  gave  a  series  of  formula? 
*£or  this  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  30,  1905,  p.  535,  which  were 
•reprinted  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture  leaflet  (No.  142). 
The  latter  you  can  obtain  free  of  charge  from  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  4  Whitehall  Place,  London,  S.W. 

#•  (44/69).— Insect-killer.—  We  do  not  think  anyone 
would  be  prepared  to  guarantee  a  beetle-powder  to  the  extent 
you  desire,  especially  as  you  say  it  must  be  non-poisonous. 
One  of  the  latest  "  tips"  is  to  employ  a  mixture  of  powdered 
caustic  soda  and  flour— about  one  of  the  former  to  three  of 
•the  latter.  When  the  beetles  walk  over  this  powder  some  of  it 
adheres  and  slowly  dissolves  the  cuticle,  death  resulting. 

F  L.  S.  (43/40).—  Bots  in  Horses— The  "carbon"  used  is 
carbon  bisulphide  given  in  doses  of  75  grains  in  gelatin  cap- 
sules;  repeated  in  twelve  hours  and  followed  by  an  aloctic 
v>all. 

E.  &  S.  (47/45).— Coal  Briquettes.— To  make  these  it  is 
•necessary  to  add  a  bindmg-material,  mass  with  water,  heat 
in  a  crucible  until  most  of  the  water  is  driven  off,  and  then 
'briquette  the  hot,  moist  mass  in  a  press.  The  binding- 
material  must  be  cheap  and  sufficiently  waterproof  to  stand 
■exposure  to  the  weather.  The  substances  used  are  as  follows 
the  percentages  required  being  indicated  in  parentheses- 
Rosin  (6)  wood  pitch  (3  to  4).  sulphite  liquor  residue  (10  to 
12),  starch  (i  to  1),  coal-tar  pitch  (6£  to  8).  Many  varieties 
of  tar  and  pitch  are  employed,  advantage  being  taken  of  any 
-local  supply.  _  Pressure  is  necessary  to  cause  the  coal  to  adhere 
with  the  minimum  of  binding-agent.

P.  J.D.  (48/38).— The  recipe  for  renovating  scarlet  hunting- 
coats  was  given  in  the  C.  ct-  D.,  November  9,  1907,  p.  738  to 
■which  please  refer. 

Ferrotype  (48/61).— Hardening-solution  for  Gelatino- 
CHLORIDE  Paper. — Formalin  solution  is  now  generally  em- 
ployed, because  the  prints  do  not  need  washing  as  they  do 
after  an  alum  bath.  Increase  the  strength  of  the  formalin 
-solution  if,  as  you  say,  your  customer  does  not  find  the 
c!0-per-cent.  solution  strong  enough. 

R.  L.  M.  (47/63).— Formalin  Hair-stimulant.— The  quan- 
tity of  formalin  used  is  not  large,  about  ±  oz.  being 
■employed  in  an  8-oz.  bottle  of  wash.  If  you  use  this  amount 
<Ln  place  of  the  acetic  acid  ordered  in  the  recipe  for  hair-wash 
.given  in  this  column,  September  26,  p.  532,  vou  will  get  an 


average  preparation.  We  should  prefer  to  add  some  colour- 
ing-matter, such  as  alkanet  or  caramel. 

J.  U.  W.  (47/36).— Toast  ln  Diabetes. — The  use  of  toast  is 
recommended  in  diabetes  in  preference  to  bread  because  part 
cf  the  starch  and  gluten  is  destroyed  by  the  heat.  The  bread 
is  cut  into  thin  slices  and  toasted  until  thoroughly  browned — 
almost  blackened — when  part  of  the  starch  is  charred  and 
destroyed.  Probably  the  toast  you  employed  in  your  experi- 
ments was  not  toasted  to  the  extent  that  is  indicated  by  the 
dark-brown  colour,  upon  which  medical  authorities  lay  stress. 

Toilet  (42/35)  and  Paratoil  (50/16).— Toilet  Paraffin.— 
This  is  paraffinum  liquidum  of  sp.  gr.  from  0.865  to  0.870. 
It  is  perfumed  by  the  addition  of  heliotropine  or  ionone,  and 
tinted  with  an  oil-soluble  aniline  dye,  such  as  butter  yellow. 

Torquay  (185/34). — Essentia  Cinnamomi.— We  do  not  know 
the  strength  of  the  brand  you  mention,  but  the  preparation  is 
generally  made  by  mixing  1  oz.  of  the  oil  with  9  oz.  of  rectified 
spirit. 

F.  K.  (60/24). — Shaving-block. — The  transparent  shaving- 
block  is  made  by  heating  boric  acid  62  parts  and  glycerin 
92  parts.  The  glycerin  is  heated  to  150°  C,  the  boric  acid 
added,  and  the  heat  continued  till,  on  cooling,  a  glassy  mass 
results. 

Ii.  H.  W.  (60/53). — A  scratched  mirror  requires  re-polish- 
ing.   Putty  powder  or  rouge  is  used  with  much  rubbing. 

Voyageur  (Cape  Colony)  (53/74). — Household  Ammonia. — 
The  silky  cloudiness  is  managed  by  exactly  adjusting  the 
quantity  of  lime  salts.  Martindale  ("  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  ") 
recommends  the  following :

Dissolve  and  add — 

Strong  solution  of  ammonia    ...  27 

Lime-water  ...    0  6 

Tap-water  to   100 

H.  S.  F.  B.  (9/9).—  Tinctura  Nucis  Vomioe  is  made  from 
liquid  extract  of  nux  vomica  2  fl.  oz.,  water  3  oz.,  and  90-per- 
cent, alcohol  to  12  fl.  oz. 

Menthol  (Belgium). — (1)  Methyl  alcohol  is  stated  to  have 
an  injurious  effect  on  the  eyes,  so  that  it  would  not  be 
advisable  to  employ  it  in  a  hair-wash.  The  methylated  spirit 
sanctioned  for  use  in  Great  Britain  is  ethylic  alcohol  contain- 
ing only  a  small  quantity  of  methylic  alcohol  (see  Diary, 
p.  266),  and  could  be  used  in  a  hair-wash  providing  the  per- 
mission necessary  in  Great  Britain  were  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue.  (2)  The  new  edition  of  the 
"  Standard  Formulary,"  which  contains  the  American  for- 
mula you  inquire  about,  is  now  being  published.  Vol.  I., 
entitled  "  Pharmaceutical  Preparations,"  costs  about  four 
dollars.  (3)  Any  of  the  large  bottle-manufacturers  adver- 
tising in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary  would  submit  you  designs  for  a  meat-essence 
bottle. 

W.F.  (57/34). — The  colour  of  red  oil  of  thyme  is  due  to  the 
reaction  between  the  phenols  present  with  the  iron  of  the  still 
in  which  the  oil  is  prepared.  The  intensity  of  the  colour  of 
the  red  oil  is  increased  by  the  imperfect  cooling  of  the  con- 
densers used  in  distillation.  When  re-distilled  the  white  oil 
of  thyme  is  obtained. 

Curious  (56/33). — You  could  preserve  the  "  caterpillars"  in 
spirit  to  which  a  little  formalin  has  been  added,  but  we  doubt 
whether  these  have  grown  in  the  vinegar,  as  you  suggest.

F.  B.  (194/31). — One-solutton  Hair-dye : 

Silver  nitrate    3iss.

Strong  solution  of  ammonia     ...  a  sufficiency

Dissolve  the  salts  in  2  oz.  of  water,  add  ammonia  in  excess, 
and  make  up  to  volume. 

The  above  is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  where  the 
subject  is  fully  dealt  with.  A  good  recipe  was  also  given  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  May  25,  1907,  p.  818. 

L.  T.  (Alberta)  (188/19).— (1)  Lovibond's  Tintometer  was 
patented  in  1886  (12,867).  but  the  patent  has  now  expired.  The 
instrument  is  based  on  the  optical  comparison  of  any  liquid 
with  a  unit  or  combination  of  any  number  of  units  of  colours 
of  known  or  established  value,  both  viewed  under  the  same 
conditions  by  transmitted  light.  The  three  colours — red, 
yellow,  and  blue — are  necessary  for  primary  investigations, 
while  for  more  accurate  work,  such  as  the  determination  of 
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carbon  in  steel  or  the  colour-intensity  of  caramels,  a  greater 
variety  of  colours  is  needed.  You  could  obtain  a  copy  of  the 
patent-specification  for  8d.,  wherein  the  instrument  as  origin- 
ally devised  is  figured  and  described.  The  tintometer  is  sold 
by  dealers  in  chemical  apparatus  at  a  price  varying  from 
two  guineas  to  47Z.,  according  to  the  use  to  which  it  is  to  be  put. 
(2)  The  old  volumes  of  the  "  Jahresbericht  der  Chemie  "  and 
the  "  Annalen  der  Chemie  und  Pharmacie  "  could  probably 
be  obtained  from  Julius  Springer,  Berlin,  or  by  advertising 
in  the  Coloured  Supplement. 

G.  P.  (55/16). — (1)  Embroidery-pattebn  Mabker. — We  have 
met  with  this  in  powder  form — a  mixture  of  graphite,  resin, 
and  starch.  This  was  used  by  dusting  over  a  perforated  sheet, 
when  the  black  powder  left  its  mark.  It  was  fixed  by  passing 
a  hot  iron  over  the  pattern,  the  resin  being  thus  melted  and 
causing  the  powder  to  adhere.  The  paste  form  to  which  you 
refer  is  probably  a  coloured  wheaten  paste.  (2)  The  methods 
of  registering  copyrights,  trade-marks,  and  designs,  and  of 
obtaining  patents,  are  fully  explained  in  the  Diary. 

Glazcit  (55/9). — (1)  We  think  the  Venetian  red  was  what 
your  customer  required  for  chill-casting  brass,  but  it  was 
probably  not  sifted  fine  enough.  Iron  peroxide  might  answer 
the  purpose  better.  (2)  Acccmulator-acid  is  30-per-cent.  sul- 
phuric acid,  sp.  gr.  1.22. 

Aurantii  (54/42). — Orange-wine. — The  following  is  the 
recipe  for  which  you  inquire ;  it  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D., 
January  16,  1897.  Some  recent  formulae  for  wines  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Summer  Number,  1907 : 

Stir  well  together  30  lb.  of  loaf  sugar,  10  gals,  of  soft 
water,  and  the  whites  of  ten  eggs  well  beaten ;  boil  for  an 
hour  and  a  half,  skim  well,  and  put  into  a  tub.  When 
lukewarm  add  to  it  10  oz.  of  syrup  of  lemons  and  5  oz.  of 
fresh  beer-yeast,  stirring  well.  Pare  off  the  rinds  of  seven 
dozen  oranges,  squeeze  out  the  juice  and  strain  it.  Add  the 
juice  and  the  rinds  to  the  fermenting  liquor,  stirring  ten 
minutes.  Cover  the  tub,  and  after  forty-eight  hours  strain 
the  liquor  through  a  fine  sieve  into  a  cask,  which  allow  to 
remain  open  lor  three  days  ;then,  when  the  fermentation  has 
ceased,  close  the  cask.  In  twenty  days  draw  off  the  wine  as 
long  as  it  runs  clear ;  filter  the  lees  and  return  both  to  the 
cask  with  a  quart  of  brandy.  4  oz.  of  sugar  candy,  and  1  oz. 
of  isinglass  dissolved  in  water.  Mix  well,  close  the  cask, 
and  allow  to  stand  for  from  four  to  twelve  months  before 
bottling.    The  longer  it  is  kept  the  better. 

Q-.S.  (49/57).—  Ncn-alcoholic  Quinine- wine. — To  prepare 
this  it  is  first  necessary  to  make  a  non-alcoholic  orange-wine, 
which  is  made  from  such  a  formula  as  the  following:

The  quinine  hydrochloride  is  added  in  the  proportion 
ordered  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Such  a  liquid  must 
be  distinctly  labelled  as  a  quinine-wine  substitute. 

J.  W.  H.  (58/45). — Ginger-wine  Essence, — You  will  note 
that  there  are  limitations  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  on  the  composition  of  this  article.  The  deposition 
of  resin  to  which  vou  refer  is  unavoidable,  but  some  improve- 
ment is  obtained  by  employing  a  soluble  essence  of  ginger  in 
place  of  part  of  the  tincture  of  ginger.
